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An editorial: 


A Tribute to Col. Moore 


There is a tendency on the part 
of many municipalities to take good 
service on the part of public spirited 
citizens for granted and to make 
no attempt to express thelr apprec- 
jation, Knowing that Lindsay would 
not like to be regarded as that kind 
of a town, we take time out today 
to pay tribute to Col. R. I. Moore, 
who was defeated in his bid for a 
second consecutive term of office 
as mayor at the polls on Monday. 

Just a year ago now Col. Moore 
was elected as Mayor of Lindsay. 
‘The prospects ahead of him were 
anything but bright and there 
were some very loose ends in the 
administration of the town's af- 
fairs which needed to be gathered 
up. Among the things which con- 
fronted him early in the year, was 
the fact that he and his councillors 

» were absolutely without reserve 
funds with which to carry on, All 
sserves which the town had built 

) oyer a period of years had been 
spent, some of them apparently 
needlessly. This applied not only to 
the Town of Lindsay but to the 
Lindsey Water Commission. 

It became apparent that as May- 
or, Col. Moore must give immediate 
realistic leadership. Certain unpleas- 
ant and unpopular moves would 
have to be made if the town were to 
get back on solid footing at an early 
date. Among the unpleasant but 
necessary duties which lay at hand 
was the need for budgeting ‘on a 
basis which would take care of the 
town's cash expenditures out of cur- 
rent reyenue even though the mill- 
rate had to be increased. The 
reason for this is obvious —there 
‘were nO more reserves to draw on 
to permit anything but a tax rate 
commensurate ‘with the actual 
needs of the town. With reserves on 
hand it is always possible for a 
council wishing to curry popular, 
but temporary favor, to keep the 
mill rate af a consistent level while 
using reserves to make up deficits 
which sometimes pile up when a 
tax rate is not fixed in the light 
of true conditions. 

Another unpopular duty of the 
retiring mayor's was the advoca- 
tion of a higher water rate, which 
Was eventually adopted, to try and 
get back a working surplus Cconsist- 
ent with efficient administration 
of any business whether publicly or 
privately owned, 

These and other|necessary, but of- 
ten unpopular duties were perform- 
ed by Col. Moore in 1949 in addi- 
tion to taking care of a heavy vol- 
ume of routine town business which 
is the lot of a chief magistrate in 
the usual course of events. 

It must ye stated in looking back 
over the year that the town was 
given very efficient leadership by 
the retiring mayor, He was on 
hand for all civic functions requir- 
ing his attention and during all 
meetings of Town Cotfncll he was 
closely attentive to detail, On many 
occasions matters which one might 
haye exptected would have been dis- 
missed without much ado, were 
gone into thoroughly, often with re- 

| sulting benefits not at first obvious, 
| Lindsay has a bus service this 
year largely due to the persistent ef- 
forts of Col. Moore. He had great 
difficulty in interesting a firm in 
theproposition and early leads were 
most discouraging. Here again he 
persevered with successful results. 

No one in public office ever pleas- 

es everyone and there will be many 
things Col, Moore did while mayor 
of Lindsay which did not meet the 
approval of some people. However, 
he deserves credit for maintaining 
the dignity of his office and faith- 
fully striving to work for the inter- 
sts of the town in the light of his 
wn convictions and with the assis- 
nce of his councillors,

Retail Pork Prices 
Decline At Toronto 


Toronto, Jan, 4 (BUP) — Retail 
Pork prices today took their sharp- 
est break in Toronto since the fall. 
One retailer sald his prices have 
been slashed 10 cents to 49 cents @ 
pound for bacon. 

A chain store is selling pork ten- 
derloins at 79 cents, a decrease of 
12 cents, and there are general cuts 
of from four to six cents a pound 
on other cuts of pork. 

The decreases follow a break on 
the hog market last week. Prices 
fell to $25.50 a hundredweight for 
grade A hogs last week, and scttled 
at the same ‘2vel today. This is a 
four dollar and 10 cent drop in the 
last 10 days. 7

Federation of Agriculture, H. H.

At 7.20 p.m. a fair crowd of people 
were assembled in the Town Clerk's 
offices at the Town Hall and a large 
number were outside the office of 
the DAILY POST reading bulletins 
on the election as they were ayail- 
able. 

In the Town Hall Charles Lamb, 
candidate for the mayorality, had 
by this time heard the results of 
six of 18 polls and he seemed to be 
pleased by the lead he had estab- 
lished over R. I. Moore, his opposit- 
jon for the second straight year.

He seemed somewhat restless 
but by no means nervous. Mr. Moore 
had not been into the Town Clerk’s 
office up until that time, 

Candidate for the deputy-reeve- 
ship, Ada Greaves, was another 
of the interested people in the 
Clerk's office. She was at this 
time contemplating a 31 yote lead 
which her opponent Lloyd Burrows 
had piled up. She cidn't seem to be 
the least bit flustered and merely 
observed: “I’ve got to pick up a few 
votes somewhere.” Mr. Burrows was 
not around, 

Over at one of the telephones sat 
the Town Clerk himself, coat off 
and sleeves rolled up ready for act- 
jon He was able up until then to 
keep everything posted up very 
handily because returns were yery 
slow coming in. A glance over his 
sho\Jder and the standing of all 
candidates could be determined 
readily from the chart on his desk 
In the glance we took, Ald, Butler 
was heading the list of councillors 
in number of votes received. 

Reeve Jas. Kingsborough was sit- 
ting back on the east side of the 
same office and he didn’t seem to 
be very much concerned about any- 
thing, Having received an acclamat- 
fon to office he could afford to look 
contentedly while the rest of the 
lads sweated it out. Richard’ Butler, 
sitting nearby, didn’t seem to be 
doing much worrying either and if 
anything was feeling fairly sure of 
his ground. Early returns gave him 
such a tidy vote that the future 
looked pretty rosy. 

Ted Oke was over talking to Bert 
Hick and both of these veterans of 
the polls could afford to be both 
sympathetic and understanding to- 
wards those who were going through 
the mill. 

As the returns began to move into 
to the final round excitement moun- 
ted in the Town Office. More people 
crowded around straining their ears 
to catch the returns as they came in 
over the Town Clerk's phone and he 
repeated them for a check and for 
the convenience of reporters sitting 
opposite him, 

At the 15 out of 18 line things 
really began to get lively and it 
was neck and neck for the mayoral- 
ty with the odds being given as in 
Lamb's fayor. 

With 16 out of 18 polls heard from 
Moore had a lead of 107 votes over 
Lamb but there were two East Ward 
polls to be heard trom and the East 
Ward had been strongly pro-Lamb 
in the past.

The cost of cigarette smoking has 
gone up in Canada. The Imperial 
Tobacco Company announces that 
it has boosted the price of five 
brands of cigarettes by one cenb. 

The affected 
brands are Players, Sweet Caporals, 
Winchester, Pall Mall and State 
Express. The price increase applies 
to cigarettes delivered to retailers 
from today on and not to supplies 
time. As a result of the hike in 
prices, cigarettes in Quebec will 
cost 39 cents a package. They'll be 
36 cents in Ontario, Alberta, Mani- 
toba, and Nova Scotia: 40 cent, in 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island, and 37 cents in British Co- 
lumbia and Alberta, The MacDon- 
ald tobacco company, which manu- 
factures Exports and British Con- 
sols --declines to comment on the 
increase in price by the Imperial 
Tobacco Company.

Reeve Kingsborough Issues 
Statement On Fire Dept. 


Wild, Drunken Drive 


There has been a lot appearing 
in the press lately about conditions 
prevailing in the Fire Department j 
at Lindsay, Reeve Kingsborough 
has taken it upon himself to try 
and clear up the situation by is- 
suing a prepared statement on the | 
affairs of this department. 

Here is: what Mr. Kingsborough 
writes in his statement. 

“At this time, when numerous 
speeches are being made, followed 
by reports in the newspapers, I 
believe it proper that the people 
of Lindsay be advised regarding 
the structure of the Fire Brigade 
and hours worked by it, members.” 

“The Fire Brigade is a combina- 
fion of permanent and volunteer 
fire fighters. In addition to the 
chief, the Town of Lindsay em- 
ploy, four permanent fire fighters 
who now working two shifts. 
On the day shift they work ten 
hours a day, with one day a week 
off; on the night shift they work 
fourteeen hours a night with one 
night a week off, alternating shifts 
every two weeks. This is an average 
of twelve duty ‘hours per day or 
Seventy-two duty hours per week2’ 

“The volunteer fire fighters are 
public spirited citizens, interested 
in fire fighting and firé department 
activities. They have other full- 
time occupations and answer al | 
arms of fires, when called, to work } 
with the permanent fire fighters 
in the protection of life and prop- 
erty. Members of the Volunteer 
Fire Brigade are performing a very 
real service for the municipality 
end their interest and work is sin- 
cerely appreciated. During my } 
Speech on Nomination Night I 
made reference to “our senior mem- | 
bers.” I was not speaking about our | 
volunteer fire fighters, who did 
not, in any way, require disciplin- 
ing.”

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HALIBURTON FIRE HALL 
DESTROYED BY FLAMES 


Volunteers 


Hampered 
By Cold 


Haliburton Dec. 30 (BUP) The vil- 
lage of Haliburton was left without 
a fire hall or ambulance early today 
by a fire which caused an esti- 
mated 40-thousand dollars damage. 
Only hard work by volunteer fire- 
fighters brought the flames under 
control before they spread. though 
the cente of the village. 

A large frame commercial garage, 
operated by Fire Chief Tom Chamb- 
ers, was destroyed by the blaze. It 
was used as an official fire hall. Lost 
in the flames were two automobiles 
and Haliburton’s only ambulance. 

Chambers says preliminary esti- 
mates place the loss at 40-thousand 
dollars. He believes a spark thrown 
by a sawdust burner caused the fire. 

Volunteers were called from sur- 
rounding municipalities by the 
They 


| fought the fire in near zero temper- 
atures as water pumped from a 


nearby lake froze almost as soon as 
it left the hoses. Residents of Hali- 
burton say it was fortunate the 
wind was not blowing hard. Dozens 
of people climbed to the rooftops to 
extinguish drifting sparks. 
According to Mrs. Tom Chambers, 
wife of Haliburton’s fire chief, the 
blaze broke out, or was first noticed 
about 115 am It was spotted by 
Ross Nicholls, a neighbouring drug- 
gist, who reported that he noticed 
a peculiar sort of glow coming from 
the rear of the garage, to find that 
when he got the rear door open that 
the place was filled with smoke and 
flames. By the time he could sum- 
mon his force of seven or eight 
volunteer firemen, the flames had 
Gained too much headway in the 
frame structure to be easily quench- 
ed. 
According to Mrs. Chambers, it 
is still uncertain just what the or- 
igin of the fire was. While the saw- 
dust-burner, used to heat the gar- 
age, may have been the cause, she 
Says that a car belonging-to a cus- 
tomer was brought into the garage 
last night, and one opinion has it 
that there may have been defective 
wiring. This car, and another be- 
long to a customer were lost, as was 
Haliburton’s only ambulance. This 
vehicle had originally been owned 
by the Rotary Club, says Mrs. Cham- 
bers, but was later presented to the 
village. =f 
Asked about insurance on build- 
ing and contents, Mrs. Chambers 
admitter that there “is not as much 
and we'd like to have’, although 
the loss is partly covered.

With Lindsay’, relief rolls on the 
increase thig year, lt may be heart- 
ening to learn that Victorla Coun- 
ty as a whole, including Lindsay, 
may be in a better position in so~ 
far as employment is concerned, 
as this year ends than it was last, 

Mr. H. O, Brown, of the Lindsay 
office of the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Commission, told the Post 
that his figures show 259 males and 
46 females to be without work, as of 
Thursday. For the corresponding 
date a year ago, 244 males and 76 
female, were unemployed. Mr. 
Brown admits that these figures 
may not give an accurate picture of 
unemployment, though. Some per- 
pons, he says, may actually be out 
of a job at the present time, but 
have neglected to register with the 
office for one reason or another, 
The increase in the number of un- 
employed males |p attributed to the 
closing of construction jobs in the 
district, and Mr, Brown says that 
at the moment here are 20 carp- 
enters taking advantage of thelr in 
surance, A month ago, he says, he 
could not have found a aingle un- 
employed carpenter to send to a 
Job. 

Openings in any line of work 
are scarce, Mr. Brown continued, 
with no labouring Jobs of any kind 
avallable. However, he says that 
employment in the town of Lindsay 
seems to be on a fairly stable basis, 
with no recent large scale Isyotfe 
reported in any of the Industries, 
which on the other hand, are not 
requesting additional help. 

“T am not looking forward to the 
next three months with a great 
deal of glee,’ said Mr, Brown. 
“Things are likely to be difficult for 
a time. But I do anticipate that in 
the spring there will be a good 
many jobs available. By April we 
hope to have plenty of jobs open, 
and the summer of 1950 should see 
Lindsay in a very good position so 
far as employment is concerned.” 

“As a matter of fact, this year 
hag been the best since I joined 
the Commission ten years ago, We 
have had more jobs to offer appll- 
cants and fewer people ‘on claim’ 
than at any time in that perlod.’”. 


Where The 
Money 
Went 


A lot of Lindsay people are won- 
dering just what the true state of 
affairs js insofar ne the budgeting 
and spending of the 1949 Council 
is concerned. 

Figures have been obtained which 
should be helpful in shedding o 
little unblased Ught on the matter, 


According to figures made avail- 
able by the town office, revenue 


from taxes In 1949 was $20,535.00 
higher than it was in 1948. Part of 
thin increased revenue was made 
available through new assesaments 
and part through an inreased mill 
rate, 

How was the increased income from 
taxes disposed of? Below are some 
of the answers. Increases were made 
fn levies as follows: 


County Levy $4,982 
Public School Levy 4,669 
L. C. I. Levy 4871 
Separate Schoo] Levy 528 
Public Library 350 
Garbage Collection Levy 1,000 
Parks Board Levy 1,000 
Recreation Centre Levy 3,500 
Total increased levies 20,900 


‘This meant that the town coun~ 
cil of 1949 had left at ite disposal 
after increased levies had been paid 
a total of $16,635. This was further 
increased by fact that the deben- 
ture levy for the year was lowered 
by $3,493 and other additional re- 
venue amounting to $1,005 made a- 
vallable, Thus the total amount 
which the 1949 Council had left 
to dispose of was $23,133, less the 
surplus at the end of the year some 
$2,200. 

How was the additicnal revenue 
disposed of? This question is entire- 
ly answerable but time does not 
permit going through the budget 
item by item for this, A few 
of the places it went follow: As- 
sessment expenses this year were 
$3,628.00, much higher than in 1648; 
renovation of the fire hall apart- 
ments cost $4,509.36, considerably 
more than was estimated for or 
anticipated by some members of 
council: additional men were hired 
by the Fire Department, these re~ 
quired salaries and equipment; traf- 
fic lights installed at William and 
Kent Sts. cost $1,224.62; exterminat- 
fon of rats at the town dump cost 
another $375 and so it went all down 
the line, 

Mr, Ferguson, chairman of fin- 
ance for 1949, defends the budget 
by saying it was realistic --it pro- 
vided for the needs of the town and 
avoided n deficit which he declares, 
would certainly have been the case 
if the revenue of the town had not 
been such as to meet expenditures.

The Lindsay Daily Post, 
To the Editor: 

It is high time that someone 
wrote to your paper supporting an 
Editorial which you published a few 
days ago to correct: the false impres- 
sion so prevalent at this time, nam= 
ely that we have already reached | 
the end of the first half of this 
century, We have seen many articles 
in the press and have 50 many 
statements over the air tending to 
Jeave this impression that pretty 
soon some of our children will act- 
ually believe that the first half of 
the century consists of 49 years and 
the last half of 51 years. 


The writer is old enough to re- 
member as a school boy the very 
many discussions that took place 
at the beginning of this century as 
to the exact date of the conclusion 
of the old and the beginning of the 
new. Some people at that time did 
contend (for a time) that the year 
1899 concluded the old and tha® 
1900 began the new century. These 
discussions which took place around 
the firesides and in the press of 
that day continued until all agreed 
that each one hundred, be it years 
in a century, or men on parade, or 
beans or buttons on a table must: 
and did begin with the number “1” 
and end with the number “100.” 
Thus it was and is obvious that the 
first century began with the year 
“1” and ended with the year “100” 
the second with the year “101” and 
ending with the year “200. This 
of course makes it definite that the 
19th. century began with the year 
"1801" and ended with the year 
“1900” and thus the first half of the 
20th. century began with the year 
“1901” and will end at the close of 
“1950" and not at the beginning of 
it. To make {t plainer the first half

How Can 1? 


Q. How can I fasten casters into 
furniture so that they will not fall 
out? 

A. Remoye the caster and then 
pour plastic wood into the opening. 
When the plastic wood begins to 
set, force the caster into place and 
allow it to harden before placing 
the furniture on its feet. 


Q. How can I mix starch for use 
use on dark materials? 

A. Mix the starch with cold tea. 
A substitute for starch to be used 
on black or dark blue materials is 
to dissolve one teaspoon of gelatine 
in a quart of water. 


Q. How can I make a good mouth 
wash? 

A. Mix twenty drops of tincture 
of myrrh in forty tablespoonfuls of 
water. This solution is both healing 
and cleansing. 


Q. How can I keep the colors in 
_cottons from running, when laun- 
dering? 

A. Stir into the first suds in which 
they are to be washed, one table- 
spoonful of black pepper, or three 
talespoonfuls of turentine. 


Q. How can I make a good fish 
salad? 

A. Take any kind of boiled fish 
that has been left over; pick it to 
bits and arrange on a bed of let- 


tuce leaves. Cover with mayonnaise 
or any favorite salad dressing. 

Q. How can I prevent a bruise 
from swelling? 

A. Apply immediately a cloth 
about five folds in thickness, dip- 
ped in cold water. When the cloth 
becomes warm, renew the wetting. 

B. How can I easily remove the 
seeds and pulp fom green peppers, 
when preparing them for stuffing? 

A. The seeds and pulp can be tak- 
en out easily with a pair of scissors. 
Kitchen scissors have many such 
uses. 


Q. How can I stimulate the growth 
of the eyebrows? 

A. Apply warm olive oil or Vase- 
line jelly to the eyebrows every 
night before retiring. Or, dip the 
finger tips in pure lanolin and 
massag? the brows every night. 

Q. How can I remove scorch 
stains from white clothing? 

A, Rub a mixture of salt and le- 
mon into the fabric and hold over 
steam while the mixture is still on. 
Wash in clear water. Repeat the 
application if necessary.

Make your favorite dough and 
stretch it out in a long string. Then, 
carefully shape it into a bell with 
a knob on the end for a pendulam 
and one at the top for a handle. 
Use the rest of the dough to fill in 
the center and after baking ice and 
decorate with dried fruits for color: 
Bring it in and cut it after the 
guests have had a good look at your 
masterpiece. The recipe for some 
doughs can be made ahead of time 
and used without any trouble the 
day you need it. 


Chocolate Fruit Cake 

Here is something a little differ- 
ent you might like to try on the 
family if the Christmas fruit cake 
is finished. It is Chocolate Fruit 
cake, Here are the ingredients: 1 
package mixed glaced fruits, 1 cup 
raisins, 2 cups sifted all-purpose 
flour, 2 teaspoons baking powder, 1 
teaspoon salt, 3-4 cup vegetable 
shortening, 1 cup granulated sugar, 
3 eggs, 4 squares unsweetened 
chocolate, melted, 3-4 cup milk and 
2 cups coarsely chopped nuts. One 
half hour before mixing cake, place 
glace fruits and raisins in bowl and 
cover with boiling water. Let stand 
30 minutes, then drain well. Sift 
flour, baking powder and salt to- 
gether. Work shortening with back 
of spoon until creamy. Add sugar 
gradually, beating well after each 
addition. Now stir in melted choco- 
late; beat well to blend. Add flour 
mixture alternately with milk, beat- 
ing well after each addition. Fold 
in drained fruits and nuts Turn into 
10 by 5 by 3-inch loaf pan which has 
been greased and lined on bottom 
and sides with waxed paper. Bake in 
slow oven of 300 degrees 2 1-4 hours 
or until done. Cool on cake rack 
before removing from pan. Wrap 
cake tightly in waxed paper or alu- 
minum foll and store in refrigerator. 
Makes 4 pounds,

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EDITORIALS 


U.S. REVIVAL SEEN 
STEADYING INFLUENCE HERE 

“The trend of business has flattened out”, says 
the current Monthly Review of the Bank of Nova 
Scotia. “Hmployment has stopped rising and in the 
last few months has barely held at the preyious year's 
level. Consumer spending has been levelling out... 
Capital investment has continued at a very high level, 
but in some directions it is slackening . . . Bxport de- 
mands haye been declining.” 

Pointing out that 1949 was a year of unusual 
prosperity for most parts of Canada, the Review states 
that the business outlook is a mixed one. The coming 
year will probably be “one of increasing difficulty for 
overseas exports, even if the countries concerned make 
substantial progress in enlarging their sales to Canada 
and the United States. It is likely that capital in- 
vestment and re-equipment in the manufacturing in- 
dustries and in agriculture will be at a somewhat lower 
level than this year.” 

On the other hand “there is good reason to 
expect the continuance for some time of a high level 
of capital investment in connection with resource 
development, housing, public utilities, roads, health, 
education and other municipal services. In addition, 
the recent business revival in the United States re- 
moves at least for the time being the gloomy prospect 
of a universal contraction in export markets and exer- 
cises an important sustaining influence in this 
country.” 

With respect to employment, the Review observes 
that “the broad picture is still clearly one of high 
employment. At the same time, there is increasing 
eyidence that the shortage of labour has eased and 
in some localities that surpluses exist. Although the 
volume of unemployment is still small, unemployment 
this year has been consistently above the extraordin- 
arily low levels of 1947 and 1948.”

In some cases this may be true, but it appears that 
lack of interest on the part of the taxpayers is 
closer to the answer. Many municipalities have found 
it difficult to secure men of any standing to qualify 
with the results that many are governed by incom- 
petents. It is not so long ago that we fought in a 
war to preserve our right to choose our own govern- 
ment, municipal, provincial and federal. Trying to 
conduct public business without an alert electorate 
is dangerous—it leads to socialism and communism 
and many abuses of office—Port Elgin Times 


ADOLESCENTS MOST REASONABLE 

The greatest contribution grownups can make to 
the mental, moral and spiritual growth of adolescents 
is to view the vicissitudes of the period as challenges 
rather.than conflicts, writes Dr. Mary L. Northway 
in an article, “Expanding Horizons” in the current 
issue of Health, Canada’s national health magazine 
published by the Health League of Canada. 

“The greatest problem the adolescent faces today 
is the fact that we have come to think’and deal with 
him as “A Problem,” says Dr. Northway who is As- 
sistant Professor of Pschology, University of Toronto, 
and a member of the staff of the Institute of Child 
Study. Her approach to the subject is sympathetic, , 
understanding and intelligent, and it is her view that 
“adolescents are extremely reasonable.” 

Stating that the “tumultous teens” haye become 
a fayorite topic of our times, Dr. Northway comments 
that had adolescents ever time or inclination to read 
all the material written about them they would be- 
come overwhelmed with their own importance and 
unbearable to themselves and their elders. 

Dr. Northway says that from her association with 
adolescents she noted certain general characteristics, 
they are very busy, but sometimes lazy, they like to 
talk, and, on the whole, are reasonable creatures.

NOISE DAMAGES HEARING 
AND THE NERVOUS SYSTEM 

I write from time to time of the 
serious effects of nolse, not only on 
hearing but on fhe entire nervous 
system, Experiments have shown 
that the work of clerks and typists 
may be reduced by as much as 40 
per cent in a nolsy office. 

In “Industrial Medicine,” Dr. W. 
E. Grove states that excessive nolse 
js a health hazard and should be 
regarded as a lability by any indus- 
trial manager. Efforts made to 
remove and prevent noise will in- 
crease the working ability of the 
workers to a marked degree, 

Not all ears are equally susceptible 
to!noise. The ears of the young are 
more likely to be damaged by nolse 
than those of persons of middle life 
or advanced age. 

The least amount of noise that 
the human ear can detect {s called 
a decibel, and hearing is not dam- 
aged in any way if noise {s not more 
than 90 decibels, that is, if the 
noise is not prolonged. In addit- 
jon to the loudness or intensity of 
the noise other factors must be 
considered, such as: total length of 
exp ~ire to the noise, whether the 
sound is continuous or interrupted, 
the length of the interruptions, 
whether the sound reverberates, the 
age of the worker and presence of 
previous ear disease. 

Unfortunately, noise damages the 
hearing and the nervous system in 
such a slow and subtle manner that 
the worker pays no attention fo it 
until he is quite deaf. Thus we are 
finding that industrial firms and 
workmen's compensation boards 
have to consider claims for dam- 
aces for loss of hearing due to noise. 
« Now we all realize that there are, 
at present anyway, some nolses 
that are necessary to our way of 
life, but there are-many unneces- 
sary noises that can and must be 
prevented to preserve the hearing 
of workers and the public generally; 
noisy auto horns, poor brakes, lack 
of oil in industrial machines, bark- 
ing dogs-and other preventable nois- 
es. The Noise Abatement Society, 
and the Committee on Conservation 
of Hearing, American Academy of 
Otolaryngology and Opthalmology, 
are doing their part to reduce noise 
in industry and in civilian life. In 
addition to loss of hearing, noise, 
by keeping us tensed and alert, 
brings on fatigue much sooner, 


Defective Vision May Cause 
Backwardness at School: 

I have spoken before of the boy 
considered backward by his school 
| teacher, Later {t was found that his 
eyesight was poor. In those days 
children were seated according to 
their standing in class studies, so 
that the beakward or “slow” child- 
ren were seated in the back or rear 
seats, and the bright ones in the 
front seats. Today, fortunately, the 
backward students are seated in 
| the front where they can see ind 
hear best. The teacher noticed t hat 
this youngster not only screwed up 


} his face to see the blackboard, but 


tilted his head also. Eye examina- 
tion revealed that one of his eyes 
was getting Uttle or no use, the 
other doing all the work, 

In a bulletin issued by the Am- 
erican Optometric Association, Dr. 
Darrell B. Harmon blames lighting 
and other factors in the school- 
room for most eye disturbances. Dr. 
Harmon \states: “Often a child 
must wiggle into an unnatural posi- 
tion in his efforts to see. He may 
tilt his head because he relies only 
on one eye. He may twist his 
body to get the light to fall on his 
book or to use his body to shield 
the page from glare, If he encoun- 
ters the same conditions daily for 
a year or two at the same desk, 
while he {s growing rapidly, his pos- 
ture may be permanently affected.” 

What is known as proper coordi- 
nation and accommodation of the 
eyes is the ability to make two eyes 
work together like a team of horses 
In severe cases, this lack of coordi- 
nation causes crossed eyes. Today, 
while corrective glasses are still the 
Greatest help in correcting faulty 
vision, eye exercises which develop 
muscles and nerves directing the 
eyeball and lenses, orthoptics, as 
they are called, are helping these 
children. 

One of the most noted authorities 
on orthoptics, Dr, Samuel Renshaw, 
professor of psychology, Ohio State 
University, points out that defect- 
ive vision {s responsible- for some 
children becoming “behavior” prob- 
lems and that this would be prey- 
ented by proper correction of vis- 
ion through glasses and eye exercis- 
es.

The whole world has been In such 
a turmoil with two wars within a 
period of one generation, that there 


{onal disturbance than in any time 
in history. Even before World War 
HW, scientist, predicted that within 
a period of 50 years, at the rate of 
increase in mental diseases, one 
half of the world would be needed 
to care for the other half, Fortu- 
nately, the shock treatment came 
into use at that time and thousands 
of patients in mental hospitals were 
able to return to their regular or 
other occupation, and other thou- 
sands became well enough Te- 
turn to their homes and needed no 
hospital treatment of any kind. 

An organization that 1, keeping 
abreast of all the newer methods 
of understanding and treating men- 
tal ailments is the National Com- 
mittee for Mental Hygiene, which 
works on behalf of mental patients 
as do heart and arthritis organi- 
zations, Bi ye 

In “Health Bulletins for Teach- 
ers,” the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company outline, the aims of 
the mental hygiene moyement as 
follows: 

(1) To remoye the age -old stig- 
ma attached to mental illness 50 
that it will be accepted in all its 
forms as real, treatable, and in 
many cases preventable; (2) to in- 
form the public of the facilities, 
such ag psychiatric clinics and out- 
patient departments for observat- 
ion, now avallable in their com- 
munities, including mental hygiene 
and child guidance clinics and psy- 
chiatric hospitals; (3) to increase 
the resources of training psy- 
chiatric personnel (psychiatrists, 
psychologists, psychiatric nurses 
and psychiatric case workers) for 
developing psychiatric research, 
broadening the field of child psy- 
chology and for helping us all to 
learn what it means to be healthy 
minded and how to prevent a ten- 
dency to neurotic trends, and to 
detect in ourselves, our children, and 
our relatives and friends, the danger 
signals which show that profes- 
sional help is needed. - 

There is at present no greate! 
need than that for work of the Nat- 
jonal Committee for Mental Hy- 
giene, an organization equipped to 
help those formerly doomed to 
spend their whole lives in overcrow- 
ded mental hospitals.

Selfridge states that the cause 
of Meniere's disease has been vari-, 
ously ascribed to: disturbance of 
endoctrine glands; infection; sy- 
philis; low or high blood pressure; 
disturbances in the way water and 
salt, potassium and calcium are 
handled by the body tissues; de- 
ficiencies of certain vitamins, es- 
especially vitamin B; allergy; dis- 
turbances of nutrition and body 
chemsitry, Dr. Selfridge is convin- 


ere’s disease (buzzing ears, nausea 
and vomiting) is not caused by any 
one thing but is related to all the 
factors involved in growth, that is 
endoctrine gland extracts (thyroid, 
pituitary, adrenal, sex), amino acids 
and vitamins. 

What about treament for Meni- 
ere's disease when there are ap- 
parently so many causes? 

I have mentioned before the com- 
mon treatment for Meniere's, that 
is, cutting down on all lipulds and 
table salt, as salt and water keep 
tissues engorged or swollen and 
swollen tissues in region of balanc- 
ing canals of the ear interfere with

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America’s 30-Year War Against Communism: 


Labor Is U.S. Communism’s 
Biggest Battle Ground 


Fur Workers’ Ben Gold 


AFL's Samuet Gompers 


When the Gompers forces walked out, Commies like Gold moved in

There is no more clearly-defined 
front in the conflict between left 
and right today than fn the field of 
American labor. The CIO particul- 
arly knows it is in a fight, with no 
fewer than 10 unions doing their 
level damnedest to retain Red-{n- 
MNluenced leadership, 


‘This is no new struggle. Like 
every other aspect of the Communist 
war, it dates back to the earliest 


times of movement in this coun- 
try; specifically, to the days before 
World War I. Then Nicolal Lenin 
and Leon Trotsky were in America, 
primarily as political refugees, sec- 
ondarily as explorers of another 
land possibly ripe for Marxism re- 
form. 

They believed that to rule the 
workingman was to rule the nation 
‘This was the essence of what was 
then called Bolshevism. When the 
Russian revolution had eliminated 
the Czar, the American Communist 
Party immediately set about to seek 
the destruction of American labor, 
by disintegrating the AFL. 

Samuel Gompers, AFL head, was 
60 alarmed at the wave of strikes— 
notably against Big Steel and the 
12-hour day, and In the case of the 
Boston police who created a reign of 
terror by their strike for higher pay 
—that he hurried home from Paris, 
where he had been advising Pres- 
ident Wilson at the Peace Confer- 
ence. 

Wilson's return found labor s0 
rebellious that he called a confer- 
ence of management and union lea- 
ders. Labor's demands were made 
by Gompers; the 8-hour day, right 
to organize, collective bargaining, 
free speech and a minimum wage. 
U.S. Steel teed off in a flat refusal 
to bargain; the Gompers forces 
walked out, 

The Commies were made happy 
by this. A million, or one-fourth of 
membership, quit organized labor, 
The Communists quickly organized 
unions to gobble up as many rene- 
gades as possible. 

The AFL first tried to get rid of 
the Communists who sneaked {n in 
1919 and 1920 when, !n 1926 it form- 


ed a Committee for the Preservation 
of Trade Unionism. Some of the 
Reds in such craft unions as the 
painters and the miners were driven 
out, But no headway could be made 
among the fur, needlework, shoe 
and leather unions. 

In that very year Ben Gold, who 
admittedly was and admitedly still 
is a Communist, led a bloddy strike 
by hls United Fur Workers. Goon 
Squads swept through the New York 
fur district, breaking up more than 
50 contract shops, bribing police 
who half-heartedly tried to curb 
them, and operating a torture 
Chamber called “the Butcher Shop,” 
Gold, incidentally, 1s still boss of 
the furriers. 

Other great strikes of the period 
were those of the coatmakers, est- 
{mated to have cost $35,000,000 ex- 
clusive of the split skulls and a Pas- 
saic, N. J., where the Botany Mills 
were closed for more than a year, 

After the crash in 1929, Commun- 
ism gained some stature and was 
able to work more openly at organ- 
izing labor. Opposition to the left- 
ists within union ranks, sapped by 
the depression’s ghastly unemploy- 
ment, virtualy collapsed. Observers 
generally agree that for the 15 
years between 1929 and the last 
months of tha war, Communists 
had almost a free hand, 

Communists supported Lewis 
when he led the United Mine Work- 
ers out to form the CIO at the tum- 
ultuous AFL convention of 1935, 
They aulckly moved into the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Guild, formed the 
year before, and when the new un- 
fon affiliated with the CIO the job 
was made easler. By 1940 pinks do- 
minated the Guild with most of the 
support coming from the New York 
locals. 

The Communt\sts considered the 
Guild the key to the American Ja- 
bor union moyement and to con- 
trol of American pulbic opinion as 
well. But by 1941 the Guild, by a 
referendum of its membership, had 
managed the first Communist 
housecleaning by an American Ia- 
bor union, 

At the peak of their power in 1939 
the Communists could claim 300 
high officials 1n over 30 of the 40 


American international unions. Ten 
years later they could claim control 
of only a dozen. They were the CIO 
internationals that supported Henry 
Wallace for President. 

These represented a membership 
of 1,200,000, or about one-fifth of 
the CIO's total. Only a fraction of 
one per cent of this number could 
be counted as actual Communists. 
But at its 1949 National Convention, 
the CIO moved decisively to kick 
them all out and start over fresh 
with a clean anti-Communist slate. 

The Electrical Workers — biggest 
of the left-wing unions—was ex- 
pelled outright and its President 
Albert Fitzgerald kicked off the ©. 
TI, O. executive committee. So was 
the Farm Equipment Workers, 
which had previously been ordered 
to merge with the Auto Workers 
and had refused. A new, non-Com- 
mie union of International Electric- 
al Workers was chartered, 

Trials were ordered for the oth- 
er ten unions and nine of their lead- 
ers, with expulsion likely: Harry 
Bridges of the Longshoremen; Hugh 
Bryson of the Marine Cooks; Don- 
ald Henderson of the Food and To- 
bacco Workers; Joseph Selly of the 
Communications Assn,; J. F. Zurich 
of the Fishermen; Abraham Flaxer 
of the Public Workers; John Clark 
of the Mine-Mill Workers and Jam- 
es Durkin or the Office & Profes- 
sional Workers, 

The Fur & Leather Workers’ un- 
fon was ordered tried, although {ts 
president, Ben Gold, was not be- 
cause he admitted being a Commun- 
Ist and CIO President Philip Murray 
ruled him {neligible to hold office 
On the Executive Board. 

This wholesale purge of the Am- 
erjcan Jabor moyement {s in line 
with CIO President Philip Murray's 
frequently stated belief that Com- 
munism has no real program for 
American Labor. Hs sole purpose is 
to promote the foreign policies of 
Soviet Russia by gaining control of 
unions, spreading dissension, creat 
ing chaos, 

This {s {he program which real 
American workingmen and women 
have finally been awakened to re- 
Ject a8 being opposed to their own 
best Interests.

Everywhere He Roams, | 
Ben Burman Finds a Book |

New York —(NEA)—Ben Lucien 
Burman is a quiet little man in an 
old tweed suit who looks as {¥ he be- 
longs to the worn and comfortable 
downtown hotel, where he stays in 
New York the way one worn and 
comfortable glove belongs to anoth- 
er. 

If he werg to write a book about 
‘that aged hostelry, however, Ben 
Burman doubtless would go to Tib- 
‘et to do it. 

He went to a North African oasis 
to write “Mississippi,” “Steamboat 
‘Round the Bend” and ‘Blow for 
Landing,” the river books on which 
he first rode to prominence among 
~American novelists, He ‘went to 
‘Florida to write “Rooster Crows for 
Day,” a novel set in the Congo. 

He roamed Kentucky, Tennessee, 
‘Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas and 
Missouri for “Everywhere I Roam,” 
his newest novel, and then roamed 
again in places like Mexico, Califor- 
nia and the cavernous corridors of 
his hotel in New York while he put 
down the words. 

But the trip to Tibet is unlikely, 
as are words by Burman about New 
Nork. Even the haunt of the steam- 
yboat whistles that taught him, as a 
Kentucky boy, his first wanderer’s 
Song cannot lure him into wintry 
places. And while his schemes of 
‘life dictates that he come to New 
York a little while each year or so, 
she has no heart for a big city story, 

“The only people I can write a- 
bout,” he says, “are those very close 
to the soil and water.” 

Captain Asa and most of the oth- 
‘ers who people “Everywhere I 
+ Roam” are close to the soil — and 
‘close to the Cumberland hills. Nev- 

Sertheless, Asa’s futile journey to 
‘escape new roads and juke boxes,

“Within 10 days, from poverty, I 
sold or contracted for $8000 in river 
stories, It sounds’ like one of the 
success articles I hated to write.”

The installments of “Jungle

ily taken with him. “Minstrels of 
the Mist” made the rounds in NEA 
envelopes, and so have his manu- 
scripts since then. When he's in 
New York he replenishes the supply.

even if he is of*en in the outlands; 
by leaning back in a chair and 
picking out a tune with a back 
country fiddler, a levee roustabout, 
a river shantyman. 


When he tells about these experi- 
ences, his eyes and mouth tune up 
like a mountain man at a ‘singing. 
His arms saw like a country store 
fiddler, and Ben Burman no longer | 
looks as if he belongs on the brick 
and mahogany hillside of his Man- 
hattan hotel] at all. 


“My basic theme,” he says, “is 
the childish nature of man ..,to 
know little people and get inside to 
them.” 

He can, when he wants, get In- 
Side big people as well, and thus 
won an invitation as the first out- 
sider to go to Free French Africa in 


1940, 


With Mrs. Burman (as Alice 
Caddy she has illustrated all his 
books) he went abroad: as correspon- 
dent for NEA and Readers Digest 
The balladist reverted to newsman, 
and he gave NBA a year's world 
scoop on a new Free France, on 
deGaulle, Gen, LeClair, and the 
“corrupt men of Vichy.” 

This winter, Ben Burman will 
head south again to dig new ma- 
terfal about little people. Then he 
will cross the ocekn to write about 
them. Very likely he will turn up 
in Germany, where “Blow for 
Landing,” the first book to be pub- 
lished in the American zone since 
the occupation, already has sold 
80,000 copies in its German trans- 
lation, 


mits, “to bet the darling of the 
Germans after fighting them in two 
wars.” The wounds he got as a 
soldier in the first war still trouble 
him, and he got enemia for his ef- 
forts as a crusading correspondent 
in the second. 

He baffled, too, by the results 
of his fight against “the high 
priests of the cult of the slaughter- 
house and the sewer” in today's 
literature. He was warned his fight 
might blacklist him with publishers 
and critics, but the results have been 
just the opposite. 

He is not, however, baffled by life 
even if his river and mountain 
people are, 

“T have no illusions about hu- 
manity,” he explains. “But it is a 
procession so fascinating that 
though I knew annihilation were to 
come by an atomic bomb at five 
o'clock tomorrow, I would still be 
enjoying the parade at 4.592”

He suggested a new five-point 
section for the British North Am- 
erica Act, setting out an amendment 
procedure in detail. By presenting 
the formula, MacDonald again took 
the lead at the conference, which 
is searching for a way to amend the 
Canadian constitution where it af- 
fects the Federal Goyernment and 
the ten provincial administrations. 
Yestorday, MacDonald presented a 
detailed report on Nova Scotia's 
views, and was the only premier to 
speak other than general terms, 

MacDonald's five point formula 
parliament amend those parts of the 
constitution dealing solely vib fed- 
eral matters: two --that sections af- 
fecing only some of the provinces 
concerned and of the Federal 
Parliament; three --that sections 
Suggested: One-that the federal 
affecting all the provinces must 
have an absolute majority of both 
houses of the Federal Parliament. 
and the consent of seven of the 
ten provincial legislature: four -that 
sections of the act concerning fun- 
damental rights --such as language, 
civil rights, property, education and, 
marriage --should be amended only 


by unanimous consent of parliament 


and all provinces: and five --that 
unanimous consent of all proyinces 
and the federal parliament must be 
obtained to bring about any change 
in the proposed amendment pro- 
.in proposed amendment procedure.

A TIME FOR RESOURCEFULNESS 


Much is being written nowadays on the subject 
of unemployment which seems to be on the increase 
across Canada, Unfortunately the commentaries on 
the situation appear to be critical without being con- 
structive and this attitude will accomplish nothing. 
In other words there is too great a tendency to lie 
down and bewail this state of affairs without making 
much effort to remedy it. 

Unemployment has come to be considered, like 
so many other things, a problem for the state to 
solve. While admitting that government work pro- 
jects may give some temporary relief to the situation, 
there is reason to believe that the real remedy lies 
closer to home, It indicates a need for greater re- 
sourcefulness on the part of industry and on the part 
of all employable persons in every section of Canada. 

Industry, for example, owes it to the community 
in which it is located to make every effort to main- 
tain a high level of employment and it has a right 
to expect full cooperation from employees in striving 
to attain this end. Employable persons without jobs 
owe it to themselves to tackle their plight with re- 
sourcefulnes. There is still a great need for many 
services which they may be able to provide on a 
profitable basis. 

Unemployment calls for a creative attitude on the 
part of the unemployed; especially among. those with 
special talent along certain lines. In many instances, 
with proper application, new, small businesses may 
be created which in turn will require the services 
of others, all contributing in a measure to the better- 
ment of the situation. 

Careful consideration of the situation at hand, 
plus an honest application of available remedies, could 
work wonders in avoiding and alleviating the dis- 
tress of unemployment. 

This is a time for resourcefulness and not for 
indifference toward the problem of growing unem- 
ployment.

Early Tuberculosis Common after 
Age of 45 


When an individual reaches the 
age of 40, i, in good health, and x- 
ray of chest shows normal condi- 
tion, he is apt, in fact most of us 
are apt, to think that there Js now 
no chance of developing tuberculosis. 
I will likely come to us as 2 shock to 
learn that tuberculosi; may develop 
in a healthy man or woman, with 
normal lungs after the age of 45. 

In “American Review of Tuber- 
culosis,” Dr. A. D. Chaves states- 
that, tuberculosis after 40 is.not a 
rarity today and is much more com- 
mon than is generally supposed, “A 
higher percentage of early tuber- 
culosis in the older age group js be- 
ing found in various chest clinics 
throughout the country.” In 1900 
only about 25 per cent of all tuber- 
culosis deaths occurred after the 
age of 45. At present 50 per cent of 
all tuberculosis deaths in the United 
State, occur after the age of 45. 

Dr. Chaves gives some startling. 
facts regarding this “late” develop- 
ment of tuberculosis. The patients 
in a study of this subject were “con- 
tracts,” that Is, they had had con- 
tact with a patient with tuberculo- 
sis, had recent ‘‘normal” chest films, 
and developed tuberculosis as shown 
by X-ray after their 40th birthday. 

Tuberculm testing had not been 
done on any of the patients before 
tuberculosi, was discovered to be 
present. “The great majority had 
developed tuberculosis within oné 
year after X-ray showed lungs'to be 
normal.” Despite the recent normal 
condition of lungs and the short 
time in which tuberculosis had been 
present, most case, were of a seri- 
ous nature. 

Why would tuberculosis develop 
at 45 --a late age for this disease, 

This late appearance of tubercu- 
losis may be due to: (1) an old un-

Old Homestead 
Recalls 
Pioneer Days 


Sunderland (PNS) On the 


Brock Road, about half-way between 


Quinn's Corners and Victorla Cor- 
ners is found the old Ruddy Home- 
stead, It is a large old rambling red 
brick house, with the white brick 
trim, so fashionable 100 years ago. 
It stands onthe side of a steep hill 
overlooking the yalley where flows 
Ruddy’s Creek. 

Although in a state of dilapida- 
tion the house is yet making shelter 
for some who find it a refuge from 
the present housng shortage. 

As one of the pioneer homesteads 
it is interesting to note the quality 
of the materials and wormanship 
which made Ruddy’s House one of 
the finest and most enterprising 
homes of long ago. 

Here James Ruddy and his wife 
raised their family and ran a large 
boarding house for the workers in 
the Sawmill, which is nowhere to 
be seen today. It was directly north 
of the house and built hard by a 

great dam over Ruddy’s Creek. 
To-day only the vestige of the dam 
can be found and its position as- 
certained by the remnant of two 
or three old logs, back beyond and to 
the east can be found the basin, now 
dry, where the mill pond lay. 

To-day Ruddy's Creek flows on, 
but is only in the the memory of 
some of the old pioneers who: still 
remain, does the old red house on 
the hill recall the former beehive of 
industry, hospitality at its best and 
the happy labour of the pioneers. 
They remember when the great sta- 
tionary saw-mill was in operation, 
in winter great logs of choice pine 
and hemlock were drawn from the

There is a possibility that some of 
Lindsay's wartime houses may ee 
ly be offered for sale to servicemen) 
tenants. This was disclosed at Mon- 
day’s Town Council meeting fol-~ 
lowing receipt of a letter from W. 
W. Scott, Central “Mortgage and! 
Housing Corp.,. Toronto. 

Under the terms of the Town's 
agreement with Central Mortgage 
and Housing, should any of the 
units be offered for sale prior to 
November 1951 the housing corpor- 
ation is to pay the Town $400 per 
unit. The letter from the corpora- 
tion suggested that it would take 
into consideration offering the un 
its for sale earlier if the Town 
would accept $200 per unit instead 
of $400 as called for in the agree- 
ment, The amount of $290 per 
unit is what the town would ordin- 
arily receive if the first lot of hou-! 
ses were not offered for sale prior to) 
November 1951. { 


Mayor Lamb expressed the eoimiont 
that {f any of the boys wanted to 
buy them now rather than wait, 
they should be able to. 


Town Clerk Allely outlined the 
proposed terms of sale which is to} 
be 10 per cent down and the balance: 
in monthly payments over’ a max-' 
imum period of 25 years. It was 
stated that purchase payments 
might rise slightly above current 
rents being paid. Under the proposal 
to offer for sale. these units; the 
veteran tenant is to be given the- 
opportunity of (a) purchasing or 
(b) continuing to rent. Only if there 
is no yeteran-wanting’ to either buy 
or rent the units will they be offer- 
ed: for sale: to civilians. 

Ald. Butler took issue with an 
amount of §4,900-named-as a typi- 
cal price for homes of this sart else: 
where. “They want to charge the 
veterans $4,900 for a house that cost 
$4,200 to build. That’s a fine way to 
treat them,” he observed. 

The Town Clerk pointed out that 
the figure*mentioned was not final 
insofar as Lindsay was concerned 
and “that the housing corporation 
Was prepared to quote prices on’ the 
Lindsay units when it learned what 
the town was prepared to do about 
altering its agreement, 

Ald. Ferguson moved that the 
Olerk be instructed to obtain pric- 
es and go on record as being willing 
to accept the lgwer figure in leu of 
sale prior to 1951.

Beaver So 
Becoming 


Beaver are becoming more plent!- | 
ful in the district, and in some cas- 


es have been making a nuisance of | 
themselves by flooding roads and | 
pasture lands, According to Wildlife | 
Inspector Gordon Bule, of the De-| 
partment of Lands and Forests,.| 
there is a legal trapping season for | 
the animals, from February 1 to| 
April 15, when special permits are | 
issued in sections where thinning | 
out is advisable. 

The Department itself takes meas- 
ures to curtail the undesirable act- | 
fvity of beaver, by means of “live” 
traps, but, says Mr. Bule, this type | 
of trapping can only be done in 
warmer weather, When the beaver 
are taken by this means -they are 
moved to a new district and need 
time to re-establish themselves be- 
fore the onset of winter. | 

There {s a heavy penalty for {l- 
legal trapping of beaver, but if the 
animals are taken with the neces-| 
sary permit, the pelts are reported 
to bring the trapper from $20 to 
$45 each from raw fur concerns.

Hannan Says Subsidies 
Needed By Agriculture .- 


The President of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture says g0v- 
ernment subsidies are needed to 
prevent a major crisis in Canadian 
Agriculture. 

‘The President—H. H., Hannan— 
addressed the 17th annual conven- 
tion of Ontarlo Cheese Producers’ 
Association in Toronto last night. 
‘And he said {f farm prices are al- 
lowed to decline seriously as eggs 
have done and as hogs may do in 
several months time then the Can- 
adian government is breaking faith 
with its farmers. 

At th same conyention, but from 
a different source, came another 
plea. Sir Andrew Jones, & member 
of the British Food Ministry, told 
the meeting that a gap in price be- 
tween Canadian and soft currency 
area cheese will have to be reduced 
in order to win a British market. 

But John Ballantyne, President 
of the Cheese Producers’ group urg- 
ed producers to hold out for a basic 
price in the new British contract of 
30 cents, 

In making his demand for sub- 
sidies, Hannan said, “we face an em- 
ergency and emergency action is 
necessary.” He said the Federal gov- 
ernment should take prompt ac- 
tion to prevent a collapse in the ag- 
ricultural industry. Hannan added 
that it would be folly for farmers 
to accept ruinous prices for farm 
products in an attempt to subsid- 
ize low-income city families. He 
said, “if such is to be done, it 1s the 
responsibility of Canada as a whole 
not to the farmers to do that.”

Lodge Protests 

Canada has sent notes to Hun- 
gary and Romania protesting re- 
ligious persecutions in the two iron 
curtain countries. The Department 
of External Affairs says the notes 
were delivered by the British Min- 
isters In Budapest and Bucharest 
because Canada doesn’t have diplo- 


matic representation in the two ca- | 


pitals. The department also dis- 
closed that Mr, Justice J. L, Ilsley 
will represent Canada on two three- 
man commissions which will investi- 
gate religious persecution behind 
the iron curtain. 

The Canadian notes to Hungary 
and Romania protest that the re- 
ligious persecutions in iron curtain 
nations violate peace treaties sign- 
ed after World War Two. These 
treaties provide that disputes about 
them being violated may be settled 
by a three-man commission, In 
naming Ilsley to the Commission, 
Canada asked Hungary,to appoint 
the second member and suggested 
that both countries appoint a third 
member.

A charge of criminal negligence 
against Robert Willlam Woods, dri- 
ver for the Richardson Transport 
Co., Toronto, was dismissed here 
Friday ‘by Magistrate E. A. Gee. 
The dismissal, wnich followed an 
all-day hearing in mngtastrate’s 
tourt, was made by His Worship on 
the contention that there was not 
sufficient evidence of negligence 
of the criminal type. Magistrate 
Gee termed the accident which took 
the life of Mrs. Violet Sinclair, “dis- 
astrous and unfortunate”. : 


C. H. Howard, Toronto barrister 
pleaded guilty on behalf of his 
clients, the Richardson Transport 
Co., to a second charge of negli- 
gence, and paid a fine of $50 and $5 
costs, This charge prose out of the 
police finding that the wires lead- 
ing from the cab of the truck had 
not been connected with others from 
the trailer, which operated the 
trailer lights. Also oil flares, which 
are required to be carried on such 
trucks, were reported found by po- 
lice to be so solidly rusted into the 
racks which carried them, that the 
driver, on his; own admission, could 
not get them out to warn oncoming 
traffic. In this connection, it de- 
veloped from testimony offered by 
Cpl. William Milton, of the Proyin- 
cial Police here, there was not a 
single drop of oil in either of the 
flares, and they were rusted inside. 

Yesterday's hearing was high- 
lighted by the testimony of Harold 
Pollard, an automotive engineer, 
who told the court that he had had 
20 years’ experience as an accident 
inspector, He was an expert witness 
for the truck driver and the Rich- 
ardson Transport Company, He told 
the court that he had examined 
both wrecks carefully the following 
day, and had made exhaustive notes 
of the damage. The tractor trailer* 
he said had been moved four feet 
forward from its parked position on 
the highway by the force of the im- 
pact. By a simple (to him) mathe- 
matical calculation, he arrived at 
the speed of 60 miles per hour mini- 
mum as that of the Sabourin car, 
approaching from the west. In the 
morning's session, Mr. Sabourin had 
told the court that he was driving 
45 miles per hour, but this was re- 
futed oy Mr. Pollard when he said 
that in order to maintain a con- 
stant speed of 45 miles oyer a dis- 
tance, it would be necessary to ac- 
celerate to speeds of 70 and 80 miles 
per hour on the open highway. The 
time of the accident had been set 
at about 5.20, and Sabourin had told 
the court that he left Lindsay, about 
5.05 p .m. Poliara contended that 
the distance from Lindsay to the 
scene of the mishaj:, west of Oak- 
wood, could not be driven in 15 
minutes; at 45 miles per hour al- 
\owing for the curves in the road 
and the fact that the village of 
Oakwood intervened. He placed the 
minimum speed for this distance 
at 65 miles per hour. 

Expert testimony was also given 
by @ Mr. McGowan, of the Domin- 
fon Observatory, who testified as to 
the degree of daylight prevailing at 
the time of the collision, and Bruce 
Fairburn shop foreman at Fee Mo- 
tors :here, who gaye technical eyi- 
dence on the gas tank mechanics of 
the truck. 

Woods, the driver, told the court 
that he had left Toronto about two 
o'clock in the afternoon the day of 
the accident, with a load of food 
racks for the Visking Corporation. 
He had arrived in Lindsay about 
four ofclock, unloaded his truck 
and had left about 450 for the 
return trip. He had made no check 
he said of either gas tanks or lights 
either in Toronto, or in Lindsay 
before starting off from here. When 
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smissed 


his motor began to sputter he at- 
tempted to switch over to the em- 
ergency tank by using the valve un- 
der the front seat, but the engine 
failed to catch, and ended by “conk- 


ing out” while Woods made a fran- f 


tic attempt to get his vehicle off the 
highway --an attempt in which he 
failed. He tried to start it again, but 
realizing that this could not be done 
he had jumped out of the cab and 
had gone around behind the trailer 
to check on the lights there, 


When he found that these lights 
Were not burning, he had run to the 
rack which carries the flares, but 
could not dislodge them from po- 
sition. He then leaned oyer the sad- 
dle and had just done an emer- 
gency job on connecting the cab and 
trailer lighting wires, when the Sa- 
bourin car plowed into the rear of 
the regr of the trailer, hurling him 
against the vehicle, which was jolted 
forward a distance of four feet. 
J. G, Sabourin, who is charged 
with dangerous ariving, is schedu- 
led to appear on this charge here 
next Wednesday. ,He was accorded 
the protection of the court during 
yesterday’s hearing against Woods.

Labor Minister Mitchell deni 
the Trade Union's statement which 
said there were 300-thousand per- 
sons without jobs in Canada. He 
says the correct total is about 40- 
thouansd short of that amount. 

Mitchell the weather 
mainly for the sharp seasonal in- 
crease in the nation’s unemploy- 
ed, He says the two principal sore 
spots in the Canadian employment 
scene are the east and west coasts. 
In the Maritimes seyen per cent. 
of the labor force is out of work and 
British Columbia ‘has nine-point- 
one per cent. “ 

Government statistics show that 
not since 1936 has unemployment 
been so high in the Maritimes and 
not since 1939 has it been so bad 
on the west coast. 

It's also reported that five-point- 
eight of the Quebec workers are un- 
employed which is third highest a- 
cross the Dominion, counting the 
Maritimes as a single unit. Both On- 
tario and the Prairies are reported 
considerably lower than the overall 
Canadian percentage of five-point- 
two per cent. 

Last week, the Trades and Labor 
Congress and the Canadian Con- 
@ress of Labor charged that unem- 
ployment was over six per cent of 
the total labor force. 

The Labor Minister has no par- 
ticularly encouraging remarks to 
make about the present situation. 
He says he can see no improvement 
until spring.

Canadian electronics experts are 
working on a new radar warning 
system to protect Canada’s: vital 
areas from potential enemy attack, 
Defense Department officials have 
| absolutely refused to say where the 
stations are being built --for security 
reasons, 

However, a deparment spokesman 
says the scheme is an entirely new 
one and will supercede any stat- 
ion built during the last war. 

Recently Quebec Premier Maurice 
Duplessis said that he had receiyed 
information that the stations would 
be built in three of Quebec's parks. 
Defense officials haye neither con- 
firmed nor denied this. 

What the officials do say is that 
the system will n-o-t be a chain of 
station, covering the entire country, 
like the networks built by Britain 
and Grmany during the war. They 
say Canada’s vast areas make it 
Mmpractical to build a radar screerr 
like the one deyeloped in Britain. 
Instead, they say they are concen- 
trating on an early warning system 
to cover certain vital approaches.

The text of Mayor Lamb's re- 
marks follows? 

“To the citizens of the Town of 
Lindsay and members of the mu- 
nicipal council. 

It is a great pleasure for me as 
Mayor to welcome citizens of the

Meeting of the Council for the year 
1950. Many of you have served the 
Town as Mayor in past years and on

where you have given your best to 
the town. I belleve that the citizens 
generally are interested in the af- 
fairs of the town as shown by the 
very large number who turned out 
on Monaay to exercise thelr fran- 
chise.” 

“May I be permitted on behalf 
of the Council’ to offer a few words 
of welcome to our new members.

How Can I? 


Q, How can I make a good vege- 
table salad? 

A, Mix one cup of cooked diced 
carrots with one cup of cooked peas 
and 1-2 cup of chopped celery. Add 
8 or 4 tablespoons of broken nut 
meats and 1 tablespoon of finely 
chopped pimentoes. Mix with 
French dressing and serye on crisp 
lettuce. 

Q. How can I clean the soiled lea- 
ves of house plants? 

A. Apply equal parts of milk and 
warm water. Use a sponge, and rub 
gently to prevent breaking the leav- 
es. 

Q. How can I restore the gloss to 
sateen material? 

A, Use borax water when washing 
these garments, and it will help 
restore the gloss. 

Q. How can I renovate an old dust 
mop? 

A. Put one tablespoonful of con- 
centrated lye in an old bucket half 
filled with water, and boil it. Then 
rinse several times. 

Q. How can I clean and sweeten 
@ sponge? 

A. Place the spongé in milk, al- 
low it to remain for at least twelve 
hours, then rinse in cold water. 

Q. How can I loosen a screw or 
nail that hag become rusted in 
wood? 

A. Apply a little hot paraffin to 
the nail or screw; let the paraffin 
soak in for a short time and the 
nail or screw will easily yleld. 


Q. How can I clean the steel on 
the oven door? 

A, The steel trimmings on the 
range can be cleaned nicely, if done 
while still warm, by rubbing briskly 
with a soft cloth that has been 
dipped in yinegar. 

Q. What can be done if too much 
milk or water has been added to the 
confectioner’s sugar when making 
frosting? 

A. Merely add a little flour to 
thicen it. The taste of the flour will 
not be noticeable, It isn’t necessary 
to add more sugar. 

Q. How can I darken shoes that 
are lighter in color than I wish? 

A. Rub them with milk, to which 
a few drops of householc ammonia 
have been added. When they are 
dry, polish with a clean dry cloth. 

Q. How can I freshen a loaf of 
stale bread? 

A. Wrap the loaf of stale bread 
in a wet cloth, leaving it for a ml- 
nute; then remove the cloth and 
bake in a slow oven for 15 to 30 
minutes. 

Q. How can I quickly remove the 
odor of onion or garlic from the 
blade of a knife? 

A. Rum the knife through a\po- 
tato. 

Q. How can I make use of egg 
shells? 

A, Saye all the egg shells, put 
them in a large bottle, fill the 
botte with water, and use this wat- 
er on the house plants.

Cleaning Paint Brush 
Wash the brush thoroughly in 
boiling water with plenty of wash- 
ing powder in {t. When a brush 1s 
caked very hard with old paint, try 
boiling it a little while in vinegar 
or turpentine, Remove from fire, 
and let soak for 15 minutes, 
Covering Buttons 
When covering button molds with 
silk material, cover them first with 
some soft flannel or wool, and then 
with the silk.

for several hours, and then treat 
with. boiling water, 

Coffee and tea stains will come 
out if you'll pour boiling water on 
the soiled portion, then wash in 
warm soap water. If a trace of 
stain remains, bleach with hydrogen

Omemee (PNS) Downeyville, al- 
though small in size, is a village of 
great popularity. As one turns west 
at the small store, the district's 
well known arena meets the gaze, 
showing one of the reasons for the 
popularity of this village.

In the early days of 1937, the| 
young people of Downeyville par- 
ish who lost some interest in bad- 
minton, had also grown tired of 
hearing of the wonderful hockey 
teams established in neighbouring 
villages.

Every year since 1937, the Downey- 
ville boys have gathered to plan 
their winter activities, and now 
they have saved enough money to 
finance a well, which will make 
the water problem much easier.

Insulin To Quict Anxiety Patients. 

It is now more than 26 years since 
Drs. Banting and Best discovered 
insulin, which prevents death from 
diabetes. It woulda seem that ever 
since the discovery, not a year 
passes but some other use is being: 
found for insulin. 

The first shock treatments for 
mental ailments were given by in- 
sulin, then came metrazol and lat- 
er electric shock treatment, 

One of the outstanding symptoms 
in many mental cases is fear and 
anxiety, in which treatment by in- 
sulin shock has given excellent re- 
suits, There are, however, many in- 
dividuals suffering with anxiety 
symptoms whose physicians dp not 
find their symptoms severe enough 
to require insulin or’ other shock 
to require insulin or other shock 
treatment. To allay or lessen their 
anxiety symptoms, which symptoms 
are spoiling the life of patient and 
family, giving just enough insulin 
to quiet the individual and reduce 
his fear complex is suggested by Dr. 
G. J. Martin in “Journal of Nervous 
and Mental Disease.” 

Dr. Martin treated 210 patients 
with anxiety neurosis with insulin. 
A control group of 170 similar cas- 
es who received no insulin was stud- 
jed. Only the more easily observed 
symptoms of anxiety, such as trem- 
ulousness, restlessness, fear or ap- 
prehension, excessive perspiration, 
sleeplessness and loss of appetite, 
were considered in the study of the 
two groups. The 210 patients given 
insulin received an average of 55 
units daily and the average number 
of treatments given each case was 
about 28, most patients receiving 
80 and 40 treatments. As long as the 
patient improved on the 55 units, 
this dose was maintained and was: 
stopped when improvement stopped. 
Besides the insulin treatment both 
groups were given the usual ward 
treatment for anxiety symptoms. 

The group given the insulin 
showed the greatest amount of im- 
provement. Patients less predisposed 
to nervousness and anxiety and 
those who had anxiety symptoms 
for the shortest time, responded best 
to insulin treatment, 

Dr. Martin states that insulin is 
only “part” of anxiety treatment 
but helps so much that out-patient 
clinics should be established so that 
patients could attend without need 
of special care. 


Constitutional Diseases 

In former years, as medical stu- 
dents, we studied infectious diseases 
such as typhoid fever, diphtheria, 
malaria, and others caused by in- 
vading organisms, but the medical 
student and physician today, be- 
cause infections are under control, 
are more interested in diseases 
arising from within the body; that 
is, constitutional diseases, 

In “Health Bulletin for Teach- 
ers,” published by the Metropolitan 
Insurance Company, we read that 
constitutional diseases are those 
which are thought of as native to 
the body in contradistinction to 
the infections which are caused by 
invasion of the body from the out- 
side. The body itself, however, is 
not entirely to blame for constitut- 
jonal diseases, as in most cases they 
develop from injuries and wear and 
tear on the body over many years. 
As it takes years for this wear and 
tear to damage the body tissues, 
these diseases first appear at middle 
age and beyond. 

The three outstanding diseases of 
middle age and beyond are diseases 
of the heart and blood vessels, and 
cancer. 

“The most important causes of di- 
seases of the heart and blood ves- 
sels are rheumatic fever, high blood 
pressure, and hardening of the ar- 
teries, Rheumatic fever is respon- 
sible for most of the heart disease 
before age of 40, the cause of which 
is now believed to be repeated in- 
fections of the nose and throat due 
to streptococcal infections.” Due to 
this knowledge, physicians now pre- 
scribe penicillin or sulfa drugs to 
susceptible children in order to try 
fo prevent recurrent attacks of 
rheumatic fever. 

In regard to high blood pressure, 
it is now known that in addition 
to infections, emotional disturban- 
ces tense or tighten blood vessels 
and so increase the blood pressure. 
Getting rid of or preventing in- 
fection together with acquiring 
calmness of spirit prevents many 
cases of high blood pressure, 

The search still goes on all over 
the world for the cause of cancer 
in the meantime, if signs of cancer, 
are discovered early, the present 
treatment by radium, X-ray, and 
surgery will save life or prolong 
it for many years. 

An annual checkup by physician 
and dentist Is the best method of 
controlling constitutional diseases. 


T.. ing The Working A. city of The 
Liver 

The liver is really the “king” of 
organs; {t does more jobs, important 
jobs, than any one other single or- 
gan of the body. Of course we know 
that from the standpoint of life 
and death the heart is the most im- 
portant organ. Once the heart stops 
working, life is over, whereas the 
liver or gall bladder can become 
sluggish, perhaps stop working for 
minutes at a time, and life though 
not good health) remains. 


When an individual feels sluggish 
mentally and physically, has drag- 
ging or sharp pains in the upper 
Tight abdomen, with perhaps a 
little jaudice or yellowness of the 
skin, we know that something ts 
interfering with the work of the 
liver. This interference may be cau- 
sed by obstruction of the flow of 
bile or in the manufacture of bile by 
the liver cells, and’ sometimes by 
shock or anxiety. 

™ order to discover the extent of 
the interference with the work of 
the liver, the physician makes tests, 
liver function tests,.in which a dye 
or other substance Js injected into 
a: blood vessel, which substance 
should be removed from the blood 
by the liver within a certain time. 
The length of time beyond which 
the liver should’ remove all the sub- 
stance from the blood shows the 
extent of the damage or interfer- 
ence present in the liver cells. 

In testing the gall bladder a dye 
is taken by the mouth, or injected 
into a vessel which, within a cer- 
tain time, reveals the shape, size, 
and presence of gallstones. 

In recent years a test of the con- 
dition of the liver cells was develop- 
ed, in which a special type of needle 
ig guided into the liver itself by a 
special cutting instrument -- a tro- 
car. After trocar and needle are 
well within the liver substance, the 
trocar is removed and the saw-like 
needle cuts away some of the liver 
cells, which, after remoyal, are ex- 
amined under the microscope. Thus 
the actual condition of the liver 
cells can be determined. With this 
knowledge, proper treatment of the 
condition can be given. 

To keep the liver in healthy con- 
dition, that is, manufacturing bile, 
and causing it to pour into the 
small tubes carrying it to the small 
intestine for digestive purposes and 
to the gall bladder to be stored for 
future use, all bending exercises 
(keeping the knee, straight) are ef- 
fective. The beneficial effect of ex- 
ercise was discovered some years 
ago by research workers at McGill 
University, Montreal. 


DEAFNESS AND VERTIGO 

Most of us likely think of vertigo 
as dizziness and dizziness as vertigo, 
138 in the disease either the head, or 
surrounding objects, seem to: be 
spinning around, In “Industrial 
Medicine,” however, Dr. E, W. Hag- 
ens distinguishes between dizziness 
and true vertigo, Dizziness is a sen- 
sation of unsteadiness with a feel- 
ing of movement within the head; 
true vertigo—a diturbance of bal- 
ance or equilibrium—is a sensation 
as if the external world were rey 
olving around the patient, or as.if 
he himself were revolving in space. 
With patients suffering from eith- 
er condition, it is important to ob- 
tain as complete a history as pos- 
sible. 

The following information is es- 
sential: presence or absence of deaf- 
ness, of nausea and vomiting and 
of nystagmus (rapid movement of 
the eyeball side to side, up or down, 
or round and round); any history 
of previous illness or injury or ex- 
posure to chemicals, or of taking 
drugs; time and manner of onset of 
vertigo, how long it lasts and how 
often it occurs, 

Often in cases of true vertigo by 
locating the origin of the disturb- 
ance the cause becomes known and 
proper treatment can be given. :Ver- 
tigo may be caused by: (1) local 
conditions involving the ear; (2) 
any irritation inyolving the eighth 
(hearing) nerve; (3) involvement of 
the nerve pathways in the brain; (4) 
eye conditions such as imbalance of 
the muscles controlling the eyeball; 
(5) changes in quality or quantity 
of blood supply to certain parts of 
the ear; (6) reaction from taxins 
(poisons)’ on the elghth or hear- 
ing nerve from a number of caus- 
es—chemicals, paints, varnish. 

Another cause of vertigo is what 
is called Meniere's syndrome, in 
which in addition to vertigo there is 
partial deafness, nausea and yom- 
iting, buzzing ears or head nolses. 
In Meniere's disease, cutting down 
on all liquids and table salt in ‘and 
on foods eaten, cuts down on all 
excess of fluid adjoining the ear, 
which fluid is interfering with the 


ear, 

Foods rich in salt, some of which 
| must be eaten daily, but should be 
reduced in amount, are butter and 
all corned, pickled, smoked or salt- 
ed foods.

However, we 
come across som diabetics from 
time to time who wonder why in- 
sulin cannot be taken by mouth 
and why they can’t eat all the 
starch food, they desire. 

When protamine zinc-insulin war 


‘| discovered, one large step forward 


was that this type of insulin, the 
number of injections necessary to 
| enable the blood to handle starch 
foods safely was greatly reduced, 
so that instead of three injections 
daily, the number was reduced to 
one daily or even fewer. , 

That another advance has been 
made in making the treatment of 
diabetes easier for diabetics, is re- 
ported by Dr. L. Vargas, London, 
in “The British Lancet.” Dr. Var- 
gus reports on earlier investigations 
by himself and associate; which 
proved that pellets of protamine- 
zinc- insulin. complex mixed with 
cholesterol gave up their insulin 
slowly when implanted in normal 
rabbits. He then reports results ob- 


ed in these 7 patients that pellets 
or protamine-zinc-ingulin-cholest- 
erol, implanted under the skin, are 
absorbed slowly ag fat-soluable hor- 
mones. The dose used in the im- 
plant varied from 20 to 92.7 units 
of insulin per kilogram (2 pounds) 
of body weight, except in one case 
in which which 450 units were giv- 
en. 

After careful investigation it was 
found that the daily absorption of 
the implant was about 1 per cent. 
This means that the activity of the 
implant is good for 100 days. 

Dr. Vargas considers the method 
of implanting pellets of insulin ex- 
tremely promising and worth fur- 
ther study in a larger number of 
patients. If physicians can obtain 
the same results as Dr, Vargas, it 
means that one visit by the patient 
to the physician’s office every three

May Export Bacon to U. 8. A. 

Bacon is still well in the farm 
news...With reports from Ottawa 
that the government may give early 
consideration to a move which 
would allow Canadian producers to 
ship supplies to the United States | 
under export permit. 

If the government agrees to the 
suggestion, it will be the first time 
bacon has gone across the border 
fm any quantity since Canada en- 
tered into contracts with the Uni- 
ted Kingdom. 

The move follows the decision of 
Britain to take oniy about 60 mil- 
Yion pounds of Canadian bacon in 
1950. 

It’s understood cabinet has asked 
the Department of Agriculture and 
the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce for reports. 

The Agriculture Department will 
give it, views mainly on the produc- 
tion potential in Canada in the 
next 12 months, while that from 
Trade and Commerce would desl | 
With the market angle. 

The suggestion that Cansda 
should seek an outlet for top grade 
bacon jn the United States is un- 
derstood to have the support of 
‘Trade Minister C. D. Howe. He has 
pointed out that in the past Canada 
ha, maintained a good market in 
the States, 


Britain Came Closest To Achieving 
Its Goal 

Also in Ottawa, it’s learned that | 
the 29 cents a pound to be paid by 
Britain for future bacon supplies 
was the maximum price the British 
Government would agree to. The 
British purchasing mission wanted 
bacon at .27 and s half cents a 
pound ...and the Canadian govern- 
ment demanded a price near last 
yesr’s figure of 36 cents. The 29 
cent final price was the compro- 
mise. 


Pork Prices Fall 

In Winnipeg, the announcement 
of the new British contract had-an 
immediate affect on prices, Pork 
tenderloin cuts dropped 10 cents a 
pound, wholesale, while shoulder ba- 
con was down three cents and loin 
cuts six cents. 

Winnipeg wholesalers also an- 


mounced a drop in the price of} 


back bacon of about nine cents a 
pound. Retail prices are expected to 
come in line in two or three days. 


No Butter Price Cut Likely 

In Edmonton, Agriculture Minis- 
ter Gardiner scouted rumors that 
there might be an early break in 
butter prices. He said: “The govern- 
ment doesn’t intend to sell butter 
at less than the 58 cents a pound, 
which is the floor price in Montreal 
and Vanoouver. 


Gardiner said butter stocks held 
by the government are not out of 
line for this time of the year. In the 
last six weeks, the govrnment had 
reduced its stocks by 15 million 
pounds and expected big sales in 
January and February. 


WAKE UP! 

The chairman of the Ontario 
Cheese Producers Association 
John L. Ballantyne—did some plain 
talking to farmers this week, when 
he told them to “wake up” and de- 
mand at least 30 cents a pound for 
their cheese output this year. 

Ballantyne told a meeting at At- 
wood, Ontario, that farm prices 
must be kept up, otherwise the whole 
farm structure would come down 
like a pack of cards. 

He was particularly critical of re- 
ports that housewives are hailing 
lower prices for pork, cheese an 
eggs. He said: you can imagine 
what would happen if this associat- 
jon started cheering because wages 
were going down. 


THREAT 

At Walkerton, Ontario, some 17- 
hundred farmers are threatening di- 
rect action unless farm prices are 
put on a par with industry. 

The farmers—at a special mect- 
ing—decided to consider discontinu- 
{ng purchases of farm machinery 
unti) prices are brought in line. The 
meeting was representative of farm- 
ers from three of Canada’s largest 
producing areas—Grey, Bruce and 
Huron. It was called ‘by the Federa- 
ation of Agriculture and Hog Pro- 
ducers to protest the policies of Ag- 
riculture Minister James Gardiner. 

There was strong criticism of the 
government's decision to set bacon 
and hog prices and the proposal to 
terminate export controls on bacon 
at the end of June,

In the Maritimes, politicians, bus- 
inessmen, labor Jeaders and farm- 
ers have squared off in an all-out 
bid to save their 8-million dollar 
pitprop industry. 

At an emergency meeting on 
Wednesday night, it was decided to 
do eyerything possible to bolster 
flagging overseas contracts. 
Veteran Affairs Minister Milton 
Gregg .. . himself a Maritimer .. « 
apologized for a statement he made 
last week that “pitprops to Brit- 
ain are out, because Britain can’t 
find the dollars.” He said he would 
do everything possible to help find 
other markets. 

Gregg is to sponsor a delegation 
which will leave the Maritimes 
next Monday for Ottawa, to ask for 
government help. 

Farmers in New Brunswick got 
some good news from the Matapedia 
Company, which announced it had 
signed a contract to ship more 
than 25-thousand cords of pulp to 
European markets. 

The company indicated that the 
contract might be the first of a 
series destined to send much needed 
pulpwood to Europe. . 

President James A. Whitebone, of 
the New Brunswick Federation of

WHAT'S AHEAD FOR THE 
FAMILY FARM 

Approximately 75 farmers and 
students comprise the Agricultural 
Economics course who are seeking 
to answer the question “What's a- 
head for the family farm?” Prof. W. 
K. Ieckie who is in charge of the 
course is especially pleased with the 
quality and keen interest of the 
class, 

In discussing the question “What 
is a Family Farm?” prof. C. W. Ril- 
ey quoted two definitions: 1. A fam- 
ily farm is a farm in which all or 
the main part of the labor is sup- 
plied by the family group. The 
second definition “‘The capital and 
risk taking ts supplied entirely by 
the one family except at the peak 
periods when extra labor is employ- 
ed, the family group are responsible 
for the entire labor needs. The lec- 
turer pointed out that at certain 
periods of the family history there 
may be fewer labor contributors at 
home than at other times, there- 
fore, variable amounts of hiring 
were necessary to supplement the 
home labor. Dr. M. W. Farrell, spea- 
king to the subject, “Trends in On- 
tario Farms and Farm population,” 
pointed to the fact that in the last 
| fifty years there was a steady in- 
crease in the average number of 
acres of Ontarlo farms in 1900 the 
average was 90 acres, whereas in 
1941 it was approximately 125 acres. 
During this period also more small 
decentralized holdings have sprung 
up. Another factor changing the 
farm has been the constant increase 
in mechanization. In the tenure 
system of farming the principle in 
Ontario has been to attempt to jump 
from the position of hired labor to 
farm owner. This, accomplished by 
assuming considerable debt can be 

successful by diligence attaining 
the point of debt frea ownership,

Ways to Increase the Percentage 
of Grade “A” Eggs 

As farmers well know, Grade “B” 
eggs are usually worth about 5 
cents a dozen less than grade “A” 
-and it follows that anything 
which can increase the percentage 
of “A” eggs will help the poultry- 
men to make an extra dollar, 

And the slump in egg prices 
makes this vitally important. 

F. G. Proudfoot, poultry husband- 
man, says its imperative that poul- 
trymen improve their managerial 
practices and he gives these sugges- 
tions: 

1. 


Keep clean litter on the poul- 
try house floor. 
Keep the nest clean, 
Locate the nests at a distance 
from the fountains. 
Keep the hens enclosed when 
the yards are muddy. 
Provide plenty of nests, 
(one for each five hens.) 
Screen the dropping boards 
with wire netting. 
Remove broody hens 
nests as soon as noticed. 
Keep hens from spending the 
nights in the nests. 
Mate only flocks from which 
eggs are needed for incubation. | 
10. Feed a well balanced ration. 
In addition, Mr. Proudfoot sug- 
gests that eggs should be gathered 
frequently, that they should be cool- 
ed promptly and that they should

Soiled eggs should not be washed 
but should be cleaned with steel 
wool or emery cloth.

Self-Confessed 
Murderer Errs 
In Names 


Windsor, Jan. 109 — (BUP)— A 
diary kept by self-confessed murd- 
erer Arnold Craig of Windsor show- 
ed today that he mistakenly reported 


| the name of a French girl he claims 


he and a British soldier killed and 
robbed in 1944. 

In his diary, Craig records the 
girl's name as Janelle Dagniers. In 
his confession to Pontiac, Michigan 
police Saturday, Craig gave the 
girl's name as “Janelle Dagnais.” 
And it may be “Janette” instead of 
Janelle. ~ 

Craig, aged 25. walked into a Pon- 
tiac police station last Saturday 
and told a bizarre story of killing an 
18 year old girl named Jennelle 
Dagnais near Amiens, Franee in 
1944. At that time he was serving 
overseas with the Canadian army 
An intensive investigation has been 
launched in Amiens France to check 
Craig's story. So far it has been 
learned that the only murder. in 
that district resembling the one 
which Craig described resulted in 
the execution of an American sold- 
jer in 1946, Police in Amiens are

» the French have lost their “jole de 
vivre’ and that this winter's tou- 
rists will no longer see Paris as the 
city of light and laughter it used 
to be. 

There is more than a grain of 
truth In the statement. Two world 
wars in the space of 25 years, the 
difficulties of everyday life, and the 
threat of a third conflict are not 


exactly conductive to a carefree 
state of mind. 
For the average Frenchman, 


“amusements” {s the last item on 
the family budget. Perhaps the 
most significant change brought 
about by the high cost of living is 
to be found in the cafes. 

In the old days, Jean Dupont was 
in the habit of dropping in every 
day at his favorite cafe for an aperi- 
tif before going home to dinner. On 
Sundays he would bring the family 
If he can any longer afford this 
little luxury, it is only once im a 
§reat while. 

The result is that outside of a 
few establishment, along the boule- 
vards, most of the cafes are pretty 
empty after nine o'clock. Several 
of the Champs Elysees have gone 
out of business, Those that remain 
count upon the tourist season to re- 
coup their losses during the winter 
months.

To enjoy this a perfect com- 
mand of French ts necessary. Lam- 
pooning politics and politicians, sa- 
tirical songs and fast patter on cur- 
rent events make up the program. 

The French are great movie fans 
and their popularity since the war 
has extended even to the remotest 
villages where there is a Sunday 
night show. In Paris smaller ‘dis- 
trict” movie houses are doing bet- 
ter than ever before, for the very 
good reason that prices are cheaper 
than in the more luxurious Champs 
Elysees theaters. 

The post-war period has hit the 
younger people hardest where it 
hurts most —their pocket book. For 
youngsters earning $80 a month, 
night clubs are out of the question, 
The result is that they make their 
own entertainment, 

“Surprise parties” are very popu- 
alr these days, Groups of 10 to 15 
girls and boys meet in someone's 
home;; the girls provide the food 
the boys wine or champagne, which 
costs from 35 cents to $1 a bottle 
respectively in any wine store.

ilinois Wardens Take to the Air 
To Give Game Violators the Bird

SPRINGFIELD, ll,, — (NEA) — 
Fish and Game violators in Mlli- 
nois have something more than 
the game warden to contend with. 
A radio-controlled system, involy- 
ing boats, cars and airplanes, has 
been successfully placed in op- 
eration by the Dlinois Department 

of Conservation. 

Key to the operation is a re- 
connaissance plane, which spots 
suspected violators. It radios the 
information to ground forces cruis- 
ing rivers and nearby roads in 
boats and automobiles. 

In one test, which resulted in 
the arrest of three men taking 
ducks out of season on the Tili- 
noils River, the observation plane 
was flown by William E, Morrison 
of Springfield,. a former Navy 
filer. He followed the movements 
of the suspected men, the ground 
crews moved jn to investigate and 
the arrests followed. 

The autos and the boats of the 
Conservation Department, are 
clearly marked with a huge white 
cross, 50 the flier can easily iden- 
tify them from the air, 

In another test nearly 100 de- 
partment investigators particlpated 
in a three-day maneuver which 
was unofficially tagged “Opera- 
tion Bluebird” because of the 
bright hue of the plane, 

First step in the man hunt was 
a council of war'the night before 
in Peorla, at which all participants

were told their specific duties. 
Director Leonard Schwartz of the 
Conservation Department and 
Samuel Carney, chief inspector, 
briefed the men in game enforce- 
ment methods. 

The next morning the investi_ 
gators split into three groups 
—alrplane observers, automobile 
and boat crews. The plane took 
off with a pre-arranged signal to 
contact the ground forces at Chil- 


licothe. Despite bad weather, the 
airplane, flying at about 1200 feet, 
made contact with the first auto 
at ‘the Tllinois public shooting 
grounds near Sparland. 


Up the Mlinois River, near Put- 
nam, the first cluster of suspected 
violators was spotted. A trio of 
hunters was apparently stalking 
ducks and geese. Flocks of ducks 
were so thick that at times they 
shadowed the ground and water 
as they passed over. 


The plane banked and dropped 
down to get a clearer view of 
the men. Unaware of the official 
status of the plane, the suspects 
waved at the pilot, 

Plane lookouts radioed to the 
automobiles and boats, marked 
the spot, and about seven minutes 
later the men were apprehended 
by the automobile investigators. 
The boats stayed in the center 
of the river to thwart any escape 
by water should the game vio- 
lators be equipped with a boat.» 

“The Flying Squadron” operates 
throughout the state of Illinois, 
particularly in areas where vio-~ 
lations are llable to be numerous. 

Since the agents of the Conser- 
vation Department are unknown 
in the areas where they are op- 
erating, the plane-boat-automobile 
tie-up is proving especially effective, 

When asked about the present 
location of the enforcement group, 
Chief Inspector Carney com- 
mented: 

“That jis a military secret.”

HELSINKI, Finland -(NEA)- Put 
Finland down {n your book as a 
little country endowed, with a big 

BH ation of optimism. 

You need only a brief time in 
Helsinki to become convinced that 
this plucky democracy knows there 
are turbulent seas ahead. It also 
knows it will ride them, because it’s 
been through worse storms before. 

Seated uncomfortably close to the 
Russian bear, Finland points proud- 
ly to the fact that today the Com- 
munists and left wing Socialists 
hold only 38 seats of the country’s 
200-member legistlature and that 
Finland’s “little man’ has built up 
an excellent resistance to Red pro- 
paganda. And, in Finland, the Reds 
do a lot of shouting. 

“The political situation has im- 
proved much in the past year,” an 
influential Finn told me during 
an American Overseas Airlines re- 
porting tour of Scandinavia. “It 
will improve more in the near fu- 
ture.” 

3] The Finns remind American re- 
Porters that a few months ago the 
Federation of Finnish Trade Unions 
expelled four big Communist-dom- 
inated unions for continuing Yo 
Strike in defiance of the federation’s 
back-to-work ultimatum, 

“Today, only two of those unions 
are-still officially out of the feder- 
ation,” I was told. “The other two 
Promised to be good and were re- 
instated.” 

Right now, the Finns are busy 
tackling the problem of their econo- 
my. High wages have raised produc- 
tion costs to an unhealthy level. 

“Prices aren't too bad for the 
Manual laborer, whose wages have

sky-rocketed since 1949,” a Finn 
told me. “They're not so good for 
the white collar worker, whose sal- 
ary has increased only about half 
as much as the laborer’s.” 

At present government people 
agree, the Finnish landlord is tak- 
ing an economic beating from rent 
control, 

Because Finland has a housing 
shortage, the size of a Helsinki 
family determines how large an 
apartment that family may occupy. 
The general rule is one room per 
person, Two small children count 
as one person. 

“Do the Finnish people resent 
the reparations which have domin- 
ated their economy?” I asked. 

“Because we have worked hard

We are over the hump of that situ- 
uation,” I was told. “By 1952, ey- 
erything will be paid off. As for re-

A Finn who sat next to me at 
luncheon helped himself to a gen- 
erous portion of yeal and buttered 
a slice of bread. 

“T returned to Finland recently 
after a stay in England,” he said. 
“T feel sorry for the English. Their 
food situation is so much worse 
than ours. We have plenty of ey- 
erything.” 

In Finland, only sugar and coffee 
are rationed. Tt is also possible to 
buy more expensive unrationed cof- 
fee, 

‘Tt is sad to see the English stand 
in line for their pathetically small 
Sunday joint,” continued the Finn. 
“We have pelnty of meat here. We 
must eat a lot of it to keep warm 
during our cold, dark winter.” 

-Helsinki residents do much of 
their food shopping in open-air 
markets, well stocked with fish, 
poultry, fruits and vegetables. Rich 
and__poor patronize the markets, 
where prices are a little lower than 
in stores. 

Finnish women are proud of their 
place in the employment scene,-You 
see them in the barber shops, shav- 
ing their male customers, They are 
attendants in the famous Finnish 
steam baths, giving both men and 
women rubdowns, 

‘They are conductors, farmers and 
textile workers. They operate lino- 
type machines in newspaper plants 
and carry loads of tile on construc- 
tion jobs. The fact that many of 
them are housewives and mothers 
doesn’t seem to make’ any differ- 


ence. 


Subs and Anti-Subs Become Navy’s Glamor Duty: 
They Have Top Priority on Money and Manpower

anti-submarine warfare have sud- 
denly become. the.glamor outfits of 
the Navy. 

With: the snorkel submarine now 
Tecognized by many military ex- 
perts as Russia’s greatest single 
threat to American security in case 
of war, the U.S. Navy's No. 1 effort 
has become a race to build better 
subs than the Reds have, and to 
keep ahead of them in sub defense 
methods. 

These activities have been given 

Bop priority on the Navy’s money 

and manpower. The cream of the 
Navy's young officers and enlisted 
men is being sent to the head- 
quarters of sub and anti-sub train- 
ing here for close screening in order 
to put only the top men in this ser- 
vice., The research and development 
projects on the base ‘are the most 
ingenious and closely guarded sec- 
rets of the whole U.S. national mil- 
itary establishment, 

Little of the rancor against unifl- 
cation which fs felt by many in the 
Navy today is shared by any of the 
officers and men at Key West. They 
are too busy, There morale is high- 
est. a 

With new subs, new equipment 
and revolutionary new theorles on 
undersea- warfare tactics being 
tested ard- evaluated In the seas 
around Key West, the submarine is 
evolving as a far more potent wea- 

m than it was during World War 

. Most of the details are super sec- 
ret. But the new subs are faster. 
They can dive and surface more ra- 
pldly than was believed possible. 
They can slay submerged longer 
than the best snorkel subs the Ger- 
mans ever built, 

In simulated combat condi{tions, 
it is béing proved that in most in- 
stances the best way to eyade en- 
emy attack is to sink the attacker. 
Old method was to dive and flee, 
Brand new submarine tactics being 
adopted are far more bold and ag- 
gressive than-the old plan‘of lJurk- 
ing in. enemy sea lanes, striking 
quickly and then running. 

The thinking on-how effective a 
Sub can be against enemy shipping 
goes eyen beyond the dashing deeds 
of U. S. sub commanders against 
the Japs in the Pacific during the 
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last war, The standard tactics being 
taught here are revolutionary even 
when compared to the reckless ex- 
ploits of some German U-Boat 
commanders of the last war, which 
were then considered suicidal, 

Training also includes the use of 
the submarine as a means for trans- 
porting troops and as a launching 
platform for guided missiles. 

Anti-sub warfare developments 
since the war are no less spectac- 
ular than the development of new 
Subs, and they are just as secret. 
Sonar equipment, instruments. used 
to locate subs under water has been 
perfected to the point that once a 
sub has been located there is: no 
chance of its getting away from 
sonar contact, 

As soon as it can be made and 
purchased, the latest type of sonar 
gear will be put on all Navy ships 
afloat and on most of those in the 
mothball fleet. The school which 
trains sonar operators here is get- 
ting the highest type enlisted men 
the Navy can produce. 

Improvements have been made 
on the effectiveness of depth charg- 
es and on other undersea ornance. 
Underwater telephones providing 
communications between submerged 
subs and with surface ships have 
been improved and their ranges 
extended. 

Electronic gear is being tested 
in airplanes which might prove 
able to detect the presence of sub- 
marines under water through mag- 
netic impulses. Numerous other re- 
search programs along these lines 
are in various stages.

Many improvements have also 
been made on the established meth- 
ods of hunting and destroying en- 
emy subs, Blimps operating from 
aircraft carriers are belleyed to be 
more efficlent for patrol work than 
when they are landbased. This is be- 
ing tested here; as well as the opera- 
tion of the extremely long-range 
P2-V patrol planes off carriers for 
anti-sub patrols, 

In addition, new techniques of 
aircraft patrol of the sea are being 
perfected which do the same job 
but with fewer planes and with less 
miles flown,

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Indianans Boost Pre-fab 
Houses Into Big Time 


By NEA Service ..., fac ce on a 
Lafayotte, Ind, — (NEA) — A pair 
of enterprising young Indianans are 
well on their way toward boosting 
the manufacture of prefabricated 
homes into the big business arena. 

Ever since federal authorities 

tried to spur output of low-cost 
“pre-fabs” {In the early postwar 
days, many companies have been 
struggling vainly to make a sizable 
dent in the housing market, Only 
in the last year have a few begun 
to achieve real progress. 
One of those is the National Hom- 
es Corp., headed by the Price bro- 
thers, James and George. Starting 
with a small plant here In 1940 these 
two have hiked production to a pre- 
sent 28 houses a day—140 a week — 
and are promising to more than 
triple that figure in two! years. 

National» Homes has _ shipped 
more than 17,000 houses during its 
brief lifetime, and claims to be the 
world’s largest maker of pre-fabs. 
Whether true or not, the firm now 
ts producing nearly a third of U. S. 
output. 

The cost oftheir product seems 
to be a big factor in the Price Bro- 
ther's success. Their two-bed-room 
“thrift home" sells for $5100—with- 
in the range of the family earning 
only $40 a week. They turn out a 
three-bedroom model for $6300. 
Cost of the lot is not included. 

Says James Price, company presi- 
dent: “The market {s limitless. We 
are building for people who now 
live in trailer camps, attics and 
basements.” 

The government would agree 
that the market for homes in this 
price bracket is wide. Housing offi- 
¢lals regularly call on the building 
industry to turn out a $6000 “econ- 
omy” house that will tap the broad 
Tass demand. 

National Homes produces its 
dwelling units in room-sized sec- 
tions, with plywood the chief mat- 
erlal for exterior and interlor walls. 
Unassembled pre-fabs are shipped 
from the factory in spectally des- 
igned traflers which operate over a 
500-mile radius. More distant ship- 
ments can be made by rail — two 
houses to a car. 

The company now offers custom- 
ers 16 different exterfor designs, 
elght each for the two bedroom and 
three bedroom models. 

A major sticker in expanding pre- 
fab production has always been

dealer trouble. Two often dealers 
have found it impossible to finance 
the purchase of enough units to get 
into business on a large scale. 

National Homes gets around this 
problem by using its 150-man dealer 
organization to solicit orders be- 
fore the houses are built in the 
plant. Thus, dealers do not have to 
pay for units they may not be able 
to sell. 

Rather than accumulate a back 
log of unsold pre-fabs, dealers foc- 
us their resources on developing 
community areas. They install sew- 
“ers and other utilities, put down 
streets and sidewalks and landscap- 
ing. | 

Erection of pre-fabs in commun- 
ity groups is relatively new. Nation- 
al Homes soon will start building a 
600-unit project at Columbus, O. It 
has already put up 1000 in Indian- 
apolis and 500 each in Fort Wayne 
and South Bend, Ind. Many are 
gathered in compact neighborhood 
settings. 

Fifteen years ago James Price quit 
farming for a $75 a month job with 
a defunct bank. He got into real es- 
tate through his work in disposing 
of the bank's property holdings. 
From there {t was a short stride to 
creating Natlonal Homesxin 1940 
with a meager $12,500 capital. 

‘The war gave the company a big 
push into healthy production, Bet- 


ween 1941 and 1945 National Hom~ 
es built 7500 units for war workers: 
and military personnel. With the 
capital amassed in this period, the 
Price brothers were ready for an 
ambitious try when peace came. 
Their early postwar houses ~sold 

well, but they felt the $7000- 
$10,000 price was too high. 

Hence was born the present thrift 
home” in late 1948, It offers a 12 x 
16 living room, kitchen with bullt- 
in sink and cabinets, utility room 
with water heater and wall furnace, 
considerable storage and closet 
space, ‘ 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
portion granted National Homes a 
$6,500,000 working credit in 1947 but 
thus far the company has borrowed 
only $2,000,000 against it. The Pric- 
es say the business is sound. But 
they expect rising production to 
necessitate further borrowings of at 
Teast $800,000. 

The Price team wants to reach 
into the rich housing markets of the 
Pacific coast and the Atlantic sea- 
board. They claim they can ship a 
house to Los Angeles for $300 and 
still undersell competitors by $1000, 
And they're talking of establishing 
a branch plant in New York state 
this spring. zi 

Those efforts to spread nation- 
wide may be the real test whether

Guided Missile Gls Talk ~ 


Of Burples

WASHINGTON—(NEA)— “Watch 
your beam-Jitter, Buster, the brenn- 
schluss isn't far off and you're 
about to get a burple from the 

burn-out. 

And there you haye a fine sam- 
ple of GI jargon for push-button 
Warfare. 

What that first sentence means, 
approximately, 1s, “Keep your eye 
on the radar screen, young ™man, 


the power in the guided missile’ 


1s about to shut off and the whole 
thing is likely to waver in the 
alr.” 

For the enlightenment of anyone 
who needs it, the Research and 
Development Board of the De- 
fense Department has just pub- 
shed a “Glossary of Guided 
Missile Terms,” It's a sort of lin- 
guistic passport to the new con- 
versational world created by the 
scientists working on the develop- 
ment of guided missiles, 

Some of the words are brand 
new ones, coined by the scientists. 
For example, there is “hangfire,” 
which means “the delayed igni_ 
tion of the propellant.” Or, chuf- 
fing,” which is defined as “the 
characteristic of certain rockets 
to burn intermittently and with 
an irregular puffing noise.” 

If, at this point, you're begin- 
ming to get confused, the new 
glossary has o meaning for the 
words “circle of confusion,” In 
guided missile talk that means 
“the circular {mage of a distant 
point object as formed in a focal 
plane by a lens.” Does that clear 
{t up? 

The new glossary doesn't guar- 
antee to make you overnight into 
a glib guided missile gabber. For 
instance, the term “magnetostric- 
tion” is lucidly explained as “the 
change in the dimensions of a fer- 
romagnetic object when placed jn 
a magnetic field.” 

Another term, with its defini- 
tion, which is Mkely to lead the 
average citizen from nowhere to 
nowhere is “stoichiometric.” It 
means “the components inyolved 
in a burning process are present 
in exactly the quantities needed 
for reaction without an excess of 
any Component.”

Perhaps the glossary’s greatest 
shock to the man-in-the-street is 
a revelation of how the guided 
missile boys have mangled the 
meanings of perfectly good Amer- 
ican words. Take the word 
“plumbing.” To the guided mis- 
sile expert it now means “the 
wave-guide construction used in 
microwave systems, such as ra- 
dors.” 

And “rat race” to them means 
“a particular type of radar wave- 
Buide configuration which serves 
the same purpose as the ‘Magic 
Tee’ but allows the handling of 
greater power.” 

Everybody knows what a “pad’ 
1s. But the glossary says it's “a 
non-adjustable attenuator.” The 
word “gutter” used to be pretty 
well understood until the guided 
missile men said {t means “a por- 
tion of a flame holder which is 
grooved for better operation.” 

They've even elbowed in on that 
exclusive field, medical termi-

nology. The book says the “um- 
bilical cord” is “‘a cable fitted with 
a quick disconnect plug at the 
missile end, through which mis- 
sile equipment is controlled and 
tested while missile is still at- 
tached to launching equipment or 
parent plane.” Nothing {s sacred 
to them. 

And, as they say in guided mis- 
sile terminology, let’s put an end 
to this “spillover” which really 
means “that portion of the air in 
the stream-tube which flows to the 
side of a ramjet intake rather 
than through the intake,”

Danish Film

Documentary Film Director for 
the Danish government, Mr. Erik

These 
will go ahead as planned author- 
ization to proceed having already 
been granted by the council and 
Municipal Board, he declared, Mr.

The 
chairman stated that it had. been 
the board's plan for sometime to 
increase South Ward accommoda- 
tion by four rooms in the not too 
distant future, but the’ circum- 
stances had precipitated this plan 
and they would now proceed on a 
lesser scale with a view to making 
further additions later on.

it from the operation of the cem- 
etery, it has always been difficult 
to show enough surplus to guarantee 
upkeep of the grounds in the fut- 
ure. 

“This has been and always will be 
a problem in almost every cemet- 
ery,” said Mr, Smith, who pointed 
out that “Surplus funds a few years 
ago could be invested in securities 
bringing as much as six percent, 
Now the same securities bring only 
three percent, yet the costs of man 
power and machinery in the same 
period have almost doubled, so that 
investments which were at one time 
adequate to care for the grounds 
properly are now found to’ be totally 
inadequate.” = 

“Economy has had to be practised 
in everything possible,” it was stat- 
ed. The surplus from 1949 was re- 
ported to be a definite {mprove- 
ment from previous years, which, 
along with the prepetual care fund, 
presented a much brighter picture 
for the future. Lot owners have 
shown an encouraging amount of 
interest in insuring that their lots 
will be cared for in the years to 
come.

Dies At Toronto 


_A man who grew up in Lindsay 
and whose father was prominent 
in the grocery trade here ‘s dead. 
He is Frederick Robson, and his 
father established himself in the 
grocery trade in the block now con- 
taining the Morley Greaves Oo. 
and later he built the Robson block 
on Kent St. W. They residéd on 
Albert St. South. The following ac- 
count of his death is from the 
Globe and Mail. 

“Associated with T, P. Loblaw in 
the early days of the Loblaw chain 
stores in Toronto, Frederick E. 
Robson, 66 of 98 Lawton Blyd., died 
Saturday after an illness of two 
weeks,” 

“Mr, Robson was a merchandising 
counsel for firms in England, where 
he lived for 12 years, and while 
there prepared trade reports of most 
countries in the world. He wag a_| 
director of Carlton Studios in Lon- 
don, England. At the time of his 
death he was president of Robson 
Oil Co. of Bowling Green, Ky.” 
“Mr. Robson was awarded the 
Coronation Medal in 1937 for his 
public services. He founded ‘the Big 
Brother organization and was its 
president five years. He also 
founded the Men of the Trees So- 
ciety in Canada and was it, presi- 
dent for six years and founded the 
Canadicraft Society. Mr. Robson 
was president of the English-; k= 
ing Union at the time of his death”. 
“An early member of the Rotary 
Club of London, England and To- 
ronto, Mr, Robson also was a mem- 
ber of the Arts and Letters Club, 
the Granite Club, Albany Club and’ 
the Canadian Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs.”

The 1949 Council made a good 
start towards getting through the 
business of their meetings fairly 
promptly. Mon. night gave indicat- 
jons however, that the excellent 
performance at the first meeting a 
week previous, might not be of a 
lasting nature. There was a lot of 
time lost last night when the point 
under discussion became lost in a 
cross-fire of opinion from various 
members of council. The net result 
of a couple of outbursts was to pro-

Another sign of the times which 
the second meeting of the local 
government produced centred on 
arena and recreational committee 
appointments. It became fairly clear 
after listening to the opening dis- 
cussions on the affair, and man- 
egement of the Arena and Recreat- 
fon Centre that here were two 
items of business which were going 
to occupy a lot of Council's time in 
the future. Whether or not it will 
boll down and level out after pre- 
Mminary. skirmishes remains to be 
seen. There was evidence that these 
two issues may provide the ingre- 
dients for some explosive incidents 
as time goes on.

occupied considerable time at Mon- 
day's Lindsay council meeting. 
Acting with Mr. Cote on arena mat- 
ters will be Messrs Gordon Cook, 
Stanford Pitt; and John Berlett. 
The committee for the recreation 
centre, under Mr. Puffer, will be 
Fulton Stewart, Guy Mills, Frank 
Power, Mrs. Lloyd Reeves, Arthur 
Dickinson and Harry Peirce. 

It was explained that the above 
committee, would take office at the 
conclusion of the audit now being 
conducted on the books of the 
arena and recreation centre. 

The poor condition of the roof 
of the arena was brought to the 
attention of council by Arena 
Chairman Cote, who claimed that 
at present it is leaking “like a sieve” 
and that there were holes in the 
ice right through to the pipes. He 
claimed that in some spots, the 
roof was leaking right onto the 
spectators’ seats. The whole exter- 
jor of the arena, he said, should be 
turned cver to the Town Property 
committee and they should be re- 
sponsible for the upkeep. This opin- 
fon was concurred in by Deputy- 
Reeve Ada Greaves, who suggest- 
ed that Mr. Cote bring the latest 
estimate of costs for repairing this 
roof, Mr. Cote said that in his op- 
infon {t should be done by local 
labour, as this-would proyide more 
of a guarantee that it would be’done 
properly. a § 

A statement of the number of hoc- 
key games played here, and the 
gross receipts was then read by Mr. 
Cote, who-revealed that there was 
at present a bank overdraft of about 
$7.00, and outstanding bills amount- 
ing to roughly $500, which he said 
he thought could be taken care of. 

This led into a discourse by Mr. 
Cote on the hockey prospects here. 
He claimed that unless there Werey 
Good hockey teams in Lindsay, the 
arena wasn't going to pay too well. 
He sald there were a number of 
young men in Lindsay who were 
coaching the younger teams to the 
best of their ability, but unfortu- 
notely, could only take them:so far. 

“Unless we can see our way. clear 
to having a good hockey coach, we 
won't go any further’, said Mr. 
Cote. He advanced the suggestion 
that if the town could procure 
someone like Hank Goldup, who 
might be given work {n other of the 
town's departments during the off- 
season for hockey, it might be the 
means of reviving interest in the 
sport locally. His proposal was that 
the arena and recreation centre 
cduld contribute $500 each part of 
which would be refundable from the 
government, to the salary of such 
@ man, and that the town should 
pay another $1000. He mentioned 
that starting in April, extra men 
were always needed for the Parks 
Board-and that during June, July, 
August, and September, relief was 
needed 1n the police and fire de- 
partments, to take care of the va~ 
cation periods of regular members. 

“Hockey {s a business, and if the 
arena i, going to make money, you 
have to have it,” he ayerred, 

Ald. Butler heckled Ald. Cote at

Mr. Kingsborough explained that 
{t was found last fall that coal was 
costing too much, with about $25 
worth a week being burned. Since 
installation of the oil unit, he said, 
costs had dropped to about $17 per 
week. Mr. Lamb pointed out that 
this was during a stretch of unus- 
ually mild weather, and that if the 
normal cold weather had been en- 
countered, he thought fuel costs 
would be three times this amount. 

This phase of the matter was then 
dropped, and Mr, Kingsborough 
read a request from Chief Webster, 
asking that a firefighter-clerk be 
appointed to relieve him of the 
paper work connected with his dual 
Job, and allow him time to make vit. 
al fire inspections. There was such 
a@ man available, said Mr, Kings- 
borough, for a salary of $25 per 
week, or $1300 per year. This, he 
said, would dispense with the need 
of a special dispatcher, and would 
provide it with an extra man on 24- 
hour duty at the firehall. 

“Sa far, we've just been lucky,” 
observed Ald. Cote, “and some day 
the law of averages is bound to 
catch up with us and we'll wish we 
had been prepared for it.” 

“Th seems to me in the last year 
you have increased fire and police 
forces greatly,” stated Mayor Lamb. 
“Where is.1¢ going to stop? You have 
today two or three more steady 
men that in the past. We have al- 
ways had an efficient fire depart- 
ment, and now you haye giyen tt all 
to one man, You know I am not in 
favour of one man holding two 
Chief's jobs, so, I say, let the agree- 
ment with Webster run until August 
31, and then decide whether you will 
split up the department again and 
consider other changes. You have to 
be very careful in 1950!” 

“We've come >a long way in the 
last few years,” replied Ald. Cote, 
“We're not just a farmers’ town any 
more, and if we are not going a- 
head, we're going back. I say we 
should give the chief this man.” 

“Tt's not fair to promise this man 
and not live up to it,” was Reeye 
Kingsborough’s comment. “We need 
this extra man. Visking is spending 
$250,000 on fire protection, and we 
should be able to protect them.” 

“You'll get taxes so high people 
won't be able to pay them!” observ- 
ed Ald. Butler.

Railway Unions | 
Ciaim Inadequate 
Wages Are Paid 


(British United Press) 
Representatives of two Canadian 
railway unions charge that thous- 
ands of railroad workers in this 
country are being forced to live on 
inadequate wages. 
‘The charge was made in a 53-page 
brief handed to a consiliation board 
in Montreal. The brief was 
presented to the board by T-. Mc- 
Gregor—The Chairman of the com- 
mittee representing the Canadian 
Brotherhood of Rallway Employees 
and the Brotherhood of Express 
Employees. : 

McGregor said the brief backed 
up the workers’ demands for a gen- 
eral ten-cent-an-hour wage increase 
plus reduced hours of service and a 
check-off of Brotherhood dues. 

The request of the railway unions 
for a hike in wages is being.opposed i 
by both the Canadian Pacific rail- | 
way and the Canadian National | 
railways. Both companies say that 
they are not financially able to} 
grant the increase unless they re-| 
ceive permission to hike freight 
rates again. 

McGregor told the Concilliation 
Board that he has figures proving 
that Canadian Railway workers are 
much worse off than workers in the 
manufacturing trades. 

The Union's brief contained a 
statement claiming that the present 
48-hour work week is an injustice 
to all workers. It says the railways 
are becoming the last major indus- | 
try to cling to an out-moded work 
week, 

McGregor claims that introduction 
of the 40-hour-week would not af- 
fect the railways’ wage bill as far as 
present employees are concerned. 
He snys the unions are asking for | 
@ 20 per cent increase in hourly 
and daily rates, and no reduction 
in monthly rates when the shorter 
work week becomes effective. 

The Union Chief adds that this 
will maintain take-home pay, and 
is consistent with/the accepted cus- 
tom of making proportionate ad- 
justments in wage rates with re- 
ductions in standard work hours.

Dear Sir: 
I am writing this ‘letter in hopes 


}that your publishing it will awak-/ 


en more interest on the part of the 
citizens of Lindsay jn this problem 
of education, of particular import- 
ance to them at this time. For 
this reason it is directed primarily 
to them. 

Listening tp the radio this morn- 
ing, January 2nd, I heard a resume 
6f the amazing changes and imp- 
rovements made in our way of life 
during the last fifty years, and it 
started me thinking of the changes 
to take place shortly in our educa- 
tional system, That is what prompt- 
ed me to write this to you. 

I am the wife of one of your 
school teachers. Since my husband 
became a teacher I have discovered 
that when two or more of that pro- 
fession meet, even socially, the talk 
inevitably turns to the school and 
its problems, These discussions sel- 
dom gp beyond the circle of people 
talking but I have decided that it 
is time you realized just how inter- 
ested your teachers are.in the wel- 
fare of your children. 

Every day they give their best in 
teaching your children, sometimes 
using old and adequate equipment 
and often in poorly lighted, poorly 
ventilated, poorly planned and ov- 


at their conventions, in their meet- 
ings with friends in the same pro- 
fession in other centres, they hear 
of new ideas, see demonstrated new 
equipment, 
-then wish for the opportunity to 
bring these improyements to their 
own pupils, Every day they see boys 
and girls whose minds cannot grasp 
academic work but who could amaze 
their families with their ability in 
shop work or sewing or some other 
technical subject. 

Lindsay is now making plans for 
new additions to its schools. Before 
we go ahead and make a terrible 
mistake, we should stop and’ think, 
A school built now which would 
only cover the needs of to-day would 
be inadequate in ten years, We 
should be building schools ahead of 
our time so that our children, now 
only infants, or not yet born, will 
have an equal opportunity with 
communities of more foresight. 

During the last few years great 
Sums of money were found for war, 
and even to-day many times as 
much is spent on liquor, tobacco, 
and cosmetics as on education. 
Surely our children deserve more 
consideration. And yet one of the 
places where economy seems to be 
exercised first is in the field of 
education. 

T read last week in our local paper 
that Lindsay is far ahead of other 
communities because it has its wir- 
ing underground, and much pro- 
gress has been made in other ways. 
Let us not lag behind in such a vit- 
al thing as education but let us get 
so far ahead In this field that even 
our grandchildren will benefit. 

One last thing. Before we draw up 
the plans for the schools, let us con- 
sult the teachers. They know the 
best design for facilities which will 
give their pupils the utmost in op- 
portunities for learning. Even the 
members of the Board of Education 
are not as close to the problems 
mentioned above as the teachers,

HIGH WINDS CAUSE 


Gusts Reach 90 m.p.h., 
Signs, Trees, Bldgs., 


‘Yield Before Gale 


Powerful winds with gusts reach- 
ing as high as 90 miles an hour 
buffetted Lindsay and the rest of 
Southern Ontario during the night 
and early hours of Saturday. 

In Lindsay at feast two buildings 
andeprobably more were damaged as 
a result of the gale-like winds. On 
William St, N., the top of the 
building housing the Mason and 
Whyte Insurance Agency, Amodeo 
Electric and the Choung Sun Laun- 
dry, was damaged. Wind ripped off 
a string of eavestroughing and hurl- 
ed chunks of lumber and brick to 
the street below. Fortunately no one 
was injured as the mixture came 
hurtling down and as soon as shop- 
keepers arrived on the scene a tem- 
porary barricade was erected forc- 

. ing pedestriants to detour the dang- 
er area. 

Across the road from the damaged 
William St. building a highways de- 
partment sign was torn from its 
mooring post and hurled to the 
ground. Drury’s store at the corner 
of Peel St. also suffered some dam- 
age to signs. The Culbert and Bos- 
well real estate sign was ripped 
down from its hanging place on 
Kent Street and numerous other 
signs blown over or partly demol- 

ished throughout the downtown 
area. A tree at the Separate School, 
split, dropping a section onto the 
street 

Ald. Frank Speer told the Post 
when he arrived on the job today 
that the high winds had lopped a 
piece off the chimney on his house 
and that the verandah of a Queen 
St. Residence, Mrs. Cook, was torn 
off her house.

OTHER AREAS HARD HIT

particularly hard hit. Trees, and 
hydro wires have been blown down 
in many parts of the province, and 
Many people report their windows 
have been broken by the tremend-

Officials at Dominion Public 
Weather Office in Malton say the 
wind was averaging 60 miles an hour 
in the Toronto area at the hight of 


the blow. At Niagara Falls, where 
the blast is sweeping unhampered 
from the south-southwest across 
Lake Erie, the average is listed as 
68 miles an hour. Shortly after sey- 
en o'clock this morning, the airport 
at Niagara Falls New York recorded 
a gust of 90 miles an hour, the high- 
est ever recorded in the city. A light 
plane was ripped from its mooring 
and smashed on {ts back, with dam- 
age estimated at 500 dollars.

However, 
tractors are being used to bring atr- 
craft in from the end of the run- 
ways, since - they have difficulty 
taxiing in the tremendous blasts of 
wind. 

The weatherman says the high wind 
is general throughout Ontario from 
North Bay to Michigan.

A, Peterborough china merchant 
says that he has stumbled upon a 
ruling under which he apparently. 
can claim a refund on part of the 
eight-per-cent sales tax paid on 
goods he has sold, The dealer, w=> 
declined use of hi; name, says that 
the Excise Tax Act provides that 
the sales tax need not be buyers 
outside Canada. He says that in 
such cases the merchant who sells 
the gaods is entitled to claim a re- 
fund of the tax paid by the article’s 
manufacturer, 

The dealer added that he has put 
in a refund claim“ that will amount 
to a four-figure sum”, 

According to the Excise Tax Act, 
section 103 A, the sales tax should 
not be collected if the goods are ex- 
ported from Canada, This was 
known by only a few merchants. 

But what a mere handful knew 
and they didn't tell, was that this 
lax money was refundable. And ac- 
cording to a recent ruling by the 
Department, a merchant can claim, 
and get sale, tax payments made 
fro two years prior to the date he 
notifie, the Collector of Customs he

Lost Book 


Harvard scientists reports , that 
an ancient scroll which may, con- 
tain a “lost book” of the Bible 
probably can be opened safely. 
However, Professor John Coolidge 
says that it can be opened only after 
chemical treatment. Professor Coo- 
lidge is director of the Fogg Art 
Museum at Harvard. 

The scroll, believed to be the lost, 
book of Lamech, is one of four dis- 
covered in 1947 near the Dead Sea. 
It was turned over to the Fogg Mu- 
seum by Archbishop Athansius Sa- 
mel, Metropolitan of Jersalem and 
Hashetmite Jordan. 

Coolidge’s announcement that the 
scroll probably can be opened came 


ing its gondition and months of 
‘tests on small fragments. 
“The difficulties we face in op- 
ening this scroll are such that no 
guarantee of success can be given,” 
the professor says. “However, ,ex- 
periments with fragments ...lead us 
to believe that it is feasible to. at- 
tempt to open the scroll,” he adds. 
The job of\restoring the manus- 
cript will be undertaken by Ruther- 
ford Gettens, Chief of Technical

A program of Federal and Provin- 
cial Public Works projects to proy- 
ide jobs for the unemployed at Un- 
jon rates has been demanded by the 
Ontario Provincial Federation of

tion's Annual Convention were held 
in Toronto Sunday. And the del- 
egates called on the government to 
honor pledges of jobs for all. They 
also asked for a Federal-Provincial 
agreement on Unemployment In- 


surance and other forms of assist- 
ance for the unemployed. Action on 
a variety of subjects ranging from 
| housing to pensions was demanded 
{by the 425 delegates representing 
200-thousand American Federation 
of Labor Affiliated Unionists. 

The convention saw the return to 
office of the Federation's Leftist 
vice-president, Bruce Magnuson of 
Sudbury. Magnuson is head of the 
| Lumber and Sawmill Workers Un- 
ion, 

No active campaign was waged for 
the defeat of the vice-president al- 
though a Right Wing group were 
believed to have sought his remoy- 
al. However, Magnuson’s personal 
popularity and recognized ability as- 
surred his re-election. 

Both William Godfrey and Bert 
Green were also returned to execu- 
tive positions. Godfrey is from Fort 
William’ and Green from Toronto:

Ottawa Admits Unemployment 
Is More Than Seasonable 


Federal Department of Labor 
sources admit there is an unemploy- 
ment situation in Canada of what- 
they-call — “More than seasonable 
proportions.” 

Howeyer, they say {t is due to ex- 
ceptional circumstances in certain 
localities rather than to general ec- 
onomic conditions. In fact, they say 
ayerage employment conditions are 
generally fayorable. 

Pulp Industries Hard Hit: 

One of the worst situations exists 
in the Canadian Pulp and Paper In- 
dustry, they say. Instead of send- 
ing men into the forests for cutting 
operations, the industry is at pres- 
ent living off its past wood invent- 
orles. This policy—attributed to the 
uncertain outlook of the export mar- 
ket—1s said to mean the loss of 50 
thousand jobs in Northern Ontario, 
Quebec and New Brunswick. 

On- the West Coast, exceptionally 
cold weather, coupled with blizzards 
has made {t impossible to conduct 
normal wood operations. Latest un- 
employment figures show that 40 
thousand men have been left with- 
out jobs since the abnormal weath- 
er began. However, it’s believed miore 
revised figures will show closer to 
50 thousand unemployed. 

Big Post-Holiday Rush Layoff: 

Retail stores across the Domin- 
jon have laid off more employees 
after the seasonal rush than ever) 


before. Previously stores were reluc- 
tant to drop workers, for fear they 
would not be able to replace them 
when the slack season was over. 
However, this feeling is said to no 
longer exist. Retail firms anticipate 
no difficulty in hiring personnel as 
they need them. Therefore they are 
conducting an economy drive to 
counteract other rising costs, 

The latest unemployment figure 
given by the Dominion Bureau of 
statistics is reported to be 261 thou- 
sand. But the Bureau says if this 
figure were to drop 100 thousand it 
would be lower than average for 
this time of year. 

Income Still High: 

But although an unemployment 
situation exists, the Bureau of Stat- 
istics says last October's Labor in- 
come was 30 million dollars over 
that of October 1948. 

The Bureau says that fatter pay 
envelopes were the main reason for 
the increase. October was also one 
million dollars higher than Septem- 
ber of last year. 

Salaries, wages and supplementary 
labor incomes in October reached 
the all-time high of 663 million 
dollars. This raised the cumulative 
total for the first ten months of last 
year to six billlon 327 million dol- 
Jars which was seven-point-eight 
percent over the same period in 
1948.

Unemployment 
Claims Higher 
In Peterborough 


Unemployment insurance claims 
are being paid to 1,321 persons, wil- 
liam Mellis, manager of the Nat- 
jonal Employment Office in Peter- 
boro said recently, Of this num- 
ber 1,005 reside in Peterborough and 
the remainder are in the other parts 
of the area, which includes Peter- 
borough and Haliburton counties 
and parts of Victorla, Durham ‘and 
Northumberland. counties. There 
are 754 others registered as unem- 
ployed who are not drawing claims, 

At this time last year, there were 
953 claim, according to Mr. Mellis 
who sald that in his opinion the 
unemployment situation in this area 
fs nothing to worry about. Al- 
though the number has increased 
slightly, it 1; largely seasonable and 
in some instances is due to short- 
ages of coal and steel. Mr. Mellis 
looks for an easing of the situation 
late in February or early in March, 

Those drawing claims represent 
five per cen} of the 24,000 insurable 
workers in the area and of the 1,005 
in Peterborough 702 are men and 
303 are women. In the district there 
are 251 men and 65 women. Of the 
702 men on claims in Peterborough 
61 are short time claims, that is they 
may draw for one week and then 
be on work for one, two or even 
three weeks. 

Mr. Mellis said that more men and 
women were coming into the city 
seeking employment. One boy hiked 
from Nova Scotia recently in search 
of work. He sald he had been teld 
that Peterborough was one of the 
busiest cities in Canada. At present 
one man from Newfoundland is 
drawing claims.

PARKING PERMITS FOR 
. PROFESSIONAL MEN. — — 


By a majority vote Town: Council- Has rescinded a 
clause -in its parking meter by-law which made Lind- 
say's professional men eligible for parking permits 
for their cars; ‘Under the terms of the amended by- 

“Jaw, permits ‘will’ only be available to commercial 
_yehicle, operators. 

In rescinding the privilege formerly granted pro- 
fessional men operating-cars, it was contended. by some 
that to continue to grant them permits was to defeat 

_the purpose of the meters — — -to relieve traffic con- 
gestion. Closer scrutiny of this contention reveals it 
to be less plausible than it at first presents its self. 
It is readily apparent that if space in front of a park- 
ing meter is occupied, 
is. owned by. a professional man or a layman—it still 
is not available to any other user. 

There are several obvious reasons for giving spe- 
cial consideration to- certain classes of professional 
jen whose business makes it necessary for them to 
use their cars in metered areas, Doctors, for example, 
frequently -have to make hurried and important calls 
to pharmacists in the downtown area, A parking 
permit could saye. them needless delay in carrying out 

Lawyers, ta.cite another class of 
professional men- using cars, while. perhaps not fre- 
quently in a great hurry to get parking space, could 

-conceivably find it very embarrassing to keep the 

meter paid up. Discussions “with clients often last 
considerable. time and any interruptions could prove 
annoying -to’their=clients and detract from. concentr- 

tion on vital matters. 7 

There are doubtless other factors which show need 
for special consideration to at least some professional 
class motorists but those cited are typical.and augur 
well for it. Thus it seems the matter. resolves itself 
to one conesrning fees for, and duration: of, specie} 
privileges, rather than reasons for. 

Perhaps Council could still be prevailed upon to 
extend the> privilege to. deserving classes of profes- 
sional men at a fee in keeping with the service 
rendered. Or, as another alternative, the permits 
might: be granted on a limited time basis, the time 
period to be indicated on the permit which could be 
displayed on the windshield for the meter inspector 
to be guided by. In any event it should not be“sum- 
marily dismissed without due consideration to all the 
facts. 


ARE FARM ORGANIZATIONS CONCERNED 
FOR THE FARMER OR FOR THEMSELVES? .. 


In these days of dropping farm prices farm organ- 


izations are raising. their voices in a plea for sub- 
sidies for farm products. They forecast the doom of 
the agricultural industry if the price of farm products 
is not maintained at a high level and generally bewail 
the economic plight of the industry. They do not 
however, seem to be overly concerned with the quality 
of the products produced on the nation’s farms and 
upon which the nation’s health is, to a larger extent 
than is’ generally realized, dependent. Neither do these 
pressure groups seem to be greatly concerned with 
exploring means of reducing production costs. 


As a result of this unbalanced attitude, the think- 
public has become concerned with the sincerity of 
their motives. The consumers feel that any organi- 
zation. which professes to have the interests of agri- 
-culture at heart should be concerned with its general 
structure if the greatest benefits are to accrue to 
farmer ‘and consumer alike. : 

Since. it is becoming increasingly apparent that 
organizations claiming-to represent farming interests’ 
are really largely concerned with their own interests, 


the nation’s farmers will have to depend largely on 


their own individual initiative for their salvation. They 
are coming, to realize that. it is their job. to produce 
‘quallty products as economically as possible, and that 
upon ‘this their own ingenuity will depend their ulti- 
mate success. The quicker this realistic approach to 
. their enterprise is entertained by the majority of 
farmers, the quicker they will emerge from their 
* dilémma., ; 
Everyone wants a prosperous farming industry in 
Canada, but they also expect of the: farmer what they 
expect of any producer, the best possible product at 


a price:consistent with their ability to pay which will - 


allow the farmer a reasonable operating profit. 

A closer study of all the factors in farm produc- 
tion and marketing by the farmers themselves is the 
indystry’s only hope ‘of coping with changing econ-

Excellent Results in Treatment of 
Veterans by Shock 


One of the findings in World War 
I which was of great help in World 
War II was in the treatment of 
what is called shell shock and ner- 
yous cases. In World War I, when 
at was found that a man was emo- 
tionally so upset that he’ was unfit 
for service, he was sent to base hos- 
pital and then home. It was thought 
that getting completely away. from 
the war zone would bring about 
recovery in less time. This was not 
what happened. Once the men got 
home most of them did not regain 
their grip on themselves for months, 
and this meant in many cases that 
the war was ended before they fully 
recovered. 

In World War 1, instead of being 
given a long lay-off from duty the 
emotionally upset serviceman was 
transferred to the nearest base hos 
pital and given a good rest, but 
always with the idea that he would 
soon return to duty. 


What happened was that while he 
was resting, he saw other men who 
were gradually recovering and had 
only one thought in mind --not to 
go home but to go back to combat 
duty and help out their comrades 
sitll fighting his battle and that 
of their whole country. 

Forunately also, since World War 
I, the shock method of treatment 
of mental and emotional cases has 
been tried in thousands of cases 
wtih excellent results. 

In “The American Journal of Psy- 
chiatry,” Drs. S. Paster and S. C. 
Holiman report their results in the 
treatment of 1,000 veterans suffer- 
ing from mental symptoms, by use 
of insulin and electric shock. All 
these ease, had been given the 
usual routine treatment without 
success. They state that the large 
percentage of social recoveries (re- 
turn to work and family) testifies 
as to efficacy or effectiveness of 
shock treatment. Insulin was found 
to be the most effective treatmen 
when used alone or following un- 
successful treatment with electric 
shock. Also the results last longer. 

In cases who were not overly ner- 
vous or emotional before joining the 
armed forces, shock treatment was 
strikingly effective even where the 
symptoms were brought on under 
great emotional distress. 


Shock treatment is the greatest 
step forward in the treatment of 
mental conditions in recent years 
and fortunately came at a time 
when mental hospitals were greatly 
overcrowded. 


THE PATIENT AND HIS ULCER: 


While ulcer of the stomach and 
small intestine (peptic ulcer) may 
be caused by infection (teeth, ton- 
sils, lower bowel), and also by rough 
foods, most cases are caused by em- 
otional disturbances — fright, fear, 
anxiety. The individual with a wide 
body and jovial disposition, who is 
a good eater and sleeper, seldom suf- 
fers with peptic ulcer, although he 
May develop one under extreme cir- 
cumstances. (I have spoken before 
of a husky happy individual, a stock_ 
broker, free of any symptoms of any 
kind whp developed an ulcer within 
six months after \having to meet 
his former clients who had lost 
their money during the depression.) 

While the ulcer patient may re- 
cover from an acute attack of pep- 
tic ulcer, there is always the chance 
that he will again have symptoms 
if he gets careless about his diet, dis 
regards the proper timing for tak- 
ing his antiacids (baking soda and 
other alkalis) and allows himself to 
get upset by emotional disturbances 
such as watching a game of base- 
ball or football, or a wrestling or 
boxing bout. 


In “Clinical Medicine,” Drs. 
Bruce Kenamore and Ernest. H. Par- 
sons, Washington University School 
of Medicine, after discussing food 
and medicine treatment of peptic 
ulcer, give some valuable advice on 
the management of ulcer patients. 

1. Show interest tn the patient 
and his problem. 2. Establish the 
patient's confidence in you by (a) 
being interested in him, (b) by 
carefully and completely examining 
him, (c) by being patient. 3, Take 
time to talk to the patient; explain 
his problem; let him talk about his 
worries. 4, Learn about his life his- 
tory, not just his medical history— 
how far did he go in school, why did 
he stop, what jobs had he had, why 
did he take them, what about his 
wife and family. 5, Explain to the 
patient how his feelings affect his 
stomach, how emotions can upset 
the manufacture of stomach diges- 
tive juice and the movements of 
the stomach which 1~'~ the digestive 
juice with the foods in the stomach, 


methods to “blow off steam" by ex- 
ercise, golf without keeping @ score, 
and other interests, writing stories 
even if he doesn’t try to have them 
published, These interests take his 
mind off ‘his worries for the time 
being. 


Keeping Diabetics Comfortable and 
Happy 


Before the days of insulin, every 
man, woman and child with diabetes 
died. By using a diet low in starch, 
some diabetics were able to live a 
number of months up to perhaps 
a year or two, but the disease was 
always fatal. Today the number of 
cases of dinbetes is as large if not 
larger than before insulin was dis- 
covered by Drs. Banting and Best. 
Many diabetics die, but the lives of 
great majority ares aved, many liv- 
ing as long as if they weren't suffer- 
ing with diabetes. 

Since the discovery of insulin, 
groups of diabetics are organizing 
Diabetic Associations throughout the 
world, These organizations deal with 
the problems of diabetes because, 
while life can be saved by strict 
attention to diet and the regular 
use of insulin, nevertheless circum- 
stances arise which must be under- 
stood by the diabetic if he is to live 
“comfortably” at all times. 

The latest Association to be form- 
ed is the Diabetic Association of On- 
tario, Canada, which owes its ex- 
istence largely to the stimulation of 
Dr. C. H. Best, co-discoverer of in- 
sulin. An editorial in “The Canadi- 
an Medical Association Journal” 
states that the formation of this 
Ontario Diabetic Association is a 
valuable and practical step in deal- 
ing with the problem of diabetes. 
“The aciual treatment of the disease 
will still remain in the hands of the 
physician, but there are many pro- 
blems connected with diabetics 
which are not strictly medical and 
yet call for solution; such, for in- 
stance, ag ‘camps where diabetic 
children can be dealt with; board- 
ing houses where diabetics can ob- 
tain meals especially needed; edu- 
cation of employers with regard to 
employing diabetics; the promot- 
ion for plang for early detection of 
diabetes.” The Association, by mak- 
ing know these plans, can help the 
daily life of the diabetic and actu- 
ally prevent the development of dia- 
betes in many young men, women 
and children, 

Physicians can greatly help by 
advising their diabetic patients to 
join, and as in other projects this 
organization “can give its weight” 
in directing projects for the better 
ment of the diabetic population. 


HEADACHE 


“Of all the symptoms which 
trouble mankind, headache, mild 
or severe, occurs more often than 
any other. The term ‘trouble’ is us- 
ed intentionally, since headache, 
because of its untouchable charac- 
ter, 80 often interferes with the 
thinking or judgment of the afflict- 
ed; headache also appears to in- 
fluence unfavorably any emotional 
disturbance already disturbing the 
body processes.” 

I am quoting Drs. Stuyvesant 
Butler and F. R. Hall, Chicago, in 
the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital number of “Medical Clinics of 
North America,” 

These physicians point out that 
the average physician does not take 
headaches seriously enough, consid- 
ering {ts depressing effect on the 
mind and body of the patient. They 
state that the usual experience of 
the doctor is this: the patient com- 
es complaining of pain in the ab- 
domen, pain in the knee, shortness 
of breath, and headache. 

What happens? 

The gall bladder is removed for 
the pain in the abdomen, teeth re- 
moved for pain in the knee, digi- 
talis is given for the heart (short- 
ness of breath), but the headache 
remains, 

As a matter of fact, it 1s the head- 
ache in many cases that causes the 
patient to consult the physician, 
and the physician should give it 
the careful investigation given any 
other symptom. Headache should 
not be dismissed with a “quieting” 
drug. Thus the kind or character 
of the headache should be learned 
where and how {t starts, how it 
starts, how {t comes on and disap- 
pears, if any other head symptoms 
(eye, ear sinuses, teeth) are present, 
if the patient is allergic to various 
substances and the relation of emo- 
tional disturbances, worry, loss of 
sleep to the headache. 

Although there are not less then 
150 known causes of heAdaches, Drs, 
Butler and Hall state that head- 
aches develop in four principle ways. 
(1) distension of arteries inside or 
outside the skull; (2) traction 
(pulling) on the blood vessels inside 
the skull; (3) swelling edema) and 
Spasm of back of neck and scalp 
muscles, and (4) direct irritation of 
pain-carrying neryes or structures 
by inflammation or pressure. 

Don’t take a pain-relieving drug 
just before you consult your doctor 
about your headache. It may hide

[Alcoholism Was 
Health Problem 
In 2250 B.C. 


The director of research for the 
Ontario Liquor Control Board says 
Alcoholism as a public health pro= 
blem goes back almost as far as ci- 
vilization itself . 

The director --David Archibald 
spoke to a conference of Ontario 
medical officers and nursing super= 
visors in Toronto Friday. He told 
them that Hammurbi in 22-hundred 

and 50 B-C, recognized problem 
drinkers and devised counteracting 
legislation. ‘ 

Archibald said --“We still have 
alcoholics. And like any |, psy= 
chological or physical disorder, 
‘there will be alcoholics until we fo- 
cus directly upon the disorder it- 
self.” He said that alcoholism must 
bé recognized as 4 disease and oy~- 
ercome by research, rehabilitation 
and community education. 

‘The research director sald that al- 
coholism is the next disease to be 
lifted out of - abyss of intolerance. 
He said it would follow the success= 
es attained with tuberculosis, ven- 
ereal disease and mental illnesses{ 

Archibald 'said it is necesary to go 
beyond the overt symptoms of ex~ 
cessive drinking to understand the 
problem. He added that the roots of 
alcoholism are founded deep in so- 
cial and psychological forces. 

The research director said that 
the control board Plans to continye 
a thorough study into the problem 
of alcoholics. And he said the board 
intended that ‘the word “control” 
in its title will come to mean not 
only control of sale but control also 
of drinking hab{ts of people.

FARM FRONT 


STILL HAMMERING AWAY WITH 
WARNINGS 

Farm representatives are still 
hammering away With thelr warn- 
ings that industry may be seriously 
affected, if farm prices continue 
to fall. 

The latest is R. W. Morrison, pre- 
sident of the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture. 

He told the Federation's 13th an- 
nual convention in Toronto yester- 
day that depressed farm purchas- 
ing power is the knockout blow that 
brings labor and industry crashing 
down. \ 

Morrison sald the _ responsibility 
of individual farmers is to produce 
thetr share of the world’s needs. 
But he added: the deputy of the 
federation is broader ...Jt must en- 
sure a fair return for the food pro- 
duced, and we can only hope to ful- 
fill our responsibility of producing 
a permanent abundance of food if 
our farm income is at an adequate 
Tevel. 


GRASS ENSILAGE TO REDUCE 
costs 


A feature of the recent 54th an- 
nual meeting of the Nova Scotia 
Farmers’ Association was the panel 
discussion on the use of grass en- 
silage to reduce dairy production 
costs. 

Delegates heard of the experience 
of Nova Scotia farmers and research 
officer, of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

George Cook, agricultural repre- 
sentative for Colchester County, ac- 
ted as chairman and two veteran 
farmers ...George Landry, of lower 
South River and Morley Harvey, of 
Newport gave their own experiences 
of silage used as cattle feed. 

In the last few years both have 
changed from corn and other en- 
silage crops to grass to a consider- 
able extent. They told the meeting 
that a higher protein value was to 
be had from grasses especially the 
clovers. 

J. E. Shuh, assistant director of 
the field crop services in Nova Sco- 
tia, and J. S. Leefe, of the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Kentville 
deflated the impression that the 
construction of a silo suitable for 
the storage of green fodder is a 
costly business. They told of experl- 
ment, carried out with trench silos, 
tumnelled into the ground, They 


sald they were completely construct- | 


ed at a negligible cost. Both advised 
delegates that grass would keep in 
“this hole in the ground” as well as 
in upright constructed silos. 
Chairman Cook warned farmers 
to work with clover to get a silage 


with a high protein content, while | 


Mr. Shuh pointed out that --from 
hhis experience -animals eat silage by 
choice over hay and other fools: He 
also stated that a high milk pro- 
duction schedule i, retained and 
that the quality of grain required 
may be reduced by half. 

The speakers emphasized that for 
years Nova Scotia farmers have 
been searching for a high protein 
food for their livestock, not realiz- 
ing that right at hand they had 
“June grass” which tests more than 
15 percent in most cases. 

The delegates were also advised 
that most of the machinery now on 
farms is suitable for making silage 
and that new machinery ts not nec- 
essary. (BUP)

U.S. Weaker In Pacific Than 
Pre-Pearl Harbor — Knowland, 


Offering New Five-Point Policy

Washington—(NEA) — The Unit- 
ed States is now weaker in the Pac- 
ific than {t was before Pearl Harb- 
or, believes Senator William F. 
Knowland, whose eye-witness re- 
port on the Orient has stirred G. O. 
P. leaders to demand U. S. aid in 
Formosa. 

The California Republican, back 
Yrom a month-long, 35,000-mile air 
trip through the Far East, offers 
this five point program for a new 
American foreign policy in the Or- 
fent: 

1, Do not recognize Communist 
China. 

2. Expediate distribution of the 
$75,000,000 appropriated by Con- 
&ress last year for use in support 
of Far Eastern democratic govern- 
ments. 

3. Send a U. 8. mission to For- 
mosa to advise the Nationalist gov- 
ernment on defenses, and to sup- 
ervise American aid, 

4. Unfreeze the $94,000.000 of 
Marshall Plan aid already allocated 
for Nationalist China. If this mon- 
ey is not spent by Feb. 1, it must be 
returned to the Treasury. 

5. Strengthen U. 8. Naval forces 
in the Pacific. 

The Senator endorsed the recent 
assignment of another aircraft car- 
rier to the U. S. Nayal forces in the 
far East, but Indicated further str- 
engthening would be advisable. 

As head of the proposed U. S. ad- 
visory mission to Formosa, Sen. 
Knowland suggests someone of the 
calibre of Lieut. Gen. Albert C. Wed 
emeyer, who succeeded Gen. Stil- 
well in command of U.S. forces in 
China during the war; or Brig. Gen. 
William L. Roberts, Ohief of the 
U.S. Military Advisory group to the 
Republic of Korea. 

Senator Knowland visited Korea, 
Japan, Formosa, Hong Kone, China, 
the Philippines, Guam and Hawaii 
on his tour. He was in Chungking 
the day before it fell to Communist 
forces. 

He found morale of Nationalist 
troops on the mainland of China

pretty well broken, largely because 
of lack of pay and food, The going 
rate of payment for Chinese troops 
is one silver dollar a month — when 
there ts any silver. When there is 
not, the troops are issued a $1 cer- 
tificate which is worth about 10 
cents. Food allowances are the equi- 
valent of $1.50 in U. S. money, per 
month. Much of the time there has 
been not only no food allowance 
but no food. 


On Formosa, however, Senator 
Knowland found morale high, train- 
ing excellent. Lack of equipment 
and ammunition limited training on 
firing ranges to 17 rounds of am- 
munition per man. Troops on For- 
mosa are under Lieut.

advisers. The loss of Formosa to 
the Communists, he said, would 
_mean that U. S. positions on the 
Phillipines and Japan would be 
flanked, and U.S. defenses on Okin- 
awa threatened. \

For the Julins of Stockholm, 


Life Is

Stockholm, Sweden, — (NEA) — 
When Mrs. Gertrud Julin arrives 
home from her job in the personnel 
department of a Stockholm restaur- 
ant chain, she doesn’t have to dash 
into the kitchen to start dinner. 

The Julin family sits down to a 
122-kroper (about 36 cents) din- 
ner in the the restaurant of Kollek- 
tinnuset Marieberg, a collective 
tousing project that makes it pos- 
sible for Mrs. Julin to keep a full- 
time position she likes and, at the 
same time, be a conscentious wife 
and mother. 

I visited Mrs, Julin; her husband, 
Birger, a quiet, pleasant man who 
works in a government employ- 
ment exchange, and two of their 
children, stocky, blond Anders, 8, 
and his sister Eva, 7, during an 

American Oyerseas Airlines tour 
of Scandinavia. Four-year-old Bar- 
bara Mrs. Julin explained, was vis- 
iting her grandmother. 

“Tf she were home, she would be 
playing in the project's day nurs- 
ery,” reported Mrs. Julin in fluent 
English “It costs us 3%€ kroner 
daily (about 70 cents) to keep her 
there. It is worth it, because I 
know she {s well cared for.” 

The Julins occupy a three-room 
apartment, one of 95 units in the 
project, which has a total ocoup- 
ancy of about 450. They pay 2500 
kroner rental a year, or about $500. 

“We haven't much room,” sald 
Mrs. Julin. “When the children 
grow & bit more, I fear we shall 
have fo move. However, you can see

Formosa Is the New 
Paradox of the Pacific

Formosa has become the new par- 
adox of the Pacific. 

Its 6,000,000 people intensely dis- 
like the Chinese Nationalists, whom 
they regarded as lberators in 1945 
and who now are making a last- 
ditch stand against the Communists 
on the rich island. 

But the Formosans—or Taiwan- 
ese—dislike the Communists as 
much, or even more, than the Na- 
tionalists. 

And as the U.S, studied means of 
helping Chiang Kai-shek in the de- 
fense of the island. Formosans were 
beginning to wonder to whom they 
really owed allegiance. For 50 years, 
until 1945, they were under Japanese 
rule; then China took over, but the 
Japanese peace treaty still has not 
been signed, and.technically the {s- 
land remains in Allied hands. 

It {s not the first time Formosa 
has been a bastion for a Chinese 
government in retreat. In the sey= 
enteenth century, the Koxinga re- 
gime fled to the island with the 
Manchu on {ts heels; it took sever- 
al years of desperate fighting before 
Koxinga’s last stronghold crumbled. 

The fighting this time promises 
to be just as desperate. Communist 
invaders from the mainland face 
115 miles of choppy Taiwan Straits 
waters, a difficult barrier for am- 


phibious warfare, Twice this fall 
the Reds sampled this barrier, and 
were decisively wiped out by Nat- 
jonalists on islands along the am- 
phibious approaches to Formosa. 

As the U. 8. eyed the situation 
with the idea of moving in, the Reds 
were again sampling ‘Islands near 
Formosa and landing guerillas on 
Formosa itself. 

Key man for Chiang’s defense of 
the island is Lt. Gen.’Sun Li-jen, 
thin bushy-hatred hero of the Bur- 
ma campaign who has a force of 13,- 
000* Nationalists. Chiang’s goyern- 
ment has announced 35,000 Form- 
osans will be recruited to bolster 
Sun Li-Jen, but it will probably be 
a force of reluctant recruits, 

Two years ago, after being squeez- 
ed by their Nationalist liberators to 
help support the mainland and 
robbed by Chinese carpetbaggers, 
hundreds of thousands of, unarmed 
Formosans revolted. The uprising 
was quelled only after 5000 to 10,- 
000 natives were killed, and left 
hatred in its wake. 

General Fun Li-jen has more 
than Red invaders and Formosan 
unrest to bother him. Although he

WASHINGTON -(NEA) ~- Military 
and civilian officials are worried 
that flying is getting too fast and 
furlous to be fun and that the 
“wild blue yonder” {s losing {s gla- 
mor. 

This problem has a serious bear- 
ing on the future cevelopment of 
American aviatlon, the experts say. 

As far as’ military flying is con- 
cerned it's a matter of flight per- 
sonnel morale and recruiting diffi- 
cluty, In civil aviation it's a ques- 
tion of possible widespread loss of 
interest in personal flying. 

A Ciyil Aeronautics Administrat- 
jon study reveals u sharp drop in 
the number of applications for stud- 
ent permits last year. The pre-war 
high was 1940 with 110,000 applicat- 
jons. For 1949 the total was less 
than 45,000. In 1948 there were 
117,000 applications for student per- 
mits. 

This same situation is reflected by 
figures from the Air Force. An ana- 
lysis of two recent cadet classes re- 
vealed one with 80 per cent and the 
other with 60 per cent of the stu- 
dents haying less than two years 
of college. Pre- war classes averaged 
more than 95 per cent of students as 
college graduates. An AF spokesman 
who has been studying the problem 
explains: 

“The boys with more than two 
years of college or with degrees 
just aren't interested in flying as a 
career the way they used to be. Col- 
leges “seem to be advising them 
against it.” 

Other evidence from. the Air 
Force reveals a sharp increase in 
the hazards of military flying since 
the war, It can be tied in with the 
changed attitude among pilots and

crewman toward flight duty. 
AF. Maj. Gen. Richard E. Nu- 
gent reveals that the post-war rate 
of pilots killed in alr accident has 
increased: 25 per cent over pre-war. 
He adds: “Flight duty ts five times 
more dangerous than regular AF 
ground duty, and the death rate of 
military pilots is more than 20 times 
that of commercial airline pilots.” 

Reason for this,-he says, is be- 
cause “supersonic speeds with jet 
propulsion, rocket propulsion with 
its problems of compressibility, me- 
thods of escape through ejection, 
and the effects of ...gravity forces 
a, they aproach human limits, are 
an integral part of current and fu- 
ture military flying.” 

This increased danger of flying 
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is in part credited with the amazing 
reaction the Air Force got when it 
offered a large group of reserve 
pilots on active duty the choice of 
getting. out of the service or taking 
ground duty, at a considerable drop 
in salary, About 98 per cent were 
willing to take the cut and give 
up their wings. 
_ The comment of one of those pi- 
lots adds this to the subject: 
“Most Air Force pilots are ‘about 
32 or older. Flying has long since 


stopped. being the fun we thought ¢ 


it was when we were just out of 
college. I's strictly a job now. On 
top of that most of us haye families 
Our combat records proye that we 
aren't cowards, but each time we 
fly we are aware of the statistics.” 


Out of the Crocodile’s Mouth 
Come Russia’s Ideas of Life

Washington—(NEA)—The_ teach- 
dng of Anti-Americanism has for 
the past three years been such a 
Yixed goal of Soviet propaganda for 
consumption by the Russian people 
that if is now a mania. 

That is the statement of Prof. 
William Nelson of Columbia Uni- 
versity, a former editor of the mag- 
azine “‘Amerika,” published in Rus- 
sian by the State Department. for 
limited circulation in the U.S. S, R. 

To prove his point, Prof. Nelson 
has been making a special study of 
the cartoons published in “Kroko- 
dil” (Crocodile), the Russian tri- 
monthly humorous. magazine, It is 
the only humorous magazine pub- 
lished in Russia, but {ts circulation. 
is a mere 165,000. It is nevertheless 
looked upon as the officlal Commun_ 
ist line of satire against everything 
which the Kremlin opposes. 

Up until April, 1946, “Crocodile 
snapped largely at Russian ‘citizens 
who failed to do their duty tp asSo- 
viet State. When Premier Stalin an- 
nounced that “international reac-

tion was making plans for a new 
War, all Russian agencies of prop- 
aganda and agitation began to fo- 
cus their attention on the United 
States in a big hate campaign. 

Inefficient factory managers in 
the ‘Soviet Union can breathe eas- 
Jer now, for Prof. Nelson says over 
half the space of “Crocodile” is tak- 
cn up with cartoons against Ameri- 
ca. In one issue, 20 of 42 drawings 
were anti-American in character. 

The reason for this, Prof. Nelson 
believes, is that the Soviet govern- 
ment realizes that its people will not 
readily learn to hate America unless 
@ powerful campaign of agitation is 
carried on. For at the end of the 
war, the Russian people liked the 
United States very much indeed, 
and were grateful for its aid. 


To show how this campaign is be- 
{-g conducted, Prof, Nelson has just 
compiled a book, “Out of the Croc- 
odile’s Mouth,” reproducing over 100 
of “Crocodile's” cartoons, translat- 
ing their labels, and analyzing their 
a.vacks against American capital- 
ism, liberty, gangsters and free 
press. The Marshall Plan and Am- 
erfcan military preparedmess are 
also Jampooned, 


One of the impressions which the 
“Crocodile” propaganda seeks to 
put’ over is that in Russia every- 
thing {s peaceful, while in the Unit- 
ed States there is a “police state.” 

A favorite” theme of the Com- 
munist cartoonists is that the Am- 
erican high standards of living are 
enjoyed only by the small capitalist 
class, and that the masses really go 
unemployed and hungry. Eyery item 
of American news that can be selz- 
ed upon to promote this idea is play- 
ed up, such as the destruction of 
millions of bushels of potatoes last 
year under the price support pro- 
gram. 


To “Crocodile” cartoonists, Mber- 
ty in the United States !s a myth. 
Loyalty investigations of goyernment, 
employes were cited.as examples of 
American “thought control.” This 
was. satirized by a cartoon show- 
ing capitalists examining the Stat- 
ue of Liberty in search of danger- 
ous thoughts, ~ 


The myths that America {s popula- 
ted entirely by gangsters, that the 
children are all delinquent, that U. 
S. culture Js of an extremely low or- 
der and that the masses are uned- 
ucated or illiterate have been pop- 
ular throughout Europe for a long 
(ime. American thriller movies of 
ourse glven much credit for spread- 
ing these beliefs, and “Crocodile” is 
on the bandwagon. 

Russian railing against American 
newspapers {s well known.

N. Doctor Who Ended Elderly Woman’s 
Suffering Revives an Untamed Tempest

Should Human Life be snuffed 
out to relieve endless suffering? 

Public attention is again focused 
on that controversial problem that 
remains unsolved despite millions of 
words written and spoken, both pro 
and con. 


A New Hampshire doctor's “mercy 
killing” of an elderly woman dying 
of cancer, is the latest case to stir 
up the debate over euthanasia 
which first became widespread in 
1915 as an aftermath of the famous 
Bollinger baby case. 

Oddly, the 1915 case 
mercy killing at all, in the strict 
sense of the term. 


wasn't & 


A baby was born in Chicago, 
to a woman named Bollinger. Dr. 
Harry J. Haiselden, chief of staff at 
the hospital, saw that the baby was 
hopelessly crippled and imbecilic. 
It was obyious to Dr. Haiselden that 
the child would never be normal. 


Among its other misfortunes was 
a defect which would cause death 
within a matter of weeks, unless an 
operation was performed quickly. 
With the parents’ permission. Dr. 
Haiselden failed to perform the 
necessary surgery. and the baby 
died. He hadn't done anything to 
bring on death, but neither had he 
done anything to prevent death. 


A coroner's jury acquited him of 
any responsibility, but the Chicago 
Medical Society forced him to re- 
sign his membership. A storm of 
public debate raged around his head 
To justify his stand, he starred in 
a motion picture based on the case, 
“The Black Stork.” He later moved 
to Cuba and died within four years. 

Ten years after the Bolinger case 
nother doctor practiced euthanasia. 
Dr. Harold Blazer, a retired physic- 
ian of Englewood, Colo., had devot- 
ed years of patience to caring for 
his crippled, idiot daughter, Hozel. 

Then, when she was 33, he began 
to wonder what would happen to her 
if he died. He chloroformed her, and 
tried to Kill himself. Hazel died, but 
Dr. Blazed lived to go on trial for 
murder, 


"The Jaw has only to do with 


a being born of woman,” Judge 
Samuel Johnson charged the fury. 
“It is born of woman and it lives. 
It is a human being. Tt {s murder to 
kill it, take {ts life, even though it 
may Jack all or nearly all attrib- 


utes of a fully-developed person.” 


Nevertheless, Dr. Blazer was ac- 
quitted, while newspaper editorials 
and church pulpits and neighbor- 
hood barber shops argued the right 
and wrong of the verdict. Several 
more mercy kill{ obviously in- 
spired by the Blazer case, followed 
soon after. 


‘The nex; to arouse nationwide in- 
terest was the Greenfield case in 
New York. As usually happens oth- 
er mercy killings followed soon af- 
ter. 


Jerome Greenfield was 16, the only 
child of Louis and Anna Greenfield. 
He was a hulking six-footer, welgh- 
ing 170 pounds, but he had the 
mind of a two-year-old. Everything 
possible had been done for the boy, 
but he was incurable. He was besid-

es a great burden on the family, and 
Mrs. Greenfield, in particular, was 
often physically harmed by her 
hefty, unthinking charge. 

In January, 1939, Louise Green- 
field, a small, insignificant-looking 
man, asked his wife to leave their 
apartment. And he then chloro- 
phormed his sleeping son. “He is 
better off dead,” he told the police 
who tried to revive the boy. 


Mrs. Greenfield stood by her 
husband during long months of 
trial and publicity. A shrewd lawyer 
had him tell the court that it was 
the voice of God that had urged 
him to kill the boy. Heeding the 
judge’s charges that anyone beliey- 
ing himself to be an emissary of God 
couldn’t tell the difference between 
right and wrong, the jury acquitted 
him. 


Five moths later, Mrs. Greenfield 
sued for separation. “She never for- 
fave me,” said Greenfield. “and I 
don’t suppose she ever will. 

But the most sensational example 
of mercy killing was the Noxon case, 
which took place in the fashionable 
John F. Noxon, Jr. mansion in Pit- 
tsfield, Mass., in 1943. Noxon was a 
wealthy corporation lawyer, a Har- 
vard graduate and himself a victim 
of infantile paralysis. He used can- 
es to get around. 


His six-month-old son, Lawrence, 
was an imbicle, doomed to a sub- 
Standard life. On that September 
afternoon in 1943, the baby died. 
Police said he had been electrocuted. 
Noxon maintained it was an accid- 
ent. He sald he had been repairing 
a radio, then left the room for a 
moment. The baby he contended, 
must have come in contact with a 
live wire. 


But the police charged that the 
infant was deliberately wrapped in 
wet diapers and placed on a metal 
tray with a wire wrapped sround 
his arm. They said that Noxon, 
convinced that electrocution was 
the most humané form of death, had 
arranged the elaborate mechanism 
to insure an easy death for the 
child.

The court convicted him. Noxon 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
but was paroled after five years. He 
became a free man in January 1949. 

Those were only a few of the 
cases of euthanasia to hit the head- 
lines. After each one, the public 
heard wordy discussions of the is- 


sue. Doctors were polled — and 
many admitted having practiced 
mercy killings on their patients. 


Some ministers favored the practice, 
but most condemned it. Public opin- 
fon polls showed that the people 
were about evenly divided on the 
subject, while most doctors favored 
some form of legalized euthanasia. 

Bills to legalize mercy killing have 
been up before several state legis- 
latures, but none passed. England 
once considered a cuthanasia mea- 
sure. Most such laws would make 
mercy killing legal in cases of incur- 
able illnesses, and then only when 
the patient himself, at least two 
reputable doctors and a judge ap- 
proved the petition. 


And now in New Hampshire, the 
controversy rages anew. A jury will 
have to decide whether Dr. Herman 
Sander's action cost him his free- 
dom, or even his own life. Whatever 
the jury decides, however, undoubt- 
edly will not settle the argument.

Mariposa Woman Beaten 
Brutally By Husband © 


“There have been cases of assault 
in this court before, but I have ney- 
er seen*®such evidence of injury as 
this!” 

This was the comment made by 
Crown Attorney Jordan as he fin- 
ished examining a 28-year-old Mari- 
posa woman, who had laid a charge 
of assault involving bodily harm a- 
gainst? her 31-year-old husband. 
She appeared in court today, with 
both eyes blackened, and closed to 
blood-rimmed slits, her face swol- 
len and bruised. She told the court 
that her neck and shoulders were> 
also scratched and bruised, and that 
she had been subjected to a brutal 
hair-pulling which had drawn blood. 
She had required medical attention 
after the beating. 

The wife told a tale of returning 
to her farm home late Monday af- 
ternoon from her father's farm, 
which she had visited to do the fam- 
ily washing. She had prepared sup- 
per and attended to the farm chor- 
es, when her husband returned from 
a curling match and proceeded to 
pick a quarrel both with herself and 
with his brother, who boarded at the 
home. The husband became actively 
abusive, and the brother left. After 
his departure, the husband threw 
his wife to the floor, sat on her 
stomach and proceeded to pummel 
her about the head with his fists. 
Meanwhile, the three children of 
the couple were awakened, and be- 
came hysterical. An eight-year-old 
daughter tried to come to her moth- 
er’s assistance by striking her fath- 
er with a small chair. The father 
seized this and proceeded to belab- 
our his wife about the head with 
this, then got to his feet and kicked 
her in the head. The arrival of the 
wife's father put an end to the 
beating. 

The brother of the accused testi- 
field that he had been involved in 
a brief skirmish with his brother, 
but had left. 

“During this fight of yours, did 
you land any—I hope’’ asked Crown 
Attorney Jordan. 

The father-in-law of the accused 
testified that there had been similar 
occurrences before, but none so ser- 
jous as that which had occurred 
last Monday night. He told of en- 
deavouring to straighten the accus- 
ed out and get him to settle down, 
While agreeing that there should be 
@ penalty imposed, he asked that it 
be something less than the maxi- 
mum.

Races Stork

The Common Cattle Grub, By- 
poderma lineatum, has been with 
us for many years but does not 
cause gadding .The adult of this 
species lays its eggs on the rear 
Jeg, and flanks of cattle when they 
are lying down or standing peace- 
fully in the shade. The eggs are 
laid in groups of 6 to 8 on each hair 
and little or no irritation is caused 
by this action. The Northern Cattle 
Grub or “bomb fly”, Hypoderma 
bovis, is the one which causes the 
gadding or running and is there- 
by given the name “gad fly”.

Mayor Lamb, attending a meeting 
of the Board after a year's absence 
from Lindsay affairs was welcomed 
back into the Water Board by 
Chairman Lewis Gordon, who was 
re-appointed chairman for 1850. 

Mr. Lamb wondered why dredging 
of the Scugog River shouldn't be 
possible, to rid the stream of what 
hhe described as a Jelly-like forma- 


flow of water between Lake Scugog 


. which T. J. Ryan, superintendent 
- of Trent Valley Waterways, had 


frowned upon any dredging pro- 
‘gram as being the incorrect solution 

to Lindsay's water problem. The 

Water Board was told at the time 

of this meeting that the Scugog 
was “practically level from the lake 

to Lindsay.” ‘ 

“The only thing I can think of 
1s putting a jack under the Scugog 
and tilting it up to increase the’ 
flow,” commented Mr. Collins. 

There followed a brief argument 
with regard to the flow of water 

"under the stone mill at the locks, 
with Mayor Lamb reminding Board 
members that the B. F. Goodrich 
company had investigated this at 
the time two or three years ago 
when they were considering Lind- 

say as a possible location for a 
plant. At that time, said His Wor- 
ship, the Goodrich people had ‘said 
€mough water was being “wasted” 
in this manner to supply all their 
water needs, apart from the needs of — 
the town of Lindsay. Other mem- 
~bers were quick to point out that, ~ 
while this may have been trie at 
the time, an extremely dry summer 
had intervened, and if was not nec- 
essarily the case at present. In any 
event, sald Superintendent Reynolds 
this very thing was under investiga- 
tion now- 

, The talk then got around to con- 
sideration being given to utilizing 
Cameron Lake as a source of supply 
Tests have been made of both Cam- 
eron and Balsam Lake as to saf- 
ety, palatability, and so forth. Ex- 
cerpts of the findings were read to 
Board members, and showed Camer- 
on Lake as the better source of the 
two. . 

Mr, Lamb remarked that the ine 
Stallation of a Pipeline would be a 
major expense, as he thought that if 
& water supply were brought from 
the lake, two Pipelines would be 
needed on the chance that trouble 
Might develop in @ one-pipeline 
Scheme. It was pointed out that the 
whole proposition was predicated on 
the possibility of the town's growth 
and the introduction of new indus- 
try, in which case, as Mr. Sinclair 
observed, the board would be fool- 
ish to close its eyes to Cameron Lake 
as & source of supply, 

“Last year was a real good sam- 
Ple of what could happen with two 
or three dry years,” said Superin- 
tendent Reynolds. “Maybe if we 
Went up the river and did reforest- 
ation, you'd have an’adequate water 
supply and a better water Supply, 
but this isn’t at all certain.” The 
Trent Canal people say Scugog Lake 
has an average depth of four to five 
feet, and they figure its area at 16,- 
000 acres, or five miles square. In 
addition to this there is drowned 
land, where the bullrushes grow and 
so forth, but this is not counted 
with the Jake proper. The flow of 
the river during the four dry 
months last summer was zero, we 
tested it with a flow meter.” He 
also commented on the evaporation 
rate of Scugog Lake, estimated to 
be between one and one and a half 
inches per month. 

Meanwhile, a new pump {fs being 
installed at the well in Victoria 
Park, which will nearly double the 
flow of water from this source, and 
repairs are being made at the pres= 
ent pumping station. When instal= 
led the pump should increase the 
flow from 240 galls per minute to 
400.

Future Is Bright 


Fenelon Falls Found Security 


In Auxiliary During Shortage 


In Lindsay a few days ago before 
proceeding for a stay in the warm- 
er climes to the south, of Canada, 
Mr, Robt. Levia, member until this 
year of the Fenelon Falls Power 
Commission, said he was pleased 
to be leaving the commission in a 
secure position insofar as power 
supplies were concerned. 

Recognizing many months ago 
that the village, in general with the 
rest of the province, was heading 
for a power shortage, the commis- 
sioners of the Fenelon Falls Pow- 
er Company decided that they had 
better do something about it, The 
result was that the threat of a pow- 
er shortage again last fall in other 
parts of Ontario held no terrors for 
the cataract village. The reason: 
a diesel-powered generating unit 
had been installed which could care 
for addition demands and proyis- 
ion had been made to install two 
more similar units if the need arose. 

Mr. Levia is proud of the pro- 
gress made in this connection and 
happy about the future prospects of 
the power company. He speaks 
warmly pf the help Mr. L. G. Mc- 
Niece, of the Orillia Light and Pow- 
er Company, and Mr. L. Childs of 
the Russell-Hipwell Engines Ltd., 
diesel suppliers, Owen Sound, af- 
forded in helping them meet the in- 
creasing demand for power and in 
the installation of the auxiliary unit. 
Mr. Levia told the Post that he felt 
sure the new diesel equipment, with 
its economical operating qualities, 
would soon pay for itself. Fenelon 
Falls Power Company has an ex- 
cellent record {n the revenue pro- 
ducing field despits its exceptionally 
low rates and frequently it has paid 
substantial bonuses into the town 
treasury, strictly as a gift, to help 
maintain other town services at 
minimal cost. 

Interested in learning at first 
hand how diesel auxiliary equipment 
really worked out, the Post went 
to Fenelon to see its unit, 

Mr. M. D. “Des” Kelly supervisor 
of the Fenelon Falls plant is just 
as proud of the company’s new ad- 
dition as the members of the com- 
mission are, and he is always willing 
to take time out to explain and show 
visitors just how it works. Mr. Kelly 
has been on the mechanical end of 
things for the past 30 years, sev- 
en of which have been spent with 
the Fenelon power company. 

Showing a Post reporter around 
the plant, Mr. Kelly said it was for- 
tunate that the noon hour was chos- 
en for the visit because this was a 
peak period of the day and one of 
the times when the diesel auxiliary 
unit would be cut in. Taking us 
downstairs to the generating rooms, 
he pointed to an indicator in con- 
nection with the water power unit 
and explained that its positidn then 
told him that this equipment was 
turning out every ounce of energy it 
was capable of—about 650 to 700 
horsepower. From here he led the 
way over to another piece of ma- 
chinery which he explained was the 
air compressor used in starting the 

diesel, preparatory to making it 
earn its keep by assuming some df 
the power load now being demanded 
of the water-powered unit. A few 
deft movements and the diese] in 
the next room roared into action, 
eager and anxious to ease the strain 
on its overburdened water-driven 
companion piece of machinery. 
Meanwhile Mr. Kelly hurried back 
to @ board Uttered with dials, which 
told him just what was taking 
place. Pointing to a light bulb which 
kept flickering on and off, he ob- 
served that this was part of a syn- 
chronizing device which revealed 
when the diesel and water unit were 
ready to pull together. When con- 
ditions were ideal, the flickering 
stopped and he informed the re- 
porter that the diesel had now been 
cut in and was carrying part of the 
load. He proved this by pointing to 
the dials in front of us. One of 
these dials indicated the amount of 
power the water generating equip- 
ment was producing, and the other 
the amount the diesel unit was 
turning out. It was interesting to 
watch the indicator on the over- 
taxed water unit relax and slide 
back to an easier pace as the pow- 
erful 175 horsepowér diesel unit 
picked up part of the load. Mr. Kelly 
estimated that it only took about 
nine gallons of fuel oi] per hour to 
keep the diese] producing—in round 
figures the cost would be about $1.80 
per hour. 

It is estimated that the plant will 
pay for itself in about five years 
time. 

Housed in a neatly constructed 
building, the diesel js not as noisy 
a piece of equipment as one would 
at first imagine, The fact of the 
matter is that there fs little noise 
outside of the building itself. This 
Js due to a special muffling device 
which makes it very quiet indeed. 
A feature ofthe building itself is 
the neat shower and wash room 
facilities which have been incorp- 
orated for fhe benefit of the staff.

Mr. Spence was not 
Satisfied and sent the jury out a- 
gain. It then brought in a verdict 
with a rider to the effect that the 
driver of the car, Wilson, not only 
did not take proper precautions ap- 
proaching a hill but that in addit- 
{on he did not give Mrs. Stevenson a 
fair share of the road. 

The accident, out’ of which the 
claims arose, took place on Septemb- 
er 23, 1947 at about five o'clock in 
the afternoon on the eighth con- 
cession of Brock Township. As she 
was travelling up a small rise in 
the road Mrs. Wilson's automobile 
came into contact with the Bryan 
car driven by Wilson and an impact 
occurred in which Mrs. Wilson was 
badly shaken up and otherwise in- 
jured. Her claim, and that of her 
husband included her doctor bill, 
which amounted to $150; damage to 
thelr car which came to more than 
$300 and compensation for the loss 
of her time on the farm.

Pack Of Killer Dogs 
Attacks 4 Ops Sheep 


Five killer dogs, running in a pack 
were responsible for the loss Thurs- 
day of four valuable sheep, and 
the possible loss of 11 others on the 


Ops Township farm of Mrs. Chas. 
Lee, 99 King Street, Lindsay. The 


sheep included registered Lincolns, 


and some high-grade Leicesters, ac- 
cording to Mrs, Lee. The actual a- 
mount of loss is not determined, as 
the sheep valuator hasn’t finished 
his estimates, she states, but it is 
known that the flock included a 
ram and a large number of ewes 
expected to lamb about the first 
part of April. 

Provincial Police, who investigated 
the occurrence, say that a large 
black mongrel-type dog appears to 


be the ringleader of the killers, and 
they say it was impossible to get 
close enough to him to either cap- 
ture him or shoot him. However, 
Const, Lawson managed to kill at 
least one dog with hi, service re- 
yolvyer, and wounded anothef which 
subsequently made a getaway into 
the woods. Cyners of these dogs 
have not been identified as yet. Ac- 
cording to one opinion, the dogs 
may have come from seyeral miles 
away to attack the ‘iock. 

Doctor R. E. Lawrence, Lindsay, 
veterinarian, was called to the farm 
and found it necessary to kill the 
four most badly torn sheep. Eleven 
others had been worried, and it is 
possible that the lambs will be lost, 
according to Mrs. Lee. 


Firm Market Is Predicted 


Crop Head Says Farmers Can 
Still Make On Grain, Hogs 


The most cheerful view of the 
farm market situation that has, been 
heard in Ontario this winter was 
expressed Thursday at a meeting of 
‘the Ontario Crop Improyement 
Association in Toronto. rant 


Ontarlo Livestock Commissioner, 
W. P. Watson told farmers they 
can still make money out of grain 
and there will likely be a market 
for hogs raised during the coming 


year, He also offered a solution for. 
poultry raisers’ problems and saw 


no worry in the dairy or beef cattle 
industries, = 

Watson told some 400 farmers, 
“The farmer today is not producing 
hogs at a loss if he is doing the 
job efficiently... he can still market 
his oats through hogs at a dollar a 
bushel and that is more than any- 
one else will pay for them.” 

He mentioned the International 
Wheat Agreement with Canada 
Slated to supply 40-percent of the 
wheat to be marketed. And he said 
there were indications of a decline 


‘| {n hog production in 1950, He said 


probably some four million hogs 
will be raised in Canada this year 
which works out to about 50 pounds 
of pork per person. And he said most 
of the four-million hogs produced 
will be consumed within Canada at 
a price the consumer will be willing 
to pay. He stated that this indicates 
a firm market in spite of the pro- 
tests by farmers over the loss of the 
British market and resultant price 
reductions, 

Watson sald the most critical 
condiiton of all exists in the poul- 
try industry ana {t is not hard to 
find a solution for that. He said if 
all raisérs reduce their flocks by ten 
percent there will be a market for 
all eggs produced. He indicated that 
poultry breeders may have brought 
the glutted egg market on them- 
selves through vast flock expan- 
sion during the past year. He sald 
breeder, had been warned that the 
1949 egg contract with Britain likely 
would'be the last but they went 
right ahead and bought 14 percent 
more chicks Jast spring. 

The livestock commissioner re- 
ferred to the British Cheese Con- 
tract and he said this will provide 
fn outlet for much of the dairy 
produce. He said if farmers would

Mrs. David Thomson, Lindsay's 
only lady lawyer, won an acquittal 
for her client in the first case in 
which she has acted in Lindsay pol-

charged with careless driving as the 
result of an accident near Omemee 
just after midnight, in the early 
morning hours of December 31. It 
appears that the Cameron car, a 
1939 model, had left the road on a 
Sharp curve, leaped a farmer's fence, 
barely grazing it, and landing on its 
side 22 feet from the roadway, Nei- 
ther occupant was injured, although 
the car was damaged to the extent 
of $300, according to police.

28-year-old Dream Becomes Reality 
As Cannington Instals Water System 


More In Home For Aged, | 
Per Person Cost Rises 


. Spring-Fed Pumps 


Can Send 


220 Gals. 


A plan which first saw the light of 
day about 28 years ago will become 
a full-fledged reality by the time 
fall rolls around again in the pro- 
gressive village of Cannington, a 
few miles to the north and west of 
Lindsay. Back in 1922 a group of 
farsighted citizens looked into the 
future and dreamed of the day 
when the people of the community. 
would get tired of exercising them- 
Selves on the handle of a pump and 
crave an easier and handier way of 
obtaining their water supply. But 
these ambitious people weren't 
content to merely dream of the fu- 
ture and a better water supply sys- 
tem for their fellow villagers. They 
went further and had their ideas 
put down on paper in the form of 
a workable plan for installing an 
up-to-date water system. Years 
went by and the scheme was rais- 
ed, then dropped. It was talked of 
in Council meetings, in the homes 
and on streets, but it was not until 
about a year ago that the plans for- 
mulated a couple of decades ago 
were hauled out and something 
practical done about them. 

The proposition was gone into 
thoroughly and submitted to a vote 
of the people at which time the el- 
ectorate approved an expenditure of | 
$120,000 to instal a water system 
throughout the village. At the be- 
ginning of 1950 only $117,000 of that 
amount has been spent, installation 
was complete and many of the vil- 
lage homes were turning to the tap 
instead of the pump for their supply 
of water. At the end of next sum- 
mer, about 150 homes will be enjoy- 
ing the convenience of running wa- 
ter. Six miles of water main will 
service the community at a cost 
to the user of $2 per month, plus a 
frontage and mill rate charge which, 
council believes, will be very low. 

The water {s being piped from the 
settlement of Saginaw, about a mile 
west of Cannington, and flows into 
the village through an eight-inch 
main, later branching off into six- 
inch mains to service the side 
Streets. Its source is a spring, long 
known to exist in a gravel pit at 
Saginaw, The spring is pure and 
no filtration {s needed before the 
water goes into the pipeline. Pres- 
gure for sending {t on its mile-long 
journey is obtained through a twin 
centrifugal pumping apparatus 
which maintains constant pressure 
without use of a reservoir, Pumping 
from a cement-walled spring-pit 20

deep, the system is capable of pro- 
ducing 220 gallons per minute and 
maintaining a pressure of 63 pounds 
at the spring and 60 pounds down- 
town. Total daily capacity (24-hour- 
day) works out at approximately, 
216,800 gallons. 

A unique feature of the spring is 
its constancy. Even at the height 
of the dry spell last summer it 
showed no signs of dropping in level 
when over a million gallons were 
pumped out for testing. Natives of 
the district believe the spring may 
really be a glant underground lake 
of pure water. The water has a 
greenish tinge which leads some to 
believe is caused by a mineral con- 
tent, and its temperature is 43 de- 
grees in mid-summer at the spring, 
rising only slightly when it covers 
the mile to the village. It grades 300 
and {, not considered unduly hard 
by the users. In winter it is so cold 
that it just cannot be gulped down 
like water coming from taps in most 
towns and cities and in summer it 
{, the perfect beverage which js un- 
usual as water systems go. 

Some of the energetic men who 
are seeing the plan of 28 years 
ago become a reality are Reeve G. 
Wilson and Councilors M. Carter, 
B. Wilson, W. C. Livingston and 
G. L. Woodward. The plans for the 
system were drawn by Consulting 
Engineer Redfern, with whom 
Lindsay is presentiy engaged in con- 
Sultations concerning its water 
supply, Paisley and Saunders are 
doing the installation work. 

Present plant capacity allows 
usage of 100 gallons per person per 
day. This allotment applies to dom- 
estic’ and industrial users alike, 

Cannington is looking forward to 
considerable development now that 
it can offer newcomers to its midst 
adequate and modern water supply. 
In the last year an estimated 25 
homes were built in this Ontario 
county centre which has long been 
the market centre for a large farm- 
ing community.

Considerably In 12 Years 


Cost of maintaining inmates at 
the Victoria County Home for the 
Aged and Infirm has risen sharply 
in the past 12 years, and the num- 
ber of inmates has also increased 
considerably in this time. This was 
reyealed in a report from the com- 
mittee of County Council in charge 
of the affairs of the home at last 
week's council session. 

According to figures produced, in 
19937, 61 persons were maintained 
by the Home at an average cost per 
week of $3.54. As of December 31, 
1949, 99 person, (94 residents and 
five staff members) were being 
maintained at a cost of $6.09 per 
week. The report of the committee 
says, in part, “The capacity of the 
Home has gradua!ly become oyer- 
crowded, especially on the men’s 
side. There was a waiting list dur- 
ing most of the year, and some 
further consideration should be 
given to providing more accomo- 
dation, and smaller bungalows for 
selective housing”, The report also 
recommends some repairs and fur- 
ther changes to eliminate the fire 
hazard.

Fined $150 


Find Driver 
And Deceased 
Were Drinking 


Charged with dangerous driving 
in connection with the death of L. 
C. Sprung, Laxton Township clerk, 
just prior to Christmas, William 
McMinn, of Norland, appeared in 
magistrate’s courb here Friday 
Sprung was struck and killed by 
a vehicle driven by McMinn as he 
stepped out into the traffic lane 
from behind his own car, which he 
had driven into the ditch. 

Dr. Robert Jamieson, of Cobo- 
conk, the first witness, told the 
court that death was caused by 
shock and hemmorrhage, associated 
with loss of blood and laceration of 
the brain, Subsequent to the acci- 
dent, he said, he took blood samp- 
les both from the deceased and 
from the accused. These were sent to 
Miss Verda Vincent, medico-legal 
analyst at Queen’s Park. Dr. Jamie- 
son said he had chatted with Mc~ 
Minn both immediately after the 
accident, and later in his office as 
he took the blood samples. His con- 
euct he said might be described as 
normal for a person who had just 
been involved in-an accident in 
which he had killed a friend. 

Miss. Vincent testified that her 
analyses showed that the deceased 
had consumed 13 ounces of “pres- 
ent standard” liquor just prior to 
death, and that McMinn had con- 
;Sumed 12% ounces, or possibly more, 
allowing for oxide‘'on at the rate 
of one ounce of liquor per hour be- 
tween consumption and the time 
the blood sample had been taken. 
She explained that the 13 ounce fig- 
ure represents 2.6 parts of alcohol 
per thousand of weight, and that 
according to the standards set forth 
by the National Safety Council, 1.5 
parts per thousand 4s accepted as 
the borderline standard. When 
| this amount of alcohol appears in 
| the blood, she said, the person is not 
capable of carrying on ordinary 
business, is incapable of driving a 
car, and unable to think quickly in 
an emergency. These standards, she 
explained, all apply to a man wel- 
ghing 150 lb, and there are slight 
variations according to the subject's 
individual weight. 

Counsel for the ¢lefense called 
Reeve Adair of the Townships of 
Laxton, Digby and Longford, and 
Mr, LeCraw, general merchant of 
Norland, who testified as to the 
character of the accused. 

The defendant was found guilty 
as charged, and paid a fine of $150, 
Alternative to the fine was three 
months imprisonment.

Loyalty Oath 

The official Czech News Agency 
says that clergymen of Czechoslo- 
vakia—including Catholic Priests— 
have taken an oath of loyalty to 
the Communist government. Com- 
petent Catholic sources could not be 
reached immediately for comment. 
But one Protestant source says 
Lutheran pastors were also ordered 
to take the loyalty oath. 


Cold War 

Marshall Plan Administrator Paul 
Hoffman says Western Europe is 
winning the cold war with United 
States help. But, Hoffman told the 
Dayton, Ohio, council of World Af- 
fairs, “we must not exaggerate our 
gains.” Hoffman warns that if 
Western Europe fell, the U-S would 
“have to increase expenditures from 
15 to 25-billion dollars annually.” 


Snow and Floods 

A rain fall which has melted a 
heavy snowfall in British Colum- 
bia threatens to create flash floods 
in water swollen rivers and streams. 
The Province has been cut off from 
the rest of Canada as snow and 
slush bogged down motor and rail 
transportation. Nine C.N.R. and 
CPR. trains carrying 12-hundred 
passengers are reported snowbound 
at various points in British Colum- 
bia. 


Fuel Vs. Clothes 

The Federal Statistics Bureau re- 
ports that during November Canad- 
jans went all out to stock up on 
their winter fuel but tightened their 
budget when it came. to clothing, 
The Bureau says coal, wood and 
shoes salés Jumped by 15 per cent, 
over the corresponding month in 
1948, Howeyer, men's and women’s 
clothing declined in sales.

Police offices in the Town Hall, 
fronting on Kent Street, are, or will 
be in a day or two, a thing of the 
past. Their removal to the fire-hall 
at the rear was not accomplished 
without a skirmish amongst mem- 
pers of council, who met in & special 
session on Monday to discuss the 
matter. While all but two members 
of council voted in favour of the 
move, dissenting votes were record- 
ed from His Worship, Mayor Lamb, 
and Alderman Frank Speer. The 
move is being made to render the 
combined departments more effici- 
ent. 


“The reason this meeting 1s cal- 
Jed”, said Mayor Lamb, “is there 
seems to be a lot of misunderstand- 
ing with regard to the moving of 
police offices out of the city hall 
into fire hall. A lot of people didn’t 
seem to be clear on it. We agreed to 
follow out the agreement the 1949 
council had made with Chief Web- 
ster. 1 


“Tn the first place, I feel when you 
take the chief's office out of the 
city hall, you are taking out, in my 
opinion, one policeman. Police forces 
have great influence on the -boys 
and girl, and other people who pass 
the police station. If they see a 
policeman standing outside the city 
hall, it makes them behave. Now 
you'll have to go around the back 
way where there isn’t even a side- 
walk to get into it. I feel it should 
not be done, and I felt it best to call 
a meeting before it goes too far. 
When this agreement run, out in 
August and if you feel then you 
should have two chiefs, what are 
you going to do about getting them 
back again?” 

Mr. Lamp then went on to say 
that he had heard of plans to put 
the town assessor into the present 
police office at the front of the town 
hall ,and cut a door through from 
the Water Board office, into the 
present chief's office, to provide the 
Water Board with additional ac- 
comodation, which is reported to be 
\badly needed. His Worship told the 
council that he didn’t know of any 
town where police offices were locat- 
ed anyhere but in the town hall, and 
that this was where the public ex- 
pected to find them. 

Following Mr. Lamb's speech, 
each councillor in turn expressed his 
opinion of the move, and with only 
the two exceptions, they came out 
in favour of living up to the verbal 
agreement of the 1949 council. Mr. 
Lamb pointed out that there was 
no mention of the agreement in the 
1949 minutes, and Mr, Speer claimed 
he had “no recollection at all of 
any agreement being made.” He did 
recall, however, that he had op- 
posed the entire idea. 

Town Clerk Allely read a letter 
from Chief Webster to Council, ask- 
ing that his position be clarified 
and reviewing the entire police and 
fire departments. 

His Worship then exhibited a 
much- tattered page from the To- 
ronto Daily Star, carrying a report 
of the Canadian Trades and Labour 
Congress held in Toronto earlier 
this month, It was noted that the 
convention had “gone on record as 
opposing the practice of some muni- 
cipalities of employing one person 
as fire and police chief”. 

Alderman Cote jumped to his 
feet, and said “I don’t see why we 
should be dictated to by outsiders. 
this 1, our town, and we can run it 
as we please, {f we have the sup- 
port of the voting public. We were 
elected to serve the town to the best 
of our ability, and if the public 
doesn’t like the way we are con- 
ducting the affairs of the town, they 
won't be long in letting us know. 
I attended 100 per cent of the meet- 
ings of the 1949 council and this 
agreement was discussed in full. To 
my knowledge, all councillors, with 
one exception, agreed, and I cer- 
tainly feel it’s worth a try!” 

“My impression of the affair, s 
that this move is part of an over- 
all plan, I feel it would be a mis- 


() 


take to weaken the general plan 
by the omission of any detail es- 
sential to the success of such a 
plan.” This was the opinion expres- 
sed by Deputy-Reeve Ada Greaves. 
Some members of council didn't 
seem to think much of Mayor 
Lamb's opinion, to wit, that police 
offices on the main street would 
be any deterrent to crime. At one 
time, Reeve Kingsborough and His 
Worship traded glares from a dis- 
tance of not more than six inches 
on this issue, while Mr. Kings- 
borough defended the move. 

“The only people interested in 
seeing where the police office was 
would perhaps be potential bandits’, 
said the Reeve, “and the only thing 
they would think would be some- 
thing like ‘aha, the police station. 
There is the first telephone wire 
we have to cut!” 

“T don’t think people act any dif- 
ferently passing that police station 
than they act passing Woolworth’s,” 
was the way Ald. Cote put it. 

“T don’t think having police loun- 
ging in front of the police station 
gives a particularly good impres- 
sion”, averred Ald. Ferguson. “I’m 
proud of the police force we have, 
but I think where they should be is 
out on the beat,.They are more ef- 
fective there than standing around 
the town hall. I’m in ‘favour of 
moving the police office over the 
fire hall and giving the thing a fair 
trial. 

An interested spectators ab this 
meeting was 1949’s Chairman of 
Police, Mr. Ken Grabig, Mr. Gar- 
big’s face was a study in expression 
as some of the opinions of those 
taking active part in the meeting 
were voiced. 

Last to be heard from was Police 
Chairman Wainman, who said he 
would like to “have the Mayor with 
us on this. I think the chief has 
done a remarkable job in the police 
department, but he hasn’t had a 
chance to show us yet what he can 
do in the firehall. 

“Im pleased to move that we move 
the police force and give it a fair 
trial until the end of August”, 

There was a second opposition of 
the move from Mayor Lamb before 
it was seconded by Works Chair- 
man Butler.

The Fire Department later advised 
the Post that it had received a call 
there to attend to an overheated 
furnace but Chief Webster was still 
there at 11.15 am. 

It has been learned since that the 
boiler at the Arena has been com- 
pletely ruined. Cost of the boiler is 
believed to be quite high.

Mechanical 
Failure 

Blamed For 
Boiler Loss 


Mechanical] failure was respon- 
sible for the mishap to the arena 
boiler in the early morning hours 
Saturday, and as far as can be 
learned now, no blame is attached 
to any employee of the arena, 

This was revealed at a special 
meeting of Town Council on Mon- 
day, when Arena Chairman Vince 


ent Cote reported fully on the mat- 
ter. 

“The boiler was checked at 10.30 
pm. Friday. There was plenty of 
water, and everything seemed ok, 
One employee stayed on after this 
because there was a midnight hock- 
ey game, At a quarter to two, this 
man checked the boiler, and the 
boiler was still o.k. A hockey coach 
opened the arena at seven in the 
morning for practice, and immed- 
jately notified Mr. Cummins that 
something was wrong. When they 
opened the furnace room door, the 
furnace was red hot. Mr. Cummins 
got the children out of the building; 
but there was nothing else to be 
done but let the boiler coo] out. 
“There is an automatic low-wat- 
er cut-off on the boiler, and Friday 
night it should have operated, but 
it didn’t. As a result, the stoker 
kept shovelling coal into the fur- 
mace until it was badly overheated, 
and cracked wide open”. 

Mr. Cote then went on to explain 
that the stocker was 35 years old, 
and had been installed in two other 
buildings in town, with unsatisfact- 
ory service, before the arena fell 
heir to it. Tenders for a new boiler 
were received today, and Mr. Cote 
said that with any luck, they ex- 
pected to have the boiler installed 
and in operation by Thursday. The 
former boiler was insured against 
explosion only, said Mr. Cote, and 
while insurance inspectors are ex- 
pected at the arena today, there is 
no assurance that there will be any 
payment on the policy. 

Kindergarten is being carried on 
meanwhile in Marsh Memorial Hall, 
across the street from the arena. It 
{s expected that the Town Property 
Committee will foot the expense of 
installing the new boiler, although 
this is not certain, pending the 
outcome of this afternoon’s meet- 
in, called to receive tenders and go 
into the matter further. 

Incidentally it was disclosed by 
Arena Chairman Vince Cote that 
Arena Manager Wim. Cummins had 
been told by him on Saturday not 
to give out any information on the 
affair to the press pending further 
investigation. This accounted for 
Mr, Cummins’ reluctance to divulge 
any information, 

Contract for installing a new boil- 
er at the Arena was let just before 3 
p.m. today and Geo. McRae receiy- 
ed, it. He tendered at $1,240.

Winston Churchill will open the 
Conservative election campaign on 
the radio on Saturday.

After all, they have won 35 Parlia- 
mentary by-elections without a 
single defeat and so many Britons 
are getting so many thing, under | 
the labor party's welfare state that | 
it’; like Al Smith said back in 1936-- | 
“You don't shoot Santa Claus.” 

However, there is some evidence 
that many people in Britain are be- | 
ginning to wonder who really is in- 
side the Santa Claus suit --is it| 
really Socialist Prime Minister Cle- 
ment Attlee, or is it Marshall Plan 
dollars.” 

That's what the London Tory pap- 
ers had to say about the opening 
campaign speeches of the labor 
party stalwarts. Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Herbert Morrison, Socialist. 
playwright J. B. Priestley and Food 
Minister Strachey claimed’ that 
Britons are living better under the 
labor party than they ever did be- 
fore, 

Answering the Tory papers said 
this isn't true, The London Daily 
Mail wanted to know where are the 
fuicy steak; Britons could buy in 
1939 when Neville Chamberlain was 
Prime Minister, And the Mail added 
tartly that free enterprise West 
Germany has just abolished food 
rationing, which {, still rigorous in 
Socialist Britain. The Daily Tele- 
graph wa, One of the papers, that, 
brought up the idea that Marshall 
Plan help is the seal reason Bri- 
ton's aren't starving and the rea- 
son why the welfare state can play 
Santa Claus. 

The Tory Daily Graphic added 
another hot rejoinder when it said 
the labor party hurried the election 
up in order to get it over with be- 
fore another seyere dollar crisis de- 
velop, iate tis spring. 

The public opinion polls in Britain 
say labor strength is slipping, But 
it would take a turnover of about 
six per cent in the yote to give the 
Torles victory. In Britain, six per 
cent is a relatively large turnover 
in a national election, so Churchill 
and his follower, have a big task.

Nevertheless, the odds favor the 
labor party in the February 23rd 
yote and the Soclalists are confident 
enough of victory, that Deputy 
Prime Minister Morrison declared 
labor under no ‘circumstances would 
consider a coalition government. 

This is clearly one of the crucial 
elections in the histoy of western 
democracy. If the labor party wins 
Britain. will be committed to Socl- 
alism for many years to come be- 
cause the program of Nationaliation 
wil be carried beyond the possibility 
of any easy reversal, 

But it would be easy for Ameri- 
can; to over-estimate what a Con- 
servative yictory would mean, If 
Churchill came back to power, the 
British steel, sugar and’a few other 
industries scheduled for Natlonali- 
zation would not he nationalized. 
The political climate of England 
would change, But the Welfare State 
would continue. Britain's foreign 
policy would not be changed from 
that which Ernest Beyin’s following 
now, and the Torjes do not pretend 
they can avert the coming new dol- 
lar crisi, or succ@ssfully Mquidate 
the great blocked sterling debt to 
the Dominions, or rapidly modernize 
British Industry and Mines, 

In short, they will not be able to 
put Britain completely back on her 
feet by the time the Marshall Plan 
is screduled to end Jn 1952, and they 
don't pretend they will be able to.

A Liturgical Service of outstanding 
interest was held last Sunday even- 
ing in St. Paul's Anglican Church to 
a capacity congregation. The segvice, 
which began at 8.30 was in charge 
of Rey. H V. R. Short, Dean of Re- 
sidence of Trinity College, Toronto, 
and Wartime Assistant to Coventry 
Cathedral, Coyentry, England. 

Reginald Cooper, M-A.. Mus, D., 
FROO. F.T.CL, Organist of 
the B. B. C. and Examiner for Trin- 
ity College of Music, London, En- 
gland, was the guest organist. The 
choir of the church was under the 
direction of the Choir Leader, Rev. 
A. Pudwell, 

The service opened with a Pro- 
cessional Hymn No. 468 to the tune 
Arnsburg, followed by the Ferlal Re- 
sponses, then Psalm 96 to Chant 134. 
The Lesson wag Gal. 6, 2-10, The 
choir's first number was Cherubikon 
by Bortniansky. Dr. Cooper's open- 
ing organ solo was 2nd Organ Son- 
ata in G Minor by Mendelssohn the 
first movement of which {, marked 
Grave. This was followed with the

Adagio. The brilliant third move- 
ment (Allegro Moderato) was next. 
The final movement (Fugue) was 
very satisfying and showed to ad- 
yantage Dr. Cooper's technique.

The address by the Rey. Short was 
interesting and inspiring as he told 
about the earliest beginnings of Co- 
yentry, Eng., whose age extends 
back to the dim past.

1940 by bombs, and 
how plans for the re-building are 
going forward, mentioning that this

Behind the headlines 


Quaint Kingdom 


A Copyrighted B.U.P. 
Commentary 

The quaint Kingdom of Kashmir 
at the roof of India suddenly has 
become one of the hottest political 
spots of the world. 
Indian and Pakistani troops have 
been alternately fighting and glar- 
ing at each other for 26 months, It 
started when the Hindu Rajah of 
the Kingdom, Sir Hari Singh, whose 
subjects are Moslem by & small 
majority, tried to unite his kingdom 
with India. 
Moslem Pathan Tribesmen and 
pakistani volunteers at once invad- 
ed Kashmir. So did the Indian 
army. The war soon reached a stale- 
mate, and the United Nations has 
tried in vain to settle the question. 
American Admirai Chester Nimitz 
is supposed to go to Kashmir and 
hold a plebiscite to determine whe- 
ther the kingdom shall eventually 
join India or Pakistan. But so far 
all efforts to find a formula for 
stopping the desultory warfare and 
holding the plebiscite have failed. 
A U-N committee headed by Can- 
ada’s General Andrew McNaughton 
devised a formula for withdrawing 
Indian troops and Pakistani volun- 
teers and reducing the Kashmiri 
State troops so the plebiscite could 
be held, 
Pakistan accepted, but India of- 
fered amendments, taking the posi- 
tion that it was wrong to reduce the 
lawful army of the State of Kash- 
mir. India contends Pakistan is the 
aggressor and says it won’t accept 
any U-N formula that treats Pakis- 
tan and India as equals in settling 
the Kashmir issue. 
This Indian attitude caused the 
New York Times to remark that 
when both sides believe passionately 
in their side of the question, noth- 
ing irritates them more than for 
outsiders to be completely neutral. 
The U-N is discovering this human 
frailty in many corners of the Globe. 
However, since the Kashmir ques- 
tion has dragged along for 26 
months without producing a full 
scale war, why is it suddenly get- 
ting so hot? Didn’t Indian and Pak- 
{stan delegates sit down together in 
comparative harmony at the recent 
Commonwealth Conference at Cey- 
lon? 
"Well, what has caused things to 
get so warm all of a sudden is an- 
other and more serious dispute has 
broken out between India and Pak- 
istan. 
India was one of the Common- 
wealth countries that devalued its 
currency. Pakistan, which was in 
good financial shape, was almost 
the only Dominion that didn’t. That 
fact played hob with trade rela- 
tions between India and Pakistan. 
‘The details are too complicated to 
go into, but India no longer is get- 
ting jute from Pakistan, which she 
vitally needs. Pakistan is no longer 
getting Indian coal and trade in raw 
cotton and. finished textiles is also 
tpset. Pakistan has found markets 
elsewhere for her jute and wheat 
and is looking elsewhere for coal. 
India seems to be suffering some 
unemployment because of the loss 
of Pakistani jute. 

The Pakistani are also angered at 
the United States and Britain. They 
think the American delegates at 
Lake Success have shown a pro-In- 
dian attitude of the Kashmir quest- 
fon and that the American press, or 
such American papers as are inter- 
ested in the matter at all, show a 
sympathy for India on the jute 
question. This angers the Pakis- 
tani more because they have been 
more ready than India to join the 
Anglo-American Anti - Communist 
front. 

As to who really started the Kash- 
mir flareup, it seems to most out- 
side observers that both sides star- 
ted it, India by luring the rather 
foolish Rajah Hari Singh to start 
negotiations to attach his country 
to India without an externally sup- 
ervised plebiscite, and Pakistan, by 
permitting Pakistani army officers 
to lead Pathan Tribesmen invading 
Kashmir. 

But now the addition to the ec- 
onomie dispute has inflamed both 
sides. Remember that before the 
Kashmir dispute broke, relations be- 
tween Pakistan and India were 
strained horribly by the terrible 1947 
massacres during the transfers of 
millions of Moslems and Hindus 
from one Dominion to the other. 

Although they have accepted gen- 
eral McNaughon's plan for with- 
drawing troops, the Pakistani gov- 
ernment officials have no hopes that 
India will accept it. And both sides 
have been talking of full-scale war. 

Indian Deputy Prime Minister 
Sardar Patel warned in a speech at 
Bombay that the Kashmir dispute is 
getting worse and could lead to war. 

A yery prominent Pakistani offic- 
Jal, Sir Firoz Khan Noon, warned 
that there was no hope of the U. N. 
being able to settle the question and 
that war over Kashmir would spread 
to the whole of India, with Russia 
probably intervening, 

Then he added—‘I would go so far 
as to say that the people of Pakistan

How Can 1? 


Q. How can I make a good egg 
salnd dressing? 

A. Use the yolk of one fresh egg 
and mix it with 2 tablespoons of 
olive vil very slowly. Add 1 1-2 
spoonfuls of mustard, 2 spoonsfuls 
of salt, 2 spoonfuls of Vinegar, and 
a little pepper. Beat the white of 
the egg to a stiff froth and stir it 
lightly. 

Q. How can I avoid burning cus- 
tard while boiling? 

A. Add a half-teaspoonful of corn- 
starch to the custard. Another good 
thing to remember is that a little 
salt added to the custard will pre- 
ven drying and caking in the pot, 
and will also improve the flavor. 

Q. How can I clean oak or walnut 
furniture the-oughly? 

A. Wipe the furniture with a 
cheesecloth wrung out of tepid suds 
of white naptha soap, Clean but a 
small portion at a time, and rub 
dry with a flannel cloth before pro- 
ceeding. Finish by applying a little 
good furniture polish on a clean 
piece of flannel, and rubbing until 
the surface no longer feels greasy. 
@ How can I prevent olive oll 
from becoming rancid? 

A, Place two medium-sized lumps 
of sugar in each quart of olive oil 
as soon as it 1, opened. 

Q. How can I restore the nap in 
velvet? ' ‘ 

A. Hold the wrong side of the vel- 
vet over a boiling kettle, or rub it 
across the bottom of a hot flat tron 
which has been turned upside down. 

Q. How can T fill a slender bottle 
with a narrow neck, and prevent 
air bubbles from forming? 


A. Place a straw in the bottle, 


before pouring in the liquid. 


Q. How can I make a good wall 
‘paper cleaner? 

A. Put 2 cups of vinegar, 1-2 cup 
kerosene, 1 cup salt, 1 teaspoon lye 
in a clean granite pan and boll for 
5 minutes. Then add enough flour 
to form a stiff, but dry, dough. 

Q How can I remove an Ink stain 
from the finger? 

A. It can be remoyed by dipping 
the finger and the head of an un- 
burned sulphur match in water, 
then rubbing the match head over 
the spot until {t disappears, 

Q. How can I clean parchment 
shades? 

A Try using wall paper cleaner, Or 
sponging with a cloth moistened in 
soapy water {s often effective, 

G, How can I keep lacquered cop- 
per in good condition? 

A. Rub ft occasionally with a cloth 
wet in kerosene, 

Q. How can I make a good sand- 
wich filling, using salmon? 

A. Mix flaked salmon and chopped 
cucumber pickles molstened with 
mayonnaise. 

Q. How can I protect the ironing 
board from dust? 

A. A good cover can be made by 
taking two paper flour sacks, cut- 
ting the bottom from one and past- 
ing to the top of the other to form 
the required length, and slipping 
this over the board when putting 
away. 

Q. How can I whiten cottons and 
Imens that haye yellowed with 
age? 

A. They can be whitened some- 
times by boiling them for fifteen 
minutes in a bollerful of water, to 
which has been added the juice of 
two lemons, Then rinse thorughly-

LIFE ON THE FARM 
CAN BE DANGEROUS 

Most people are prone to regard the farm asa 
fairly safe place on which to live but there is nothing 
to substantiate this in the figures recently released 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. On the con- 
trary there is plenty of evidence to indicate that the 
farm is a very hazardous place to live and work. 
The bureau has found that 30,000 out of an estimated 
$7,200 non-fatal accidents in Canada last year occur- 
red on farms. 

The Bureau breaks down its findings as follows: 

Open trap doors and inadequately protected stairs 
gave rise to the most frequent injuries and strangely 
enough these injuries from falls were more of a.haz- 
ard to young and old persons, than those in the inter- 
mediate age groups. 

Persons from 20 to 40 years of age, however, 
suffered injury almost as frequently from cutting and 
piercing tools, or from crushing while handling agri- 
cutural machinery. 

The: prairies, with about one-third of Canada’s 
farming popuation, had 60 per cent of the accidents, 


due to the greater degree of mechanization of agri-- 


culture in the west. 
Miscellaneous accidents totalled 10,000 and a fre- 


quent cause was injury or runaway teams, also. in- 
cluded: under this heading were backfiring. tractors 
and other engines’ automobile accidents, and poison- 
ous gas. 

Fields and -woodlots-acounted for nearly 60. per 
cent of the accidents. And barns and outbuildings 
were the next most common place of accidents, fol- 
lowed by injuries sustained in the farm house. 

Not only do the greatest number of accidents 
occur in the prairie provinces, but the relative’ fre-~ 
quency of accidents is also greatest there, according 
to the survey, the safest province is Quebec.” 


GOOD TIME FOR 
CONSULTING COUNTY 

According to figures given out at the inaugural 
meeting of Lindsay’s Council, there seems to be some 


lack of balance as to the proportion paid towards - 


the maintenance of the Lindsay Collegiate by the 
Town and that paid by the County of Victoria. It was 
disclosed. at the meeting bya member of the Lindsay 
Board of Education, that the Town of Lindsay paid 
$16,000 towards the maintenance of the L.C.I. as com- 
pared with $9,300 contributed by the County. It was 
also pointed: out at that time that the percentage of 
pupils attending the L.C.I. was almost evenly divided 
between those whose homes were in Lindsay. and 
those who attended the L.C.I. from outside points. 

With Lindsay at-present facing the need for a 
heavy expenditure in connection with the Collegiate 
Institute, and with County Council now in session, it 
would seem like an ideal time to give the matter of 
how this additional burden is to be shared some 
thought. At the same time it appears that if the. 
proportionate amounts contributed by the County and 
Town are out of line now is as good a time as any 
to start making adjustments. 

Educational costs are something which should be 
distributed as evenly as possible-and-it is hardly fair 
for one group of taxpayers to be burdened out of pro- 
portion to the benefits they ‘derive: Of course there 


may be many factors which do not make themselves 


apparent on the surface in connection with the dis- 
tribution of the cost of maintaining the L.C1, but 


since there is some-feeling that the proportionate pay- : 


ments are out of lire, it would be interesting to haye 
the matter gone into thoroughly by Town and County 
officials. : 


KICKING NATURE IN THE TEETH 
In this health-conscious century it is rather sig- 
nificant that despite the lengthened life span of man 


he doesn’t seem to be enjoying as good health as his ~ 


ancestors. Henry Trautmann, M.D., writing in “Life 
Today”, makes some very interesting observations on 
the causes of many modern ills which should cause 
every individual to sit up and take notice. 

“An estimated sixty-one per cent of top soils 
of the nation are gone. The remaining thirty-nine 
per cent are being overstimulated to produce the ex- 
cessive crops with which we feed the hungry nations. 
The national picture is but a reflection of an inter- 
national one, and hunger and starvation will ever be 
with us if heroic corrective measures are not taken 
vigorously.” 

“Tt is from the living soil that man draws life 
and sustenance. That soil and life-giving waters have 
been the capital assets of our-nation. We are now 
witnessing the death of the soils and the loss of the 
ground waters.” 

“Tt is in the destruction of the earth’s surface 
and in the loss of its ground waters that we must 
look for the causes of our ailments. It is there that 
the scientist need to hunt for the origins of diseases 
and to search for the necessary remedies.” 

Thus writes Dr. Trautmann who also holds open 
to serious question the alleged beneficial effects of 
chemical fertilizers on the soil. “Little”, he observes, 
“jg known of the effect of chemical fertilizers on the 
plant protein molecule. Since the protein molecule 
is the basis of life, its change of structure might well 
be the basis of ill health. The problems of malig- 
nancies may, sooner or later, be found in such 
chemical changes. It is certainly true that man’s 
interferences with nature's process has contributed 
much to poor health.’ 

In concluding his article Dr. Trautmann makes 
two striking recommendations: (1) Grow as much 
of your own garden produce as possible, but pay more

There were several factors in the recent vote in 
Toronto on Sunday sport that were favourable to a 
decision against opening the doors to commercialized 
games. The Roman Catholic leaders and the Protes- 
tant Churches were together and had expressed them- 
selyes publicly as opposed to the proposal. The three 
Toronto daily papers opposed editorially the movye- 
ment to legalize commercial sport. 

With these factors in favour of continuing the 
present law, it was expected that the electors would 
have voted to leave things as they were. Yet the 
opposite happened and the people yoted for Sunday 
commercialized sport by a fairy substantial majority.

HOW YOUR HARD EARNED 

CONSUMER DOLLAR IS SPENT ‘ 
According to figures just released by the Bank of 

Canada, expenditures on food in Canada in the year 


_ 1938 accounted for 23 cents of. each consumer dollar 


spent; In 1948 food expenditures*amounted to 2542 
cents of each consumer dollar spent. 

In 1938 expenditures on rent accounted for 18 
cents of each consumer dollar spent, while in 1948 
expenditures on rent accounted for only 92 cents 
of each dollar. 

Thus while the Canadian consumer paid out 2% 
cents per dollar more of his or her income for food 
in 1948 than in 1938, the expenditures om rent was_ 
8% cents per dollar less than it was eleven years 
earlier. 

Expenditures on clothing in 1938 accounted for 
1014 cents of each consumer dollar spent. In 1948 


*such “expenditures accounted for 2 cents of every 


consumer dollar spent. Tobacco and alcoholic be- 
yerages- accounted for 6 cents of every consumer 
dollar spent in 1938 and 8 cents in 1948. 

: The cost of owning and operating automobiles 


- accounted for 5% cents of each consumer dollar 


spent in both 1938 and 1948. Household appliances 
purchased took 2 cents of each consumer dollar in 
1938 and 2% cents in 1948. Purchases of fuel ab- 
sorbed 3 cents of each dollar of consumer expendi- 
ture in 1938 and 242 cents in 1948.

WHAT ARE PRIME QUALIFICATIONS 


GOVERNING A TEACHER'S VALUE 


At the recent annual assembly of the Ontario Sec- 
ondary Teacher's Federation a rather remarkable con- 
clusion was reported by a committee appointed to — 
consider the question of pay-by-merit. The Committees — 
has found that such intangible factors as personality, — 
teaching ability, influence on the student were difficult 
to evaluate. This will be readily admitted. But when 
the committe proceeded to express the opinion that — 
“payment for ‘personality would be undemocratic, in- — 
effective, destructive of good human relations, detri- 


mental to teacher morale and hence to the progress _ 


of the students,” one is moved to exclaim “Democracy. 
what crimes are committed in thy name!” 

From this the committee proceeded to consider 
that there are certain objective merits for which 
scheduled increases are warranted. These are ad- 
ditional qualifications aboye the minimum,—specialist 
standing, post-graduate degrees, additjonal certificates, 
attendance at refresher courses, etc. To which it can 
only be remarked that a teacher with personality, 
but who has not had the opportunity to gain all the 
academic honours, may be a much more effective and 
yaluable teacher than others with strings of degrees 
as long as your arm—personality, teaching ability and 
influence on the student being the highest qualifica- 
tion a teacher can have. When it comes to choosing 
a principal these are the primary and supreme con- 
siderations. As has been admitted, it is not easy for 
a Board of Education to differentiate between other 
teachers on this basis. But to rule these qualities out 
altogether, and to set up academic attainments as the 
only “merit” to be recognized in fixing salaries is to 
deny reward to the highest type of teachers and to 
reduce the economic standards of the profession to 
a uniform level of average mediocrity.

Simple Method of Preventing Tooth 
Decay 

For many years pnysicians have 
been seeking ways of preventing in 
health, which, from the selfish 
standpoint, i, really cutting down 
on. their yearly income. For many 
years also, dentists have been seek- 
ing ways of preventing decay of 
teeth, which really. provides their 
largest source of income. 

“The latest discovery in prevent- 
img tooth decay in the application 
of sodium fluoride to the teeth. 
Various commnumities have been 
able to show over the years that 
‘applying sodium fluoride in a cer- 
tain “strength reduces tooth decay 
by 40 per cent. As long ago as 1947, 
the Council on Dental Therapeutics, 
American Dental Association, sta~- 
ted that “the evidence is convincing 
that fluoride solutions properly ap- 
plied to the teeth are capable, to 
some extent of reducing tooth de- 
cay in children”. Following this the 
Dental Section of the American 
Public Health Association unani- 
mously endorsed the proposal that 
community programs for making 
this preventive available to child- 
ren be organized as soon as possible 
And finally the Council on Dental 
Health of the American Dental As- 
fociation published a recommenda- 
tion that topical fluoride treatment 
be used routinely in private offices 
and in school and community health 
programs, 

Tam giving all the above auth- 
orative information about this sim- 
ple method of preventing tooth de- 
cay, so that parents, teachers and 
the public generally can do their 
part in organizing or at least help- 
ing to arouse interest in this effort 
to preserve the teeth of children. 

The application of fluoride to the 
outside portions of each tooth takes 
ebout 15 minues, states Dr. John W. 
Knutson, Washington, D. 6. in 
*The Journal of the American 
Dental Association.” 

“Dental health is the responsibil- 
ity of the individual, the family and 
the community, in that order. When 
this responsibility, nowever, is not 
assumed by the community, it 
should be assumed by the State or 
province, and then by the Federal 
Government.” 

‘We should all do our share in get- 
ting behind the community drive to 
make this simple, inexpensive me- 
thod of prevening tooth decay avail- 
able to all children, thus insuring 
health and good facial appearance.

* Infection And Neurosis Both Cause 

‘Tiredness 

Early one morning a neighbor 
tame to my summer cottage and 
asked me to go fishing. I asked him 
why he had come for me instead 
of his regular fishing companion. He 
complained that his former fishing 
companion wanted to sleep all day 
and didn’t want to get up in the 
morning, A few weeks later his 
fishing companion died of heart di- 
sease caused by several infected 
teeth. Tiredness and sleepiness is 
perhaps the commonest sign of in- 
fection somewhere in the body --- 
teeth, tonsils, gums, sinuses, gall 
bladder, large intestine, 

If a normal individual who had 
never complained of tiredness and 
sleepiness begins to feel tired and 
sleepy during the day, an immediate 
search for infection should be made 
by physician and dentist before 
damage to the heart and other or- 
gang occurs. 

What about the individual who is 
tired all the time, in fact has al- 
ways been tired? In “Clinical Me- 
dicine” the question is asked as to 
the reason for tiredness in one who 
has always been tired, yet in whom 
careful examination reveals no 
cause for tiredness. 

The answer which follows states 
that most important diagnostic me- 
thod in the case of the tired pati- 
ent Js the asking of three questions. 
“Have you been more or less tired 
all your life, Does rest or a night's 
sleep help your tiredness? Are there 
any new complaints in the last few 
months?” This: latter question is 
to rule out any new condition that 
may have developed, in addition to 
the chronic tiredness. 

Patient, believe that their weak- 
ness and firedness is due either to 
a physical condition or to overwork. 
“In the great majority of cases it 
is neither the one nor the other. 
Tiredness is, next to pain, the most 
common symptom of neurosis. Work, 
instead of making fatigue tired- 
ness) worse, often relieves |t.” 

It is easily understood how an in- 
dividual who thinks he has an ail- 
ment, when one exists, worries just 
as much as {f a disease were pre- 
sent and what makes him more wor-

dividual and Nature, 


Preventing Injury to Patients 
Taking, Eleotric Shock Treatment 
Just about the time that our men- 
tal institutions became so crowded 
that extensive new bulldings were 
becoming necessary, shock treat- 
ment wa, discovered --insulin and 
metrozal and finally electric shock 
treatment. 

Unfortunately in shock treatment, 
fracture of the bones occurs in some 
cases so that the physician, after 
giving the first shock, may decide 
to discontinue shock treatment ra- 
ther than cripple the patient. How- 
ever, the electric or electro-shock 
treatent has been so successful in 
curing mental patients in a matter 
of weeks or months that physicians 
have been ‘seeking a method of ad- 
ministering electro-shock treatment 
with less chance of injury to the 
patient. 

In “The British Medical Journal”, 
London, Drs, P, D. W. Shepherd and 
‘D. CG. Watt report the results ob~ 
tained in 50 patients whose physical 
condition rendered them unsuitable 
for ordinary electric convulsion or 
shock treatment, but in whom elec- 
tro-shock treatment modified into 
a vain, has the power to prevent ac- 
tion or almost paralyze muscles, so 
that when the electricity causes 
the shock or convulsion it is not in 
sufficient strength to cause the 
muscles to break a bone or bones, yet 
in sufficient strength to shock the 
entire nervous system, 

Still another method to preyent 
fractures during electro shock is 
reported in the Swiss Medical Jour- 
nal, wy Dr. P. Plattner, who states 
in 18.5 per cent of the men and 
300 women, electro-shock treatment 
Was given without any drug to pre- 
vent fractures. Fractures occurred 
in 18.5 per cent of tfhe men and 
7 per cent of the women. These 
physicians used mesantoin to pre- 
vent fractures. Beginning with one 
tablet of O. I. gm. of mesantoin 
twice daily, the dose is gradually in- 
creased upward within a week in 
women up to four to six tablets, and 
in men up to six to eight tablets 
daily are given throughout the 
period treatment, even on the days 
on which electro-shock treatment is 
not given, No fractures occurred 
in 130 patients given this drug just 
before electro-shock treatment. 


Penicillan in Acute midate Ear 
Infection 

During the epidemic of 1918-19, 
there were, many patients in our 
base hospital in whom middle-ear 
inflammation developed. In some of 
them the inflammation extended 
into the mastoid bone, requiring the 
opening up and removal of part 
of the bone in order to allow the pus 
free drainage, These cases were 50 
numerous that our ear specialist 
was performing one and sometimes 
two of these operations every day 
for weeks. This serious complication 
of flu occurred of course, before the 
discovery of sulfa drugs and penicil- 
lin. Some idea of the great value of 
penicillin in inflammation of the 
middle ear is reported in “Journal 
of Ear and Throat,” Denmark, by 


Copenhagen. 

Of 250 patients, with middle-ear 
inflammation (otitis media) in 372 
ears, 133 received penicillin treat- 
ment while the remaining 127 were 
given the usual routine treatment, 
that is, washing out with an antise- 
ptic solution. None of the patients 
receiving penicillin required oper- 
ation on the mastoid (mastoidec- 
tomy), while 20 of those who did 
not receive penicillin developed 
mastoid inflammation and had to 
undergo the operation. In the group 
who did not receive penicillin, the 
pus forming stage (acute {nflam- 
mation) lasted an average of 13 
days; in the group receiving peni- 
cillin this stage lasted only 7 days, 
Strange to say, where the otitis was 
caused by Pfeiffer's bacillus, form- 
erly believed to be the cause of 
many throat infections, the peni- 
cillin treatment was not effective. 

Fortunatety, desite this serious 
operation which requires chiseling 
out portions of the mastoid bone, 
most patients retain perfect or 
almost perfect hearing, 

Thus Dr. Risker state, that in 
all hospital cases of acute otitis, ex- 
cept when the organism causing it 
js Pfelffer's bacillus, penicillin 
treatment should be given. However 
in general practice penicillin treat- 
ment should be reserved for cases 
in which complications occur and 
for cases where both ears are affect- 
ed, 

Penicillin, ag in the cases of the 
above 260 otitis patients, made oper- 
aton unnecessary.

A little head cold occurs and the 
lining of the nose manufactures an 
antiseptic juice, which if left alone, 
will put up a great fight against 
the organisms what are causing the 
cold. Our first thought is to shrink 
or “dry up” the nose instead of let- 
{ing Nature's antiseptic nose juice 
do it’s fighting without interference 
on our part, 

Similarly with a cough in its early 
stages, when Nature manufactures 
extra juice on the lining surface of 
the little tubes which are branches 
of the large bronchial tubes. Nature 
then makes us cough up this muc- 
ous while it is in liquid form. How- 
ever, we think we must immediately 
stop the cough, which if stopped 
early and completely might cause 
broncho-pneumonia or pneumonia. 
Of course, where the cough ts not 
loosening up the sputum and is just 
a “nervous hacking” cough, drugs 
to quiet the nerves and the muscles 
of the chest are prescribed by the 
physician to “quiet” the cough and 
give the patient rest. 

Similarly with a rise in tempera- 
ture, our first thought may be to 

try to reduce the temperature 
whereas the rise in temperature is 
Nature's weapon against organisms 
which are causing the ailment.

Of course where 
the temperature becomes very high 
the physician prescribes drugs to 
reduce it, control it and save life. 
Another thing we forget is that 
when eyes are irritated Nature caus- 
es an extra flow of tears. It ls know 
that for most disease producing or- 
ganisms, normal tears are much 
more effective in protecting the 
eye than solutions of drugs, which 
are apt to be too strong.

“A B-U-P Feature Commentary” 

The prolonged stay of Chinese 
Communistleader Mao Tze-Tung in 
Russia is causing all sorts of re- 
ports. 

The newspapers | in Red China are 
filled with glowing accounts of 
Mao's trip—and hints that Russia is 
going to give China a big:loan. 

The Moscow papers discuss Mai’s 
visit in more restrained and caut- 
ious terms. 

But on January 13th, U. S. Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson made 
a statement about Chinese Relations 
the full impact of whioh is just now 
being absorbed. 

Acheson charged that Russia is 
seeking to dominate China’s four 
Northern Provinces. That includes 
the rich food and industrial empire 
of Manchuria, which the Red Army 
striped of machinery, in 1945. 

Atte the Acheson charge, some 
American correspondents in Japan 
and Korea say they have come into 
information which leads them to 
believe that Mao Tze-Tung and 
Stalin already have quarreled over 
Russia's stiff demands for more 
control of China. r 

According to these sources, instead 
of getting promises of help for Chi- 
na in Moscow. Mao found himself 
being treated at the Kremlin exact- 
ly like a puppet. And he was con- 
fronted with demands for huge del- 
iveries of Chinese foodstuffs and 
raw miaterials to Russia and for 
strong Russian control of all North 
China. 

In return for all this, a stiffer 
program of Russian penetration 
into China than the Czar's govern- 
ment ever dreamed of, Mao and Red 
China were offered nothing but the 
vague promise ‘of Russian friend- 
ship and military collaboration — 
Provided Red China continued to 
push Cominform aims southward in 
Asia.

FARM FRONT 


What’, The Score On 2, 4-D? 

A question maybe a lot of farm-" 
ers are asking --what's the score 
on 2, 4-D? No one knows all the 
answers yet, Ths record is still 
dotted with blanks that have to be 
filled in. But after three years of 
‘use on the praries the facts are be- 
ginning to emerge, and many 
bear little resemblance to some 
of the more extreme claims made for 
the chemical when it first came on 
the market. 

The editor of farm end ranch re- 
view recently spent three days at 
Edmonton, listening to what the 
experts had to say on chemical weed 
control And he say that this is what 
farmers of the west should know 
Bbout 2, 4-D. 

It’, no cure all .but is effective 
against a rather imposing list of 
annual weeds, against some bienni- 
als and perennials. Buf some of the 
worse weeds in the west withstand 
the chemical. 

It’, been found that there are two 
periods in which 2, 4-D will seri- 
ously damage crops. The first is 
when the grain emerges until it 
is over six inches high. The second 
is shortly before heading. Great 
damage Was found in experimental 
plots where spraying was carried 
out from six to three days before 
heading. 

'The experts generelly agreed that 
the lightest possible dose with 
which weeds can be Killed should 
be used. 

What counts is not the amount 
of a particular mixture, but the 
amount of 2, 4-D acid it contains. 
‘There are almost 200 different 
brands herbidcides on the market... 
with the amount of 2, 4-D in them 
ranging from 50 to 76 point 8 oun- 
ce, a gallon. 

There is only one safe rule for a 
farmer to follow. Pay very close at- 
tention to the amount of 2, 4-D in 
the mixture. 

Other points made by the experts 
in Edmonton were: 

(1) --There’s no evidence that fuel 
‘oil in preference to water, increases 
the efficiency of the chemical. 

(2) --Evidence as to increasing yield 
through the use of 2, 4-D is incon- 
elusive. But cleaner grain i, har- 
vested and hence there is les,’ loss 
from dockage. 

(3) --One point cannot be stressed 
too strongly. Chemicals are no sub- 
stitute for sound cultivation practi- 
ces. 


(4) --2, 4-D works best when grow- 
ing conditions approach the ideal. 
Tts effectiveness against weeds in 
Severe drought is questionable. 
(5) --Even susceptible weeds are 
harder to kill the longer they are 
allowed to grow. 

(6) --Excellent results have been 
obtained is the use of such newer 
chemicals as T. C, A. to kill quack 
grass but the cost runs up to 50 dol- 
Jars an acre, 


Cheese Contract Will Cost Taxpay- 
ers of Canada 2%4 million dollars. 
Well .... that British cheese con- 

tract has arrived at last. 

Britain is to take up the 85-mil- 
lon pounds . . .the price 25 cents a 
pound. 

That's a big drop on last year’s 
quote of 21 cents a pound) but — as 
with bacbn — cheese is to be sub- 
sidized by the government: 

Producers will get 28 cents a 
pound, first grade, F. A. 8. Canad- 
jan Seaboard for all cheese purch- 
ased under the new contract. 

The subsidy will cost Canadian 
taxpayers approximately two mil- 
lion 600 thousand dollars. 

The contract was announced in 
Ottawa yesterday by Agriculture 
Minister J. G. Gardiner. 

It provides for the shipment of 77 
million pounds of cheese, with a 10 
percent. tolerance. In other words 
Canada undertakes tp deliver a min- 
imum of 70 million pounds while the 
United Kingdom contracts to pur- 
chase up to 84 million 700 thousand 
pounds. 

Gardiner emphasised that the new 
subsidy arrangement applies only 
for 1950. It is to assist cheese pro- 
ducers in making the adjustment 
to the lower price level. 

Still under negotiation is an ag- 
reement on salmon, which will like- 
ly be the last contract to be signed. 
Last year Canada got a contract 
for some 400 thousand cases of west 
coast salmon worth 7 million dol- 
lars. This year it’s expected to be 
cut to 5-million dollars worth.

This meat is on offer at 15 cents | 
@ pound. 

Whether or not there! be an of- 
ficial protest from Ottawa is hard 
to say. Some officials in Ottawa say 
that Canada’s protest position 
would be weak. They refer to the 
decision of British Columbia Apple 
Producers to give to Britain—as a 
gift—one million cases of Canadian 
apples. That, they say, is virtually 
the same as fhe U-S decision to 
give away the big surplus of potat- 
oes. 

However, in his statement last 
night, CCF leadér Coldwell said the 
Canadian government should make 
an immediate and vigorous protest 
to Washington. 

But he added: The U-S move fol- 
lows the failure of mzjor producing 
and consuming countries to ander- 
take International planning in the 
marketing of food surpluses. And 
in this regard, Coldwell said, Can- 
ada must accept some of the blame. 
He said three steps could and 
should have been taken tp protect 
Canadian producers. They were’ In- 
ternational commodity agreements, 
such as the one for wheat —an In- 
ternational commodity clearing 
house—and long term bilateral con- 
tracts between Canada and the Un- 
ited States. (BUP). 


FEEDING CHICKS 

Im recent years most of the 

chicks in Ontario have been fed and 
reared under artificial conditions. 
In making a plan for feeding chicks 
it is well to consider for a moment 
the method used under natural con- 
ditions, says Professor C. M. Hunt- 
™man, Poultry Department, Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph. 
The hen brings forth her brood 
when nature is providing a plentiful 
supply of a variety of fresh feed. 
She begins feeding them as soon 
as they are attracted to light. She 
feeds them quite close to the source 
of heat which keeps them com- 
fortable. She attracts them to the 
feed. She teaches them what to eat 
about as soon as they commence to 
pick. She feeds them often. 

Most every young chicks have an 
instinct to pick. This makes it pos- 
sible to start chicks under artificial 
conditions by placing small vessels 
of water and by scattering feed on 
paper or cardboard in the area in 
which the chicks are to be brooded. 
By doing this a few hours before 
the chicks are placed in the brood- 
ing area the water will be at room 
temperature and both water and 
feed will be available as soon as 
the chicks begin to pick. A short 
time after they begin to feed, sprin- 
kle a little fine chick grit over the 
feed on the paper. 

After the second or third day the 
feed and grit should be placed be- 
fore the chicks in feeders which pre 
vent them getting into the feed and 
wasting it. Provide about one in. of 
feed hopper space per chick. Place 
the feeders near the front of the 
pen when.the light enables the 
chicks to see the feed and where 
less litter will be scratched into the 
feed. 

Avold leaving tacks or small nails 
where chicks may have a chance 
to eat them, Trouble may also fol- 
low when hungry chicks are allowed 
on any indigestible litter having 
particles of edible size. 

As the chicks grow be sure to 
gradually increase the number or 
size of drinking vessles and feed 
hoppers. Remember the supply of 
both feed and water before the 
chicks should be fresh and clean. 

Commercial chicks starters will 
provide satisfactory feed for chicks 
for the first six to ten weeks. Be- 
gin. feeding some whole wheat or 
whole oats about one week before 
the chicks are allowed out on range. 
Starting mash should be the chief 
feed while the chicks are confined 
to the brooder house. Growing 
mash and whole grains may form 
the bulk of the feed while the chicks

Are America's

Today’s Water Shortage Critical - 
Only in Spots, But May Hit U.S.

New York—(NEA)—Water short- 
ages now are critical only in Jimit- 
ed spot, but they'll soon clamp a 
ceiling on America’s economic 
growth unless the country learns to 
guard its precious supply. 

The arid West always has lived on 
sltort water rations. Yet not until 
reserves fell dangerously low in the 
usually well-drenched East —espec- 
jally New York City—did the whole 
nation begin to realize it can no 
longer take water for granted. 

Cheaper than dirt, water suddenly 
seemed as valuable as gold. New 
Yorkers got a guilty feeling when 
they washed their hands. “Water 
were ordered.

In the shock of the East's crisis, 
old rumors were revived that the 
entire United States was menaced 
by plunging water levels.

First United Front Against 


In U.S. Is Goal of Legion 


NEW YORK -(NEA)- The Ameri- 
can Legion will try to create the 1st 
truly united front against the 
spread of Communism jn the U. S. 
since the Red party was organized 
in this country 30 years ago, 

In a two-day session, starting 
Jan. 28 here, an attempt will be 
made to establish unified goals, po- 
licies and tactics among all labor, 
industry, religious, farm and patri- 
otic groups in America which, up 
until now, have been waging inde- 
pendent fights against the Commie 
threat, 

The national group; which have 
been invited to send delegates re- 
present a total ‘membership of 
more than 50,000,000 U, S. citizens, 
It is expected that two or three 
leaders from more than 100 organi- 
zations will attend. 

In announcing the meeting, Le- 
gion National Commander George 
N. Craig set forth the following two- 
fold objective: 

“First, we will seek to coordinate 
the activities of these citizens’ bo- 
dies, national in character, which 
have among thelr declared pur- 
poses the maintenance of the Am- 
erican constitutional system, Sec- 
ond, we shall seek to strengthen 
the hands of government agencies 
dealing with subversive activities.”

Inflated Quarters Replace Quonsets

Washington — (NEA) — Millions 
of ex-servicemen will think that this 
announcement comes about 10 years 
too late, but the quonset hut has 
now been declared obslete as a 
means of housing troops. 

What they're coming up with to 
take the place of the round-top cor- 
rugated iron home-sweet--home for 
GIs of World War I promises to 
be more draft-proof, less leaky ‘and 
less inviting to vermin. But now- 
here in the specifications {s there 
an indication that they are any 
cozler, 

With the military planners con- 
vinced that if there 1s another war 
itll be fought in the world’s cold 
regions, emphasis has been placed 
on developing a cold-proof and 
snow-proof shelter. Most radical re- 
sult is a hut with walls of cotton, 
coated with rubber-like Neoprene, 
that is inflated with a hand pump 
in three minutes. 

Although this sounds like flimsy 
construction for the Arctic, tests 
have shown that it won't collapse 
under 500 pounds of snow or ice and 
that it withstands winds up to 100 
miles per hour. Easily carried, {t has 
two air-proof plexiglass windows 
and houses four men comfortably— 
according to the instructions on the 
cover. A large flexible tube 10 feet 
Jong admits alr without letting the 
wind scream In. 

When inflated it stands four feet 
high. It is seven feet wide and nine 
fee; long.

Another cold-weather house in 
advance stages of development is 
made of insulated aluminum panels 
which, when assembled, are sealed 
together by rubber gaskets and lo- 
cked in place by patented wedge. 
Basic unit, which provides 600 sq. ft. 
of floor space is made from 87 four- 
by-eight-foot panels. 

Any sized structure can be made 
from the panels. Two men, without 
help of machinery, can assemble a 
unit in a very short time. Light- 
weight beams support the roof.

are especially adaptable to being 
carried in airplanes. Two aluminum 
houses and a great many of the fab- 
ric houses can be carried in one C-82 
Packet airplane, for example. 
Extensive Arctic tests with these 
houses will soon be under way to 
test their value under simulated 
combat conditions. The fabric shelt- 
er gives promise of being very valu- 
able for Arctic rescue work. It can 
easily be dropped from the air to 
survivors on the ground. And a min- 
imum of effort is needed to make it 
livable. 

In addition to these new ideas, 
the Army engineers are working on 
the design of a simple structure that 
can be miade of any one of several 
kinds of materials, is easily pre- 
fabricated, easily assembled and 
easily transported. One of the big 
faults of the old type quonset was 
the difficulty of packing and ship- 
ping the curved roof sections. 

The basic housing unit the engin- 
eers have in mind would look like 
one half of an ordinary garage. It 
would have a slopping instead. of 
a curved roof. And when two units 
were put together the roof would 
slope from the middle. Panels and 
beams could be made out of steel or 
wood, or possibly plastic, whichever 
mattrial happened to be most avail- 
able.

Owning a fine house 1s also not 
a requisite for enteztaining or social 
status in Washington, Any num- 
ber of handsome old mansions and 
clubs are available for that purpose, 
Even Uncle Sam now provides the 
house of the late secretary of de- 
fense, James Forrestal, called the 
Anderson House, just so government 
officials can entertain in it, 

Practically any government clerk 
who 1, willing to lay the cash on the 
Iine can buy a debut for hig dau- 
ghter, with all the fanfare and any 
number of big names in attend- 
ance. Or just an acceptable stag list 
can be bought. Two society women 
have a monopoly on the trade, 

Then there are other “social spe- 
cialties.” For example, there ts a 
thriving business In the sale of 
pictures shrowing you shaking hands 
with ambassadors or any important 
personalities. It's all easily arranged 
at big receptions andgcocktall par- 
ties. For n slight extra charge, you 
can buy ¢hem autographed. 


There are ewen several firms 
which specialize in providing the 
proper flag decoration; at parties, 
for those wno are sticklers for pro- 
per potocol when they are enter- 
taining foreign officials. Still an- 
other company does an amazing 
business, in renting tents for lawn 
and garden parties. Then there is 
the highly lucrative trade in rent- 
ed evening clothes, including the 
renting of evening dresses for wo- 
men. 

Selling “social advice” and per- 
sonal publicity are two of the most. 
ingenious business barnacles on the 
capital’, social scene. A great deal 
of it considered legitimate. 

With the thousands of diplomats 
and officials who live in Washing- 
ton, it’; a specialist's trade to pick 
out the right 50 or so persons for a 
dinner, say. And most of the big 
shots and their wives are just too 
busty here to bother with such de- 
tails.

Washington — (NEA) — Once a 
year, early-on a Saturday morning, 
a couple of hundred sleepy-eyed 
Washington newsmen troop into 
the White House for a unique ses- 
sion with the President called the 
“budget seminar.” 

It's unique because before they go 
in about 50 pre cent frankly admit 
they don’t know enough about the 
budget to ask an intelligent ques- 
tion. When it’s over, about the same 
number admit they didn’t get a line 
of copy from it. They swear they'll 
never go to another one. 

But they always do, in the ‘hope 
they'll come away with a better un- 
derstanding of the complications of 
a new national budget before it be- 
comes headline headaches for the 
public a few days later. 

The afternoon before the semin- 
ar, the Bureau of the Budget sec- 
retly doles out to each White House 
correspondent about eight pounds of 
paper. This includes the next year's 
budget, a summary of it, a summary 
of the summary, and charts which 
@re supposed to make the summary 
of the summary clearer. It's all 
stamped “confidential and “hold 
for release until the President gives 
the message to Congress.” 

The crowd starts showing up early 
at the White House movie room, 
where the seminar-{s~held: Press a- 


gents from many of the govern- 
ment agencies manage to get in, 
They're not allowed to ask quest- 
fons. But they plant them, 

No. government employes other 
than those in-the Budget Bureau 
Ie supposed to get advance copies 
of the budget, so the press agents 
rush to telephones after the session 
to tell their bosses what they man- 
aged to learn by peeking oyer shoul= 
ders and from planting queries. 

Then there are the Corny gags: 

“There's the Russian Tass repor- 
ter; what he gets out of this will 
confuse Red intelligence sp badly 
it'll be set back two years.” 

“This year's budget is the best 
ever; it's exactly the right thickness 
to shore up my sagging desk?! 

“T slept-with the summary under 
my pillow last night,cured my in- 
somnia and dreamed they were go- 
ing to eliminate taxes.” : 

When the President walks in with 
Secre;, Service men and accomp- 
anied by Budget Directors Frank 
Pace, Asst. Director Fred Lawton 
and Secretary of Treasury John 
Snyder, everybody in the room gets 
quiet and stands, . 

Then the public address system 
begins to work and the annual sem- 
inary {s on. The President calls 
Some of the reporters by their first 
names in answering their-questions. 
Some questions he cuts off short and 
a reporter sits ‘down disgruntled: 
The President {s in high good hum-

or, laughing and puttin’ out gags 
as gocd as any that the press corps. 
produces, It’s tog bad the're off the 
record. r 

About half of the queries he 
throws to Pace and Snyder ‘to an- 
swer. Pace is friendly and quick 
and informed with his replies. Most 
of the questions aren’t very pene- 
trating. One reporter. stands and 
asks about a $12 million ‘tem, In a 
loud whisper another reporter says: 

“My gosh, why svaste- questions a- 
bout such small sums as 12° mil- 
lion, in a $43 billion budget?” 

That brings a general laugh. 
Then there is a long pause and the 
President kids the audience about 
not being prepared and offers the 
Suggestion that maybe the budget 
is getting So simple it speaks for 
itself. That needling draws a ques- 
tion about a $1.9 billien item for 
foreign aid. Pace answers: 

“That's new money that will be 
spent. It doesn’t include carry-over 
funds which. will also be spent this 
year. Carry-over funds are always 
a very confusing item in the Fed- 
eral budget.” > 

Then it’s all over. And- outside 
Secretary Snyder walks off with a 
reporter explaining: 

“This thing is a lot simpler than 
it used to be. The President insists 
that we try to get the figures so that 
every ciizen will know what. they 
mean. By the way. isn’t it amazing 
how much ‘Getail the President has 
on the budget?” =

Light 


May Someday Beat the Traffic

Washington -(NEA) - A refined ver- 
sion of aviation’s powerful jet en- 
gines is on the drawing boards for 
the drawing boards for the automo- 
bile, of the near future. The re- 
yolutionary new engine would give 
car owners a motor that would be 
stall-proof, shift-less and amazing- 
ly powerful. 

Called a gas turbine, {t has-al- 
ready been developed to the point 
where manufacturer, are ready to 
start giving it practical tests In new 
trucks. The Nayy will soon haye it 
installed in some of its smaller yes- 
sels. And it 1; also expected to prove 
itself the best motor yet built for 
hundreds of specialty jobs in manu- 
facturing, transportation, logging 
and aviation. 

The extreme simplicity of the gas 
turbine is {ts chicf advantage. It 
goe; one step beyond the jet en- 
gine of the airplane. Instead of the 
power resulting from the pressure 
of out-rushing Jet gases pushing. 
against the afr, the gases turn a 
fan which transmit, the power to 
a drive shaft. 

Because of the power of a gas tur- 
bine -blasting and expanding hot 
gases ~- can be transferred to a, 
drive shaft without mechanical con- 
tact with any, part of the shaft as- 
sembly, most of the complicated 
gears required by an ordinary pis- 
ton engine are climinated. This 
also makes !t impossible to stall the 
motor, provides ranges of speed far 
greater than found in the ordinary 
ca rengine and give; tremendous 
bursts of emergency power, 

Trucks powered with gas tur- 
bines, for instance, wouldn't have 
to crawl up steep hills, Shifting 
ould be eliminated. And none of the 
expensive, somplicated automatic 
shifting devices; now being put on 
most new cars wouid be necessary. 

Hundred, of different models of 
gas tirbine engines are in various 
stage, of development. It is gen- 
erally agreed among the experts 
that Boeing Aricraft Company's 
160-horsepower “Model 502” is the 
one most fully developed. Here are 
some of its advantages: 

It weighs only 185 pounds, a- 
gainst 2850 pounds for a diesel, pro- 
ducing comparable _horse-power. 
There are only one-sixth as many

parts as there are in a comparable 
Piston-type engine. One mah can 
assemble and take {t apart again 
{n six hours. It can be adapted to use 
the lowest grade fuels, including 
sawdust. It is easily starfed in the 
coldest temperature. 

It has {ts bugs, however. Fuel 
consumption {n a version of the 502 
which could be put in an ordinary 
car today would be about twice as 
much as in present car engines, This 
trouble {s being ironed out. 

The extreme hign speed of the 
“fan”, which sucks in the air, make, 
the 502 extremely noisy. This is be- 
ing. licked with a sound-proof-shield. 
And because.no mass production hag 
been started on the 502, the price of 
one today would be pretty steep; But 
if jt were to be produced in great 
quantities, the cost could be made 
comparable with today’s engines. 

Edward C, Wells. Boeing's vice- 
president, says this about the 502: 

“Even in today’s harried world, 
it’s still a pretty safe bet that the 
‘sun will set on schedule each night. 
And it's an almost equally sure bet 
that the gas turbine will one day 
largely replace the conventional 
reciprocating engine.”

Weshington — (NEA) — “You 
provide the guest list and the place. 
We provide everything else.” 

That's the typical service offered 
by Washington’s many large and 
prosperous catering firms which 
dle about 80 per cent of the log- 
for the city’s social life. 
They will provide the works for 
social function, from complete 
ver, china and glass service and 
iided chairs for formal dinners, to 
s of martinis and 
es for a small cock- 


‘The list of catering services and 
equipment which are avail- 
ation of food 
liguor; the services of butlers, 
maids, official greeters and 
; flower and flag decora- 
tions; tique pieces; entertainment 
and advice on protocols 

Average cos; for a cocketail party, 
including liquor, food, equipment 
and waiters, is between $2 and $5 
per guest. It varies aceording to 
how long the party lasts, the qual- 
ity and varlety of food and liquor 
served, and how elaborate you want 
the service. 

Dinner parties, with the works, 
run from $5 to $20 per guest and 
can go to $40 or more. For some 


big embassy receptions, bills are 
as high as $20,000. The smallest bill 
is for the services of a waiter for 
one night at $5 on up. The food is 

either prepared beforehand and 
delivered ready to serve at a slightly 
higher charge, or prepared in the 
customer's kitchen. 

If you need more help, & social 
secretary can be hired on 2 retain- 
ing basis or to stage-manage spec- 
ific parties. On a retaining basis, 
they try to boost you up the general 
social ladder or see that you keep 
balanced on your present rung. They 
get clients invited to the bigger re- 
ceptions, advise them how to curry 
favor with the social big shots, and 
how to entertain in good taste. 

Although the fees for these ser- 
vices are a carefully guarded secret, 


especially by clients, it is an ex- 
tremely prosperous busin Some of 
the social secretaries who work full- 
time for the embassies make as 
much as $15,000 a year. The more 
successful free-lancers do as well. 
And it is a respected trade in Wash- 
ington. 

One of the town’s most special- 
ized social businesses is the handl- 
ing of debut parties. Many Wash- 
ington belles come out with debuts 
planned and plotted by specialists. 
Father sets the maximum amount— 
not less than about $500—and dau-

Rental on a tuxedo is about $7 
per night. White tie and tails with 
patent leather shoes and top hat, 
plus accessories, run about $15. 
Women’s formal dresses can be had, 
with wrap, for one night for up- 
wards of $15. That price carries no 
guarantee that the women who had 
it the last time won't recognize it. 

Added all up, the annual take of 
all the businesses which survive on 
Washington’s highly touted social 
life amounts to several millions of 
dollars per year.
